The first and perhaps the foremost objec- 
tion to be urged against Mr, Bryan’s proposi- 
tion to guarantee the deposits in the national 
banks is that it is wrong in principle. 

It says to the man who is prudent, skillful, 
and honest in his banking business and 


‘methods: 


“We will force you, in the most impor- 
tant feature of banking, to become a partner 
with many others whom you do not know 
and who are widely scattered.” 


Forces Wolves Upon Sheep. 

It imposes a regulation on bankers which 
would be absolutely fatal to success In any 
and every other line of business. It would 
ignore and obliterate the difference between 
those who are worthy to be.successful, those 
who are to be trusted, and those who are 
not entirely to be trusted and not fully 
worthy to succeed. 

In addition to this it would wipiate that 
cardinal principle of all business operations, 
that authority must accompany responsibil- 
ity. This is a big consideration and can 
hardly be too strongly emphasized in this 
particular connection. The substantial, hon- 
est, and conservative banker would, under 
Mr. Bryan's scheme, have no supervision 
whatever over the other bankers as to their 
methods of conducting their business, but 
would at the same time be compelled to stand 
as guarantor for them, for the dishonest, the 
reckless, and the blundering ones as well as 
for all others. 


Banker Must Guarantee Blindly. 

And not only is the solid banker made re- 
sponsible under this scheme for any mis- 
takes or the results of recklessness or dis- 
homesty on the part ef amy other bankers, 
and not only is he utterly without authority 
over them, Dut he is also powerless to fortify 
himself with any definite information as te 
how other bankers are conducting their bust- 
ness; he cannot demand to see their books or 
to be Hevea score Pid ane rons mpi which 


risk. In the life insurance business the com- 
panies can, by means of dependable mortu- 
ary tables, judge correctly of the average 
length of Life of those whom they insure. 

In the fire insurance business there is not 
quite the same degree of certainty or of uni- 
formity in the amount of damage by confia- 
gration—in other words, the undefined risk 
in the fleld of fire insurance is greater. And 
this uncertainty compeis them to charge a 
considerably higher rate than they would 
otherwise have to charge. 


Insurance Against Theft Unsuccessful. 


To put it still differently, this uncertainty 
costs money; it is expensive; it must be pro- 
vided for or else the business institutions 
assuming such a risk must come to disaster. 
Insurance against loss by theft has also been 
tried, but the companies which have under- 
taken this class of risks have been almost 
uniformly unsuccessful. In a word, it was 
been ascertained by practical experience that 
insurance against theft is outside the line 
of practical and rational assurance. 

Now, insurance against loss by banks is far 
more impracticable and objectionable than 
insurance against theft, because !t involves 
many more elements of uncertainty. No man 
can even remotely approximate what wil! 
be lost by the blundering of well intending 
bankers or by the dishonesty of unscrupulous 
ones. 

The variety of mistakes which can be made 
by the blundering, careless, and incapable 
banker who really intends to be honest is 
perhaps only exceeded by the variety of ways 
in which the unscrupulous banker can ma- 
nipulate the funds intrusted to his care to the 
disaster of his depositors, or, under the oper- 
ation of the plan proposed by Mr. Bryan, to 
the disaster of the conservative and honest 
bankers who are made liable to those de- 
positors. 


Borrower and Depositor Foot the Bill. 


The inevitable result of making all banks 
or bankers responsible for the losses of 
others over whom they have no contro} 
would be an increase in the rate of interest 
which the banker must charge on loans and 
« diminished rate of interest to the de- 
positor. The conservative banker would 
have to say to the borrower: 

“A new risk has been injected into my 
business, 1 must secure myself against it. 
Ané the only way by which I can do thts is 
by charging a higher rate of Interest to those 
whom I accommodate with loans.” 

And to the man who comes to his bank with 
money for deposit he would have to say: 
“The new risk injected into my business 
by this undefined responeibility compels me 
to lower the rate of interest to those who 
deposit with me.” 

This consideration is especially important 
to the banker with regard to deposits be- 
cause in proportion as his deposita increase 
hie risk increases In any system involving 
insurance of deposits. Naturally and nor- 
mally the aim and desire of the banker is 
to increase his deposite—that is the basic 
advantage which will lead to success—but 
under such a scheme as Mr. Bryan proposes 
he would not only be moved to hesitate 
about getting too large a volume of de- 
posits in his own bank but the deposits In 
the banks of his competitors would be the 
legitimate cause of the keenest concern on 
his part because of the liability involved. 


Speculation Would Increase. 
Then there ts another ill result ingrained 
in this scheme which has hot been much 
exploited and which is, to my mind, really 
the worst of all; ‘insurance of deposits«with- 


out regard to the degree of care exercised 


h- nose who receive them would stimulate 
the injudicious opening of enterprises. 

The banker is necessarily a conservative 
element in our business life—at least he is 
so if he transacts the banking business ac- 
cording to normal regulations. At the same 
time it fs known there are those in that

TOURIST AIDS CHILD'S BURIAL 


“Tribune” Story of New York 
Poverty Relieves Family.. 


SENDS $30 IN CASH 


———— 


UNKNOWN 


Forwarded to Eastern Correspondent 
and Given to Sufferers. 


New York, Oct. 24.—[Spectal.]—Publica- 
tion In the *‘ New York department ” of Tus 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE today of a pathetic story 
of a dead child unburied for lack of funds 
has procured fitting burial for the little 
girl and lifted poverty’s greatest burden 
from her family. 

The story was that of Marian Meade, who 
was on her way to buy milk with the fam- 
ily’s last nickel, when she was killed by a 
street car. On Monday Marian’s father, 
John Meade, lost his job as a watchman, 
and on Wednesday was dispossessed of his 
flat. His invalid wife and Wttle daughter 
were taken into the two rooms occupied by 
his mother, Mrs. Susan Méade, aged 60. 

It was from these two rooms that Marian 
started for milk, and to which the grand- 
mother returned after the undertaker had 
refused to bury the body until] $30 in cash 
had been given him. 

Traveler Reads Pathetic Story. 

The undertaker’s refusal attracted the at- 
tention of an unknown traveler going west 
from Chicago this morning, and he wrote the 
following letter to Tae Trisuns, inclosing 
two bills, a ten and a twenty: 

"On Board the Chicago-Omaha Limited, 
Oct. 23.—[Editor of The Tribune, ]—Will you 
kindly pay that undertaker thing and give 
Mra. Meade the sympathy of one who has 
known suffering?” 

The money was forwarded by Tue Trris- 
unm to ite New York correspondent by tele- 
graph, and tonight whefi he entered the little 
living room of the back tenement at 478 Third 
avenue he found Grandmother Meade looking 
sadly at the floor. When presented with the 
$30 and told.of its source she wept with grati- 
tude. 

Weed More Faith jn God 

“The trouble with us poor people is we 
haven't enough faith In God,” she said, “I 
wouldn't have believed there was such sym- 


‘pathy. My son and daughter-in-law are in 


Brooklyn where they buried Marian this 
afternoon. The undertakér wouldn’t touch 
the body until we gave him a deposit of $30. 
We had no money, and I thought sure Marian 
would have to be buried in potter's field, 
but two women who didn’t want their names 
known came in and gave us some money this 
morning, and some of my neighbors raised 
a littie money. Now Tas Trisung reader’s 
530 will finish paying the undertaker and 
leave a little for us to buy food with.”’ 
“My husband died several years ago,’’ 
continued Mrs. Meade, “ and ever since then 
I have had a pretty hard time of it. I get 
these two rooms free for sweeping the halls 
and etairs, and sometimes I get a little wash- 
ing to do, but K doesn’t amount to much. \

This forecast is based entirely on these re- 
ports and neither Tus Trisuns nor I ls re- 
sponsible for it except to see that it was 
fairly conducted and properly analysed aad 
digested. 

Telegrams were sent some time ago te 
trusted correspondents of THE TRIBUNE in 
every state except those which were con- 
ceded to Bryan at the outset, which means 
the solid south and Oklahoma. Besides 
these, various people were communicated 
with who were in a position to know the po- 
litieal conditions in their own localities. They 
were all asked to send in a brief summary of 
the situation of strictly confidential charac- 
ter, not to use for campaign porpapes: 


Table Should Be Accurate. 

From other sources individual confidential 
tips were received which also were utilized, 
and the whole was welded into a table which 
is presented to readers of Tum Trisuns@ for 
what itis worth, . 

It is believed to be accurate. If it te not, 
it is the fault of the people who supplied 
the information under the seal of confidence, 
who were in each case on the ground, and 
who were at least as good judges of the 
situation as any who could be suggested. 
The responsibility of Tue Trigune and of 
the writer is confined to the work of editing 
and compiling. 

Personally, I believe the figures for Taft are 
inside of the mark rather than outside, but 
as to that only the election itself can deter-

483. It therefore requires 242 votes to chooses 
a president. Mr. Taft, therefore, has on the 
basis of Tum Trisune’s table an excess of 
fifty-three votes more than enough to give 
him the great prise. Four years ago, before 
the admission of Oklahoma, the total elec- 
tora! vote was 476. Of this Roosevelt received . 
336 and Parker 140. President Roosevelt's 
majority rose to the sensational figure of 196 
and he had ninety-five votes in excess of the 
239 necessary for a nomination.

“The total membership of the senate is 92, 
and actual majority is 47. The republicans, 
therefore, will have an excess of 10 votes in 
the upper house of congress. In the Six- 
tieth congress, after the admission of Okla- 
homa, the republicans had a majority of 59 
in the house and 80 in the senate. The re- 
‘turns, therefore, indicate a republican loss 
of nine representatives and four senators, 
thus decreasing the republican majority 22 
in the house and 8 in the senate. 


Interest in Local Fights. 

Resides the presidential and congressional 
fight, there has been almost more interest 
in a number of states in the race for gov- 
ernor. The returns received are much less 
exact in regard to the probable resuits on 
state tickets because of the breaking down 

ef party iines. In the tables given the re- 
gults indicated in a number of cases are fol- 
lowed by question marks to show that they 
{indicate rather the candidate who seems to 
have the best of.the fight than a definite 
prediction as to the outcome-of the election. 

There are thirty of these states which 
elect -governors next month out of a total 
of forty-six. Some have chosen state officers 
at earlier elections, like Vermont, Maine, 
and Oregon, and in the rest the state elec- 
tions come in the off years. These thirty 
states are now managed by twenty repub- 
lican and ten democratic governors. 

The returns indicate the election of sixteen 
republican and fourteen democgatic chief 
executors, a net republican loss of four state 

vernments. There are indicated repub- 
ican losses in Colorado, Idaho, Indiana, Min- 
mesota, and Ohio, no one of which is at al! 
certain, with a nearly certain republican 
gain in North Dakota. 


Changes in Favor of Bryan. 

Before going into an analysis of the returns 
from the different states, it should be ex- 
plained that the tabie furnished to the read- 
ere of Tae Trisune this morning is a correct 
summary of the confidential communications 
which are printed in another column. In 
each case where a change has been made. it 
has been based on a fear that the writers 
were too enthusiastic. In each case. also, I 
believe almost without exception the changes 
made have been entirely in favor of Mr 
Bryan and against Mr. Taft. An exact sum- 
mary of these printed communications would 
put the Taft vote well over the 300 mark and 
feasorably close to the figure fixed for it 
by President Roosevelt himself. 

For instance, almost al! of the reports re- 
eeived indicated‘that Taft would carry Ne-

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
Conservative republican leaders ‘declare 
that California will go republican at the 
coming election by from 30,000 to 45,000 plu- 
rality and that all the republican ccngress- 
men will be elected. They base these esti- 
mates on a careful canvass in the state. The 
manufacturers. farmers, fruit growers, and 
ofl men are all in favor of the republicans 
because ther victory is an assurance that 
the protective policy will be continued. With- 
out strong protection most of the California 
industries would be ruined, as labor is high. 

The democratic leaders estimate that Bryan 
will carry California by from 12.000 to 15.000 
and that ome democratic congressman and 
perhaps two will be elected. They cannot 
give any strong argument to bear on their 
claims. save that the people are opposed to 
trusts and other things for which republicans 
stand and that the union labor element. wil]! 
vote almost solidly for Bryan. 


CCLORADO. , 

Denver, Colo., Oct, 24.—[Specia!.]—Colora- 
do's five electoral votes probably will be 
cast for William J. Bryan unless something 
extraordinary shall happen before election 
day. There is a powerful. holdover senti- 
ment from 1806 and 1900 that is considered 
sufficient to carry Bryaf through. In addi- 
tien to this, stockmen who were practically 
a unit for Roosevelt four years ago, are bit- 
terly angered by Gifford Pinchot's forest re- 
serve policy and will vote the democratic 
ticket. Bryan's plurality over Taft will run, 
close to 10,000 and may be many thousands 
over that figure. 

The result on the state ticket is harder 
to forecast on account of the bitter factional 
fight, but Shafroth, democrat, probably wil! 
win Dy a close vote. ; 

The congressional situation is similar to 
the national and gubernatorial. State Sen- 
ator Edward T. Taylor of Glenwood Springs 
candidate for congressman at large on the 
democratic ticket, is popular and will run 
almost as strong as Shafroth. 

In the First district Congressman Robert 
W. Bonynge, republican candidate for re- 
election, looks like a winner, but his 16 000 
majority of two years ago will be cut down 
In the Second district Congressman Haggett. 
republican, probably will be defeated by Jobn 
A. Martin of Pueblo, the democratic candi- 
date, by a narrow margin. 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 24.—[ Special. ]—Con- 
necticut will give Taft and Sherman a sub- 
stantial plurality without doubt. Four years 
ago Roosevelt's plurality over Parker was 
88,180, and eight years ago McKinley’s over 
Bryan was 28,558. A plurality ef from 25,000 
to 35,000 is looked for, as Taft ispopular in 
this state. | 

On the governorship the situation is air- 
ferent and there are some doubts if George 
L. Lilley, republican, will pull through. Un- 
less Taft's plurality exceeds 26.000 there 
are many who believe Judge A. Heaton Rob- 
¢rmison, democrat, will be clected. 

The four congressional! districts undoubt- 
ediy will return four republicans, and the 
“at large representative will be a repub- 
lican. The legislature will have a large re- 
publican majority. . 


ILLINOIS. 

In INinois Taft's plurality will be at least 
75,000, with 100,000 as a probability. Sixteen 
of the twenty-five congressional districts are 
eertainly republican, and there is a small 
chance of republican defeat in two others, 


- 


while a third is probably republican. Five 
of the districts are democratic, and one other 
probably will elect a demecratic congress- 
man. A reasonable estimate would give the 
repuljicans nineteen congressmen and the 
democrats six. | 

Gov. Deneen will run about 20,000 or 30.000 
votes behin@ Taft, according to present form. 
He will gain some denioccratic votes to offset 
the republican loss, prebably 10,000 or 15.000 
from democrats who wil! refuse to vote fora 
candidate backed by Roger C. Sullivan. the 
democratic national committeeman. His 
net loss is likely.to be between 20.000 and 
3U,000 votes. 

The state legislature is republican beyond a 
reasonable doubt. The democrats have 
made no effort to secure a majority and the 
election of a republican United States sen- 
ator is assured. 

The republican plurality for Roowevelt four 
years ago was 305,059, but this may be dis- 
carded as out of all reason for purposes of 
comparison or estimate this year, and the 
repubiican plurality of eight years ago, 96,924. 
is taken as a fair basis for an. estimate as 
la@ the national ticket. The Taft vote may 
equal the republican vote of 1900 or it may 
fall 20,000 short. . 

There is no reason to look for other than 

normal republican vote for the presiden- 
fal candidates in this state. Such repub- 
lican discord as there is in Hlinois affects 
only the state ticket and does not Involve 
Mr. Taft. He may be relied upon to poll the 
normal republican vote and even the most 
enthusiastic democratic forecasters leave 
Illinois out of their calculations for national 
purposes. 

Republican congressmen and candidates 
for congress are not involved in the parti- 
san difficulties and aside from the fight 
which is being made on Gov. Deneen the 
state may be regarded as narmal. ! 

The difficulties in which the governor finds 
himself are most troublesome in the north- 
ern part of the state. His most bitter per- 
sonal enemies are in Chicago and in the coun- 
ties to the north and west of Cook county. 

Mr. Taft is expected to carry Chicago and 
Cook county. Gov, Deneen probably will 
get both by a smaller margin, although the 
democrats backing Adiai E. Stevenson, the 
democratic nominee, are confident of their 
ability to give their state candidate a plu- 
rality over the Tepublican fovernor in the 
city, no matter what may happen to them 
in the outside counties. 

The congressiona! district most in doubt is 
the Twenty-third, now represented by Con- 
grestman Pleasant T. Chapman, whose dem- 
ocratic opponent is John Q. A. Ledbetter. 
Chapman's re@lection is probable, but not 
certain, 

The democrats haye made contests in the 
Fifteenth, represented by Congressman 
George W. Prince, republican, In the Eight- 
eenth, which is Speaker Cannon's district. in 
the Twenty-eecond, represented by Congress- 
man William:A. Rodenberg. republican, and 
in the Twenty-fifth, represented by Congress- 
man N. B. Thistsewood, republican. 

The Prince district is heavily republican 
and nothing short of an enormous perscnal 
opposition to the present congressman can 
change it. 

Mr. Cannon has been kept at home through- 
out most of the campaign, busy with his own 
personal affairs for the first time in several 
congressional elections, but the democratic 
managers acmit that they have small if any 
chance of defeating him. .His reélection is 
regarded as almost a certainty. 

Both the Rodenberg and Thistlewood dis- 
tricts are thought by the republicans to be 
in but small danger. Congressman Roden- 
berg reasonably may hope for about 3,500 
plurality. 

The Thirteenth district, now represented 
by Congressgran Frank O. Lowéen, has been 
in bad shape so far as the governorship Is 
concenned, and the fact that Mr. Lowden 
two years ago fel) far short of thé normal 
republican plurality for the district makes it 
more uncertain than it might be otherwise. 

In one democratic district, the Twenty-first, 
a brisk republicanscampaign is being made 
for H. Clay Wiison, but the probabilities are 
all ageinst him,

INDIANA. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 24:—[Special.j— 
Looking at the situation from the best iIn- 
formation obtainable, which ineludes data 


received from all parts of the state by both | 


the democratic and republican state com- 
mittees, Indiana is reasonably in doubt in 
respect to the governorship and legisiative 
eontro!l, but is safe for Taft on a reduced 
majority. 

This condition is due to the fact that the 
saloon and brewery elements are lined up 
with the democrats almost solidly in favor 
of Marshali for governor and for the 
democratic legislative tickets in all of 
the counti¢és {n the state, but their oppo- 
sition does not exterd to Taft and the na- 
tional :ticket will suffer by the opposition 
only from the inconvenience of voting a 
scratched ticket or the intense feeling that 
might impel a voter to vote a straight ticket 
when, as a matter of fact, he had no griey- 
ance against the ticket in its entirety. 

The laboring classes are arrayed against 
the republicans as they never were arrayed 
against any patty before, but notwithstand- 
ing the Gompers campaign for the demo- 
cratic anti-injunction plank, the opposition to 
the national ticket is not as pronounced as 
to James E. Watson, the republican candi- 
date for governor. 

Labor organizations In many parts of the 
state have passed resolutions denouncing 
Watson and have omitted any reference to 
Taft, while some that have charged both

with hostility to labor have been noticeably 
less hostile to Taft than to Watson. For 
these reasons it is evident that Watson is 
the weaker of.the two in Indiana and, per- 
haps, by many thousands of votes. The con- 
servative opinion is that Watson and the 
entire state ticket may be defeated, but that 
only a landslide, which is not probable, would 
give the democrats the electora! vote of the 
state. 

Legislative control by the republicans is 
endangered by the fact that United States 
Senator Hemenway Was indorsed for re- 
election by many of the county Conventions 
and his record approved by the state econ- 
vention. Organized: labor opposes him bit- 
terly because of his suppceed affiliation with 
Speaker Cannon. 

This. added to the united opposition of the 
brewery and saloon elements to republican 
legislative candidates, makes it bighly prob- 
able that the democrats will have a large ma- 
jority in the house of representatives. The 
republicans have a majority of the holdover 
state senators, and will doubtless control the 
senate. Democratic hope for control on 
joint, ballot centers alone in the house. 


IOWA. 


Des Moines. Ia., Oct. 24.—[Specis!.]—There 
has been little activity and it is not expected 
that a full vote will be polled. Conservative 
politicians est@mate.that the republican vote 
of the state will not exceed 275,000, and on 
this basis it is estimated that Taft will carry 
the state by something like 50,000 plurality 
Disquieting reports have come from labor 
centers and the mining sections especially 
where negro miners are employed that Bryan 
sentiment has been growingof late. While 
this is probably true, no one really belléves 
that thére is a possibility of Iowa ianding in 
the doubtful. column or that there is any 
chance of its electoral vote going to Bryan, 


KANSAS. 

Topeka, Kas., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—As near 
as it is possible to determine at this time, 
Kansas will give Taft a majority of any- 
where from 30,000 to 40.000, certainly not over 
the latter figure. The republican state chair- 
man, J. N. Dolley, says 50,000. Chairman 
Henderson Martin of the democratic com- 
mittee is claiming the state for Bryan, but 
he has no figures to justify his claim. The 
situation for Taft here has greatly improved 
since his trip through the state three weeks 
ag>. There has been no outspoken demo- 
cratic confidence since that time. 

The indications are that the republican 
etate picket will run right along with Taft. 
It is possible that W. R. Stubbs. the repub- 
lican candidate for. governor, wilPrun a few 
thousand votes ahead of Taft. Everything 
points to the election of the balance of the 
state ticket by a majority of something Mke 
30,000. 

All of the-republican candidates for con- 


gress are candidates for reélection, and no | 


one of them appears to be in any danger. 


KENTUCKY. 

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 24.—[Spectal. ]—Chair- 
man Ben Johnson of the democratic state 
campaign committee states that Kentucky 
will give Brran and Kern a plurality: of be- 
tween 20.000 and 30,000. 

Chairri.an Robert H. Winn of thg repub- 
lican state campaign committee claims that 
Taft will get the electoral vote of Kentucky, 
but he gives no figures.

Baltimore, Md., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Mary- 
land will give Taft a substantial majority 
unless al! signs fail.

That Wiliam H. Taft will be elected presi- 
dent and that there will be a republican house 
of representatives chosen to support him is 
indicated by a poll just completed of all the 
states in the union. The probable results, 
based upon this poll, are 280 electoral votes 
for Taft and 156 for Bryan, with 47 votes 
in doubt. Of these 21 have‘democratic lean- 
ings and 26 are inclined toward republican- 
ism. The only northern state that is set 
down as likely to support Bryan is Nevada. 
Of the western states Oklahoma is given to 
the democratic nominee, with Nebraska in 
doubt, but favorable’ to her son. Kentucky, 
classed by some as belonging to the “ solid 
south,” is placed tn ‘the doubtful column, but 
indicated as probably for Bryan, 

The forecasts show that the majorities for 
Taft in the eastern states will be decisive, the 
figures indicating that he will have 60,000 in 
New York, where the election of Gov. Hughes 
is a matter of conjecture. «ss 

The Pacific slope states are all conceded to 
Taft without question. The middle west, 
radical in sentiment, will remain true to the 
republican cause mainly because of Roose- 
velt's position. There is some question as 
to Idaho, but it te expected that the well 
trained Mormon vote will remove it from any 
danger. Utah is marked safe on the same

In thé central states Ohio and Indiana, 
which were a week ago considered fighting 
ground, seem to have settled down to the 
Supporting of Taft by pronounced pluralities. 
The same is true of Illinois. 

The congressional returne do -net show 
quite as large a republican majority, local 
issues being at the bottom of this condition, 
The figures and estimates indicate that there 
will be 219 republicans chosen, as against 172 
democrats.

In Missouri the senatorial contest indicates 
the election of Gov.

A forecast, indicating results of national

FIGHT OVER STATE TICKETS. 


Colorado Official Ordered to Jail Fol- 
lowing Republican Factional 
Disturbance. 


Denver. Colo., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary of State Timothy O'Connor was today 
sentenced to jail for contempt In refusing to 
obey the mandate of Judge George W. Alien 
to file the factional republican state tickets, 
labeled “Anti-Guggenheim ” and “ Business 
Men's.” Later the Supreme court released 
O’Connor on a writ ef habeas corpus and 
ordered a hearing Moncay morning. 

Judge Allen last week issued 4 mandamus 
to O'Connor for the acceptance of the tickets. 
It was appealed to the Supreme court of seven 
members. Three are candidates for reélec- 
tion and refused to sit. 

‘The other four were divided on the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction. Two tod O’Connor to 
proceed. The others said they had no juris- 
diction. Alien therefore stepped into the 
breach when O'Connor refused to act and 
ordered him to jail. The higher court finally 
decided to take the question with a full bench 
on Monday. in the meantime issuing an in- 
junction to prevent the printing of the tickets.

Many Addresses Made on First 
Day of Long Campaign Trip. 


NATION’S CHIEF IS SCORED. 


Candidate Deelares Confidence in Vic- 
tery of Party This Fall. 


J. Bryan arrived here tonight, after a stren- 
uous day of campaigning in New York, the 
first of five in which he is to battle for the 
electoral vote of-the Empire state. 

Starting from Jersey City early this morn- 
ing, Mr. Bryan spoke at Paterson, then 
crossed into Pennsylvania, speaking in Sus- 
quehanna on his way north. After getting 
back into New York state he addressed meet- 
ings at Middletown, Port Jervis, Narrows- 
burg, Callicoon, Hancock, Deposit, Bingham- 
ton, Owego, Sufferen, Waverly, and Elmira. 


Confidence Is Keynote. 


speeches today. Speaking at Port Jervis, he 
told his hearers that if they had a reason for 
being enthusiastic in 1896 they had many 
reasons now, for, he said, the campaign of 
1896 was the first great protest against the 
domination of the government by predatory 
wealth. ‘* That contest,’’ he said, “ has now 
been waged for twelve years, and that which 
seemed almost hopeless when we began seems 
almost certain now, for as we approach elec- 
tion. day, the confidence of democrats in- 
creases as the fears of the republicans in- 
crease.”’ 

Again he spoke of the sending out by the 
pres.dent of cabinet officers to make political 
speeches to help save the day, but he de- 
clared that it was because of that cabinet 
that they had been doubtful. “If,” he said,

De Kalb, Il., Oct. 24.—[Special.}—Speak- 
ing here and at other points in De Kalb coun- 
ty today, Gov. Deneen took up charges in 
regard to fees earned and collected by him- 
eelf as state’s attorney of Cook county. He 
said: 

“The law relating to fees in connection 
with the state’s attorney’s office was passed 
in 1872. It required an accurate account to 
be kept of convictions and an itemized re- 
port thereof under oath by the state's at- 
torney to be filed with the clerk of the Coun- 
ty courteon the first of March each year. It 
also required that the superintendent of pub- 
fic_ instruction should be given five days’ 
notice of the filing of the report, when it 
became his duty to examine these items. 

“The law then’ provided that the county 
guperintendent and the state’s attorney 
should go before the county judge and have 
a public hearing on the report, after which 
the County court entered judgment for the 
amount due the state’s attorney as fees. 
These fees the state’s attorney was required 
to collect out of the fines and judgments col- 
bected by him. ) 

“This was not a special law for Cook 

_gounty. It wae the general law throughout 
the state. The earnings of the office in Cook 
county were larger than elsewhere on ac- 
count of the larger amount of business done 
there. | 

“I filed eight itemized annual reports, ae 
provided by law, and eight judgments were 
entered thereon by the County court of 
Cook county. Thirty-seven hundred and 
sixty-two similar judgments have been en- 
tered by the County courts of the other 101 
counties in the state since the law passed and 
these have all been affirmed by the decisions 
of the Supreme court. 


Fees Passed On by the Courts. 


“The law provided that my right to these 
fees should be determined by the courts of 
the state, rather than by speeches and 
pamphlets issued by political partisans. The 
courts have decided it. It is therefore no 
longer a subject open to honest argument. 

*' Since I retired from the state’s attorney's 
office a number of scandals have arisen re- 
garding certain moneys retained by public 
Officiala secretly and against the law, and 
certain officials have been imprisoned there- 
for. A studied and malicious effort has been 
made to class the fees received lawfully by 
me as state’s attorney with the moneys so 
wnlawfully withheld by others. This is not 
ignorance, but premeditated malice. 

“The charges against me in connection 
with thege fees have been originated and 
circulated by men and agencies who hereto- 

._ fore have not been associated in the public 
mind with scrupulous nicety or care regard- 
‘yg the acquisition of money. The stories 
can be traced in each case to men whom 
no power could foree to itemize the moneys 
they have accumulated in ‘connection with

Loca! pride might be counted on to injure 
the republican state ticket, if not in the dis- 
trict, at least im this county, but the repub- 
licans say that their Uncle Adlai has. not 
been causing them any trowble and that they 
find few republican voters who are influ- 
enced by this consideration. 

There have been some bad anti-Deneen 
spots in the district, but. here, as elsewhere 
in the state, the nearer it comes to election 
day the weaker grews the bolting talk. 
Some of the counties went against Deneen 
in the primary fight, but the waters which 
were troubled by this contest are said to 
have settled back into a state of peace. 

Livingston county, for instance, was car- 
ried for Yates by Frank L. Smith, Ralpb 
Bradford, and the other members of the 
dominant maehine. Col. Smith himself was 
a candidate for lieutenant governor and re- 
ceived the support of the Chicago organiza- 
tion in Cook/county, although the majority 
members of that organization were for De 
neen and knew that Smith was for Yates. 

The governor was told by Mr. Smith that 
the county would go for Yates apd that his 
efforts would be directed towel carrying 
it for Yates. Since the primaries the Deneen 
people have beén told that it will be carried 
for the governor with the same ease with 
which it was handed to Yates.

‘Postmaster Bradford of Pou.tiac explained 
the matter briefly to the state managers.

Money would go 
from localities. where it ought. to stay, would 
be taken away from legitimate enterprises 
that are’sound and sane, and sent to specu- 
lative centers to be invested~and in many 
instances to be lost. 

This would’ be the result: Permanent, 
legitimate enterprises would. receive a set- 
back; factories which ought to be estab. 
lished and enterprises which ought to be 
undertaken could not obtain money because 
the capital of the communities in which they 
are located would have been diverted to 
other localities, where the risks are more 
numerous and extreme and where higher 
rates of interest would be paid. 

Under Mr. Bryan's scheme the temptation 
would constantly confront the overambitious 
and unconservative banker to make loans 


which should not be made or to back enter- - 


prises which ought not to be undertaken—in 
other words, to plunge into speculation as 
we had it under the greenback craze. 


Responsibility Essential to Banking. 

You cannot make the business of banking 
normal and ag it should be unless there is an 
adequate sense of personal responsibility on 
the part of the individual banker, unless he 
knows he cannot lend or invest injudiciously 
without involving the failure of his bank and 
the reproach and loss and shame which go 
with it. Now, if he feels that the deposits of 
his bank will be repaid to his depositors 
whether he mamages the bank well or ill he 
will not renounce speculation, and he will be 
constantly open to the temptatione of reck- 
lessness and perhaps of dishonesty. 

Again, what the depositor wants is the im- 
mediate payment of his demands at the mo- 
ment it Is made. He wants his money then, 
on the spot, not at some later time. No 
system of guaranty that can be devised 
would provide for the actual and immediate 
payment of all demands in a bank situation 
such as that which we had last year.

TELLS OF ADLAI’S ‘WAR RECORD’ 


William Putnam Adds More Testimony 
to Show Stevenson’s Connection 
with the Copperheads. 


‘Another bit of testimony showing the 
attitude of the democratic ‘candidate for 
governor of Miinois toward the union during 
the civil war was furnished yesterday by 
Willlam Putnam, 487 La Salle avenue, who 
for more than fifty years was a resident of 
Peoria. . 

Mr. Putnam, during the war. and for forty- 
three years afterward, was a conductor on 
the Toledo, Peoria and Western railway 
which ran through the county in which 
Stevenson resided. He also was intimately 
acquainted in Metamora, frequently visit- 
ing relatives there. He states positively 
that Stevenson was a southern sympathizer 
during the war. ; 

“ Every man had to line up on one side or 
the other in those days,” he said. “ There 
were a large number of southern familes. 
such as Stevenson's, from. Kentucky. and 
others from Tennessee, and feeling ran high. 
Every one knew absolutely where every man 
stood, and it was generally known that 
Stevenson was lined up with the copperkeads. 
I cannot believe he seriously denies it,” 


“Tt is about time to take up these charges 
and answer them. My distinguished oppo- 
nent says he will remove the state institu- 
tions from politics if he is elected? If he is 
running on his record in civil service matters 
here. it-ia Adlai Stevenson when he was 
postmaster general discharged 45,000 repub- 
lican postmasters and placed in their stead 
45.000 democrats, with no recourse to civil 
service. 

‘What he proposes to do was done by the 
general assembly three years ago, and if he 
were a. lawyer in practice and had paid close 
attention to the statutes he would know it. 

“J said four years ago thet if ejected we 
would have a direct primary law—we have it. 
I said the public funds would be interest 
drawing—they are. I said we would havea 
pure food law—we have I said there would

Even as Mr. Taft hurried for his train at 
11. o'clock his way was lined with loyal 
Hoosiers, and at the train he again made a 
short address and shook hanés with an inter- 
minable line until the instant that his train 
started eastward for the conquest of New 
York. 
Cordial Greetings Everywhere. 

In the throngs that greeted Mr. Taft during 
the day at various Indiana towns and cities 
before his arrival at Gary, in the attention 
paid to his utterances, and In the cordiality 
of the welcomes, his third day in the Hoosier 
state equaled the two which preceded It. 

To farmer, laborer, and business man he 
held up the picture ef democratic rule and 
democratic promises and compared it with 
the record of republican administrations and 
intentions. He has interpreted his labor de- 
cisions many times and drawn the conclusion 
that they have redounded to the benefit and 
not to the detriment of organized laber. Mr. 
Gompers’ declaration to the contrfry he 
characterized as windjamming misrepresen- 
tation. 

Mr. Bryan as a political leader was dissect- 
ed to many audiences. The Nebraskan’s plan 
for government guarantee of bank deposits 
has been held up as an evidence that the 
democratic candidate is “ still a theorist and 
an economically unsound one.’

‘Tribune’ Readers Criticise Court 
Methods in Vassilas Case.

TOO BLIND. 


Cross-Examination of Little Girl I@Be- 
nounced as Inhuman.

Seldom has a case involving the !1l treat- 


ment of a child attracted the attention given 
to the case of the 6 year old child who was 
abused by Peter Vassilas, a 16 year old Greek, 
tried before Judge Kersten, the trial ending 
Friday by a jury, which stood 10 to 2 for con- 
viction, disagreeing. 

Letters, some attacking the method of 
cross examination, others criticising the lack 
of court protection afforded the child, con- 
tinue to be received by Tue TRIBUNE, 


Protest by a Father. 


The follawing were received-yesterday: 

“ Under a heading, ‘Child Law Under- 
going Tést,’ in Tap Trisune of Thursday I 
read the account of how a 6 year old girl, a 
mere baby, had been submitted to an awful! 
ordeal before Judge Kersten. Presuming 
that the account as printed in Tue TRIBUNZ 
was true, I wish to protest agajnst the brutal 
treatment of that baby at the handg of the 
attorney for the young Greek. 

“That any decent attorney should cross 
examine a child in the way THe TRIBUNE 
states was done, or that any judge should al- 
low such an examination, is beyond my com- 
prehension. It is my understanding that the 
laws of lllinois, or any other state, are such 
that a judge ig bound to step in and protect 
children, that the law has jurisdiction in 
taking care ef or protecting minors. 

“The examination of that little girl for 


and degrading, but was a disgrace to the 
lawyer who conducted it and to the judge who 
allowed it. 

“The simple statement. of the child, and 
her condition when she reached her mother, 
should be sufficient evidence on which to 
base a vigorous prosecution. There should 
not be money enough in Chicago, or influence 
enough, if backed by all the Greek fruit sell- 
ers in Chicago, to prevent the swift and right- 
ful punishment of the offender. 

“ There certainly must he good men among 
the Greeks, and if there are such they must 
recognize the fact that the miscarriage of 
justice in this case can only have one end, to 
arouse a bitter feeling and distrust, and 
rightly, too, against all of their race. 

“If such outrages ag this are allowed to go 
unpunished, the parents will take matters in 
their own hands, and swift and sure venge- 
ance will follow the repetition of such aw- 
ful crimes against our innocent little ones.

Mother Censures Court Methods. 

From an indignant woman came this de- 
nunciation: 

** Every woman should cry out with horror 
at the outrage on the child in the Vasstlas 
case. Not alone should vengeance on the 
inhuman monster be demanded, but also on 
the monsters who made the child live over 
again the horrible scene. [ can hardly be- 
lieve so barbarouga thing was done ina court 
of justice.

at a meeting of the Chicago Enstish- club. 
Among the overworked and wrongly used 
words and phrases mentioned were “ ele- 
gant,” “ perfectly grand,”’ ‘perfectly sweet,”’ 
“ real nice,” and.“ flerce.”’ 

Miss Lucie Hammond, teacher of English 
in the Phillips High school, read a paper dis- 
cussing Miss J. Rose Colby’s “' English inthe 
Schools,’’ which appeared in the current 
number of “‘ The Educational! Bi-Monthly,” 
issued by the Chicago Normal school. 

“Tam sure we English teachers agree that 
Miss Colby is right. shockingly right,’ she 
said. “‘ We have scarcely any help from 
other departments; our children look upon | 
English as a subject distinct from all others, 
and if the subject proves ‘ dry,”’ as they say, 
they try to forget in the joy of athletics all 
that they have learned of grammar and good 
usage, and in the blissfulness of Géorge Barr 
McCutcheon all that they have read of good 
literature. 


Bad English in the Homes. 


“Into the English. curriculum is dumped 
everything that nobody else has time for— 
spelling, punctuation, grammar, rhetoric, 
composition, history of literature. classics, 
letter writing, commercial English, public 
speaking, the beginning, middle, and end of 
everything. ‘i 

“Granted that the departments work to- 
gether, we still have to contend with the. 
home environment and the slovenly enuncia- 
tion so characteristic of the middle west. 

“One of the evils to overcome lies in our- 
selves, our own carelessness, not to say 
ignorance, in: the usage of English speech. 
Do we have to go outside a meeting of teach- 
ers—alas, even a meeting of teachers of 
English—to hear bad grammer (our friend, 
‘he don’t’), bad English usage (our familiar 
acquaintance, ‘real nice’), wordiness, lack 
of precision, slovenly enunciation? Our ¢e- 
forms must begin at home. 


Even the Teachers Blunder. 

“It is not easy to obtain codperation among 
teachers of different subjects. A teacher of 
science saidj/to me: ‘I ain't particular hctv 
the children say a thing. What I'm after is 
the facts.’. Another, a teacher of history, 
objected seriously to a suggestion for co- 
operation between the departments of his- 
tory and of English because, she said, histotfy 
ought not to be subordinated to English. 

“Then there is the teacher whois content 
to accept an answer .because the child has 
approximately the idea, but cannot express 
himself clearly. This teacher will rarely 
take the time or expend the energy to help 
the child to express himself clearly.’ 


Anecdote of Edwin Arnold. 

In the discussions that followed the reading 
of Miss Hammond's paper Miss J. A. Wiléox, 
teacher in the Waller High school, related the 
folowing personal reminiscence of Kqwin 
Arnold: 

“ During a visit of Edwin Arnold to this 
country, where he was giving some readings, 
he took a certain lady“out to dinner, and in 
their conversation she spoke of several ‘ ele- 
gancies’ as they occurred to her, 

“She spoke of the * elegant establishment ’ 
they were in, and referred to the ‘ elegant 
gown’ of a certain opera singer.

Shown to Have Checked $450,- 
100 from Bank Where 
Credit Was $239,419. 


TOTAL DEBT IS $590,000. 


This Sum Is Borrowed While the 
Concern’s Reserve Is $612,- 
000 Below Limit.’ 


New York, Oct. 24.—[Special.)—Trarsac- 
tions more remarkable than any hitherto dis- 
cloged at the ‘trial of Charles W. Morse and 
Alfred H. Curtis were shown in this morn- 
ing’e session of the case in the criminal 
branch of the United States Circuit court. 

The total credit of Morse in the National 
Bank of North America on Oct. 16, 1907, the 
day on which he engaged in his speculations 
in ice, ges, and smelting stock, was $239,- 
419.08. But his check on the same bank in 
the course of his one day's market transac- 
tions were for $450,100.50.. So the Morse over- 
drafts for the day amounted to $210,681.47. 
To meet this deficiency he borrowed $211,000 
from the same bank, of which he was vice 
president and Curtis the president. 

Before this he owed the institution $379,000 
Hence his debt to the bank was $590,000 at 
the end of that dey. His $211,000 loan was 
secured by only 1,600 shares of United Copper 


stock. : , 
Schwab Again a Witness. 

Charles M. Schwab was recalied as a wit- 
ness today out of the regular order of pro- 
cedure, because Mr. Schwab desired to leave 
town, but as the defense objected it was nec- 
essary to serve notice upon him that he would 
be required in court on Monday. In the brief 
moment he was on the stand he had only time 
to say that, although a director in the Na- 
tional Bank of North America for two years, 
he had attended only four or five directors’ 
meetings. He said smilingly he could not tell 
the exact number, but he guessed it at four 
or five. 

The deadly effect of the evidence produced 
by the government againsf Morse and Curtis 
comes from the fact that the severest and 


most telling of it up to date has come from

Morse’s Loans Are $590,000. 
On Oct. 16.’ when Morse's loans from the 
bank were $590,000, the bank's reserve was 
$612,000 below the legal requirement. ‘One 


month previously its reserve had been $300,000 


in excess of legal requirement. Against the | 
objections of the defense the government 
proceeded to show the course of the reserve 
for the intervening period and also Morse’s 
operations in speculation. 

Mr. Stimson pointed out today when objec- 
tion wae made to admitting testimony given. 
that {t showed that at the time the heavy 
loans made to Morse. especially on the last 
day. when his loans amounted to $590,000, as 
against a total loan account of $612,309, the 
bank was not in condition to make loans, its 
reserve being short, and that other persons 
could not have obtained loans legaily at the 
time.

In such cese, if the 
investigation shows indisputable evidence of 
a fraud, the postmaster general issues a 
“fraud order,” seizes the offender's mail and 
returns it to the senders marked * fraudu- 


lent.”

| COUNTESS MUST PAY FOR WINEs 
RATIFICATION IS A LIABILITY. 


Wife of the Earl of Rosslyn Condemned 
by Court to Reimburse Agent for Bev- 
erage Sent to Scotland.

LONDON, Oct. 24.—The countess of Roses 
lyn, formerly the American actreas Anna 
Robinson, has been condemned :to pay $560 
balance on a bill for thirty-two cases of wine 
which was sent to Thurso castle, in Scotland, 
soon after her marriage to the earl of Rosalyn 
in 1905. Her plea was that ehe was not re 
sponsible for the wines ordered by her hus- 
band, but the wine agents 4stablished the 
claim by showing that she ratifiea the order.

Later she told the wine agent she had had 
to pay several sums of money on behalf of her 
husband, including gambling debts, and she 
was much urpget by the question as to whether 
ashe was reeponaible for his debta.

PEACE OF EUROPE 
RESTS ON BERLIN. 


Kaiser and Chancellor Meet 
Envoy of Czar to Consider 
Balkan Situation. 


JAPAN ENTERS ARENA. 


Oriental Power Fortifies Future 
by Demanding Knowledge 
of Russia’s Position.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Oct. 24.~All the eyes of Europe 
are on Berlin. Ung something ts disclosed 
regarding the fateful meetings there today 
between Russia's representative and the 
kaiser and Von Billow, no opinion can be 
formed regarding the development of the in- 
ternational crisis. 

The failure of the negotiations at Constan- 
tinople was to have been expected. No Turk- 
ish governmem could have lived which ac- 
cepted the proposdle made informally by 
Austria and Bulgaria. The current version 
of Austria's offer was no lese than an insult 
to the porte. It was that Turkey, should 
accept as an offset to the loss of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina the Austrian guaranty of the 
integrity of the Ottoman empire in addition 
to the retrocession of the sanjak of Novi- 
pagar. In other words, Austria, having de 
spoiled Turkey, proposed to become her vir-_ 
tual suzerain. 

Had Turkey assented to this preposterous 
suggestion it would have created a situation 
even worse than at present between the great 
powers. It would have marked the end of 
general European agreements and reduced 
diplomacy to the primitive methods of the 
eighteenth century. Such may yet be the 
outcome of the present tangle, but it would 
not follow that war would be inevitable. 


Two Vital Questions at Stake. 

It is necessary to distinguish clearly be- 
tween the two questions with which Turkey 
and Europe at large are confronted. The 
Turkish-Bulgarian éispute is not, beyond a 
settlement. Bulgaria, since Russia's eneT- 
getic threat of invasion drove her a week ago 
to seek, through France as san intermediary, 
some basis’ of an understanding with Tur- 
key, seems sincerely desirous of a peaceful 
solution. Evidence of this is apparent in the 
terms of settlement of the railway dispute 
easily reached by her special emissary to 
Constantinople attitude. The.two countries, 
in regard to the East Rumelian. tribute, ap- 
parenily are irreconcilable, but it is sus- 
pected. that Buigaria’s position is not finel 
on this point. 


Ferdinand’s Coffers About Empty. 

Ferdinand’s government is sadiy in nee@ 
of money. They have been notified in plaip 
language by the European financiers this 
week that their needs will be supplied when 
Bulgarian independence is recognized by 
Europe and net before. Bulgaria's lofty re- 
fusal to pay tribute to anotber state after 
her independence haé been declared does not 
quite fit the case of East Rumelia. The 
payment of $600,000 annually does not go to 
the Turkish revenues. It is paid direct 
through the Ottoman debt commission to 
the holders of Turkish bonds and it repre- 


‘bents the East Rumelian share of the Turk- 


ish debt. 

When that country was part of the Otto- 
man empire this was an integral part of the 
terms wherein East Rumelia was added to 
Bulgaria and Turkey, and Turkey's creditors 
argue that the change of Bulgaria’s positior 
from nominal to titular independence in no 
way Affects these terms, either legally or 
ethically. There is strong reason to believe 
that any European conference would take 
the same view. 

Considering these facts and also that money 
would be forthcoming both for capitalizing 
this obligation and for her other needs ar 
goon as Bulgaria consents to the arrange- 
ment, it does not seem impossible that « 
settlement can be reached. 


Wants Austria to Pay. 
Turkey holds similar views regarding Aus- 


 tria'’s annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 


She considers that Austria should assume a 
portion of the Turkigh debt such as would be 
assigned ‘equitably to those provinces. Aus- 
tria refuses to consider this claim, just ae 
she continues to refuse to allow her action to 
be reviewed in any respect by a European 
conference or any outside authority. In fact.. 
Austria is the stumbling biock to any form 
of settlement, and unless her attitude can be 
moc™.ed essentially the situation becomes 
hopeless. 

Austria’s sudden change from the most 
conservative power in Europe to a policy of 
absolute lawleseness is stili a mystery which 
no one bas succeeded in solving. She re- 
peated her recalcitrant utterances today in 
Berlin. No conference, of course, is potsible 
without her consent, and to hold one on her 
terms would be merely to stultify the partici- 
pating powers. 

Paris persists in believing that if Turkey 
allows herself to be forced into war it will 
mean that Germany desires a general Euro- 
pean conflict. It iw only fair to say that 
there is no sign of such a purpose thus far 
in any of Germany’s actions. Her real de- 
sires continue completely hidden, but the ab- 
sence of any reasonable motive for war at 
the present moment is the best guarantee of 
her peaceful] intentions, 


Hopes to Absorb Servia. 


The absorption of Servia is one of Austria’s 
ukimete ambitions and she may hope to 
gain this in the course of the present em- 
brogiio. She ruthlessly seizes all the war 
material ghe can lay hands on tn traneit to 
that country with which she nominally is 
at peace. She doubtless will continue to re- 
fuse all the claims the Serbs now are mak- 
ing at Berlin and St. Petersburg. As she 
is doing elsewhere she violates the liberty 
of Montenegro's emissary to Belgrade—in 
fact, her policy seeme intentionally provoca- 
tive. 

Her action i# especially repugnant to Rus- 
sia, but the czar’s empire is in no condi- 
tton today to oppose Austria by force. The 
Russian feeling plainly is indicated by the 
egar’s refusal thus far to receive the Aus- 


trian ambassador to enable him to deliver 


Francis Joseph's letter sent to the heads of 
states three weeks ago. 


From Paris it is learned that French diplo-"_ 


macy now is busy assisting Russia in the dif- 
cult negotiations. Pinchon has been met 
already with an astonishing question 
from a wholly unexpected quarter. The 
Japanese ambassador has officially expressed 
the desire to be notified immediately if Rus- 
sia aske that the Black sea should remain a 
cloged sea for her against enemies when she 
might be at war, but that she have free 
egress through the Dardanelles to the oceans 
of the world. 


Japan Preparing for Future. 


After the firet shock at the spectacle of 
Japan interesting herself, in any fraction in 
eastern Europe disputes it is conceded by 
competent critics that she is behaving with 
her habitual, calculating sagacity and ac- 
cording to her rule that no future eventual- 
ity, however remote, should be disregarded 
in its present aspects. Should any signatory 
to the Berlin treaty refuse to recognize her 
status as to the maritime right of any bellig- 
erert in time of war, she would be prepared 
to retaliate by convoking a conference of 
the powers of the Pacific ocean on whose 
littoral Russia was allowed by the tregty 
ef Portsmouth to retain a favored position.

Food Is High, Because Farm- 
ing as Conducted by the 
Boers Is a Joke. 


. BUT MILLIONS IN MINES. 


Locust Pest and Droughts Two 
Discouraging Factors in South 
African Agriculture.

PRETORIA, Sept. 25.—This letter is to be 


about the Transvaai. The state has been big 


in the eyes of the world for the last half 


It seems small and poor when 
I entered it from Cape 


dezen years. 
one travels over it. 


Colony at Fourteen Streams above Kimber- 


ley, and came thence by rail through Johan- 
nesburg on my way here. The distance is 
little farther than from New York to 
Washington, and it is about an equal dis- 
tance from Pretoria to the east where the 
Portuguese territories begin. I am just 
about 300 miles or so south of the boundaries 
of Rhodesia. 

These figures give you some idea of the 
area of the country. Th@frarsvaal is about 
twice as big as Illinois or Iowa. It is high, 
dry, and comparatively barren, and some 


of it seems almost a desert. On my way here. 


I rode for miles without seeing a house, and 
ail along the way from Kimberley to Johan- 
nesburg there are no towns of large size. 
The whole country has a white population 
less than that of the city of Minneapolis, 
and, including the blacks, who number three 
times the whites, it has not as many people 
as Philadeiphia. 

The biggest town in the Transvaal is 
Johannesburg. It has 150,000, and of these 
less than 90.000 are whites. Pretoria has 
36,000 and only 22,000 whites. Both towns 
claim more; but these are the official figures 
and they include every one, negroes, Eng- 
lish, and Boers. | 


Millions in Mines. 


The great importance of the country is in 
mines, It leads the world as to gold, 
and it bids fair to do so as to diamonds. I 
have already written of the Premier mine, 
whieh produced the Cullinan diamond, the 
biggest ever discovered. It lies within thir- 
teen miles of this city, and it has turned out 
$25.000,000 worth of precious stones in the 
last four years. There are other diamond 
mines nearby, and there are also coper and 
coal. As to the gold mines of the Rand, 
which Ne within a few miles of Pretoria, their 
procuct is greater than that of any other 
“region. They have added more than $900,- 
in gold.to the world’s supply in the 
last. tweniy-odd years, and they are now 
ielding more than $120,000.000 a year. Of 
this I shall write more when I visit Johan- 
, Nesburg. 
he chief importance of the Transvaal, 
Outside its mines. is as a stock raising coun- 
} try. The land is high and healthful and 
the climate is fitted for white men. The most 
of the colony -lies 4.000 or more feet above 
the sea. It is a vast tableland, composed 
of great rolling plains, crossed here and 
there by low ranges of mountairs. A great 
part of the country is covered with scrubby 
brush, but much of it is semi-barren and 80 
scantily watered that the grass burns up in 
the summer. The seasons here are just the 


oppes e of ours. The winter is from April 


to September, and the summer from Octo- 
ber *. March. ‘The winters are cold, dry, 
and bractng. The summers are hot, with 
some rainfall to temper the heat. 

So far only a small part of the land has 
been taken up. There are something like 
75,000,000 acres in the Transvaal, and the 
registered, farms. number only 12.000. The 
@verage size of a farm is 6.000 acres, or 
nearly ten square miles to each farm. 


Farming Is a Joke. 


The “most of thé farmers. aré Boers who 
cultivate only a smal parft.of their land and 


‘either graze the remainder or let it out to 


the native Kaffirs, who plant it in little 
Patches of from one to five acres. The chief 
crops raised by’ the’ negroes are cory and 
millet. They farm under the direction of the 
owner, and as a rule give him half the har- 
vest. All farming, however, is slovenly done, 
notwithstanding the demand is 
good. The Transvaal is now importing farm 
produce of $15,000,000 per annum, and the 
main supplies for the gold mines come in 
from abroad. I have the market prices of 
Pretoria and Johannesburg lying before me. 
Chickens are bringing: 25 cents a pound, 


butter 60 cents a pound, and eggs are selling | 


from 75 cents to $1.25 a dozen. Milk is worth 
18 cents a quart, and tobacco, unmanufac- 
tured, 12 cents per pound. 

As to grain it is sold in bags of different 
capacities. Barley is put up in bags of 100 
pounds, and sells at $3 per bag, or almost 
$ cents a pound. Rye brings over 2 cents 
a pound, oats 2 cents, and Kaffir corn 
almost 2% cents, while Indian corn brings 
2 cents per pound. This means that rye and 
corn each bring $1.12 and that barley and 
oats bring, respectively, 06 cents and 6% cents 


, per bushel, which is far more than they sell 


for, even at the highest, in our part of the 


world. | 
South African Pests. 


These prices are largely due to poor labor. 
lack of transport and insect pests. One of 
the chief pests is the locust, which sweeps 
over the country in swarms of great magni- 
tude. I have ridden through miles of such 
swarms on the cars. At times the locusts 
are so thick that they almost hide the sun. 
The air is filled with flying beetles, with 
Sparkling white wings, and-one looks on and 


on, seeing nothing but locusts as far as the. 


eye can reach. Looking down along the sides 
of the train the ground is covered with these 
crawling insects, and you ean notice them in 
front fleeing from the engine. The locomo- 
tive seems to be sweeping them apart like 
& snowpiéw, and this work continues for 
miles and miles as the train goes on. Some- 
times they are so many that the wheels of the 
cars, g0ing over them, crush them upon the 
rails, and the rails thereby become greased 
we the Mg > roll around without catching. 
some of the stations I have ste 

of the train ath ween 
locusts. They look just like our grass- 
hoppers and are probably the same sort of 
insects ag those which almost ruined Kansas 
and Nebraska somefyears ago. 

When the locusts come they eat almost 
every green thing. ‘The grass disappears and 
the sheep and cattle perish for want of food. 


| Dutch books. 


Scooped up a handful of 


riches. The most of the stock is kept 
to prices of farm animals, they seem 

ir for this faraway country. Goats are 
worth about $5 each, pigs $10 to $20, 
and merino sheep from $5 t6 $6. Almost any 
kind of a good horse will sell for $100 and 4 
mule for the same. Native cows bring from 
$50 to $70 and those imported from the Cape 
of Good Hope sell for $100 and upward. 


Wo Place for Poor Man. . 

dager seotiegemgy these figures, I do not ad- 
vise Americans to come here expecting to 
make money in farming. ‘This is hardly a 
poor man’s country. The native labor on the 
farms is made up of Kaffirs, who receive from 
$10 to $15 a month, including their board and 
lodging. White men cannot do the black 
man’s work without losing caste, and the 
farmers would rather not have white men 
to do-such work. The line between the white 
and the black is carefully drawn and the 
white fears that his race will lose caste if 


he employe his own people to do the rough | 


labor. 

Even the government, anxious as it is to 
have settlers, does not advise men without 
capital to come to South Africa. In a Uttle 
book of informatioh for the benefit of immi- 
grants I see it stated that it is necessary for 
an experienced farmer to have from $20,000 
to $00,000 if he wishes to start into stock 
rearing in the Transvaal. The price of land 
varies according to fhe soil, water, and 
nearness to market... Farms on the high 
veldt, with a certain amount of land irri- 
gated. can be purchased from $2.50 to $10 an 
acre. In the lower country, known as the 
bush veldt, the prices areconeiderably lower. 
Nearer the towns the land is high, and where 
there is plenty of water the prices are much 
higher than those I have mentioned. The 
government advises that a farm should not 
be less than 2,000 acres in size for stock 
rearing and not less than 8,000 where the 
country is poor. It desires small cultivators 
who will do mixed farming and truck farm- 
ing. Such men should have from $1,500 to 
$2,.~W each and they should be prepared to 
work with their own hands. 


Capital of the Transvaal. 


I am writing this in Pretoria, the capital of 
the Transvaal and the seat of government 
of this now English state. It was, you know, 
the headquarters of the Boer government, the 
home of Kruger, and the pivot of anti-Eng- 
land during the great war in South Africa. 

In going over the country now one sees 
no signs of the recent struggle except some 
dismantled forts and an occasional monu- 
ment put up to the soldiers. The square 
stone blockhouses which were erected to 
guard the railroad between here and Johan- 
nesburg are still in evidence. But that is all. 

The population is everywhere now com- 
pased of both English and Boers. The crowds 
‘on the streets are made up of both nations, 
and the. families are marrying and giving 
in marriage. Within a stone’s throw of my 
hotel is the parliament house, where the 
British-and Boers sit together, and where 
the Boers, notwithstanding their defeat, are 
in the majority. It is a Boer who is the pre- 
mier. Gen. Botha, who led the Boer armies, 
now rules the Transvaal, and he, with a cabi- 
net largely of his own race, directs the policy 
of the state, and, to a considerable extent, 
dictates its laws. 

The parliament of today is held in the gov- 
ernment buildings which were erected by 
President Kruger ‘in the early "90s at a cost 
of about $800,000, and the palace of justice. 
another magnificent building, was com- 
menced by the Boer government before the 
outbreak of the war, although it was not 
completed until after peace was declared. 


A Dutch Town. 

Notwithstanding this the Pretoria of today 
fs a Boer town. Its people are more Dutch 
than English. There are Dutch signs over 
the stores, and the bookshops haye many 
One hears the people talking 
Pech as he goes along the streets, and 
the farmers inythe country about are almost 
altogether Boers. It is the Dutchmen who 
still own most of the lands, and their long 
teams of oxen may be seen going through 
the city or standing in the market. places 
just as they did when Paul Kruger ruled. 

Pretoria was laid out by the Boers and 
built by them. It is a little over fifty years 
old. and it is named after President Pretorius, 
who founded it. It lies in a valley formed 
by a small tributary of the Crocodile river, 
and it has grass grown hills on every side. 
The streets cross one another at right angles. 
They are wide and well paved, and in many 
places shaded with willows, which were set 
out as fence posts and grew into trees. Most 
of the houses are of Dutch architecture. 
Nearly every little home has a garden about 
it, and the whole town is full of flowers and 
fruit. 

Of late years the business section of the city 
has grown, and it now compares fdvorably 
with any town of its size in the United States. 
It has good stores, a street car line. electric 
lights, a public park, and a zdological garden. 
Tt has a museum, a library of 24,000 volumes, 
social clubs, cricket and football grounds. 
and a theater and an opera house. It has a 
half dozen churches, and among them the 
Dopper church, where President Kruger 
sometimes preached. 


In the Footsteps of Kruger. 

Indeed, everything about the city still bears 
Kruger’s marks. The house in which he 
lived is here, and his bones lie under a piain 
monument out in the cemetery. I went down 
the other afternoon and looked at the home of 
the former Boer president. 

It is a plain, one story building, situated on 
the principal street, with a garden about it. 
It is not much better than that of many a 
clerk in the United States. Kruger was sup- 
posed to be rich, and statements have been 
made concerning the millions which he sent 
to Holland during the Boer war. These stories 
are denied in Pretoria, and the tfuth seems to 
be that the Boer president came out of the 
war comparatively poor as far as money was 
concerned. His wealth was mainly in farms, 
which he had divided among his relatives be- 
fore the war began. While the struggie was 
raging he lent something like $250,000 in cash 
to his government to keep the soldiers in the 
field, and this was paid for in the money of 
that government, which is now worthiess. 
He also lent about $70,000 additional, whicn, 
I believe, was in the hands of Gen. Botha at 
the time thé war closed. This was offered to 
the British, but they refused it and the money 
still forms a part of the Kruger estate. It is 


in 


said here that Kruger was not a money lover- 


or money grubber, and that he cared more for 
his country than his fortune, 


A Word About Gen. Botha. 

IT understand that the same is true of Gen. 
Louis Botha, the present ruler of the ‘Trans- 
vaal. He is a Boer in the full sense of the 
word, but he believes in the bullding up or 
South Africa, and is doing all he can to fur- 
ther the interests of the united races. Gen. 
Botha was noted asa statesman befdre the 
war began. He entered politics early and 
was a member of the first volksraad and a 
leader of the progressives of the Boer re- 
public at that time. He left this position and 
went into the army asa private, and by sheer 
force made his way from rank to rank nti} 
he became commander in chief. One of his 
greatest battles was that of Colenso, where 
he fought Gen. Buller and his 12,000 men 
with a Boer force of 2,000 and defeated them. 
It was after that fight’that Kruger made him 
commander. in chief of the Boer forces. and 
it was largely due to him that the army heid 
out as long as it did, making one of the brav- 
est campaigns ever known in the annais ot 
war. ‘

LONDON, Oct. 24.—In announcing in the 
house of commons the government measures 
for the relief of the unemployed during the 
coming winter, Premier Asquith described 
them as “temporary anodyne.” Other less 
kindly critics term the bills “ hand to mouth ” 
and “entirely inadequate.” : 2 

John Burns’ opinion of the measures is not 
on record, but jt is an open secret that his 
colleagues have not gone half the distance the 
labor member of the cabinet would have had 
them go. In fact, Mr. Burns’ resignation was 
at one moment hanging in the balance and it 
is said that only the personal intervention ot 
King Edward prevented the differences be- 
tween the premier and the president of the 
local government board from coming to a 
bead. 

Prior to his visit to the king last week Mr, 
Burns was insistent on measures Mr. Asquith 
saw no possibility of taking up. Hence the 
méember from Battersea will have some diffi- 
culty in explaining his change of attitude to 
some of his electors. | 

Burns Far from Satisfied. 

Of course they are calling him such names 
as * flunkey’”’ and “ snob,” and that inimi- 
table sociatist leader, Victor Grayson, bas 
been ranting about,the servile acceptance 
of the behests of royalty by “the former

Mr. Asquith further held out the promise 
to Mr. Burns that next year’s legisiative 
program would deal with the generai prob- 
lem of the unemployed, although the premier 
seemed to hope there would be less need of 


1 legislation as the problem became ‘ess acute; 


for he spoke of the faint but welcome signs 
on the horizon which encouraged the belief 
that the existing distress, while widespread, 
might be short lived. 

Mr. Asquith and -Mr. Burns differed in 
respect to both the gravity of the present 
aspect of the problem and the m@ethods to 
alleviate it, The premier had first to be con- 


' vinced of the seriousness of the situation by 


Mr. Burne, and when convinced of that had 
to be dissuaded from hasty legislative action 
to which other members of the cabinet urged 
him. 

Burns Pleases the Conservatives, 

There were intiuences strongly in favor of 
socialistic legislation... The theory of the right 
to work was upheld as a tenet of a new liberal 
faith, Mr. Burns it was who opposed action 
along that line—that is to say, the member 
from Battersea who, at the outset of his po- 
litical career, harangued crowds in Trafalgar 
square and represented views then consid- 
ered extreme, Now appeared as a moderating 
force in the cabinet, which has passed one 
measure and is inclined to take up others that 
are rank socialism in all but name. Truly the 
evolution of Burns is one of the most remark- 
able in contemporary -politics. 

The reception the premier'’s proposals met 
with after some days’ consideration, on the 
whole, was one of approval. Labor party 
members find fault with them as inadequate 
and temporary expedients, but as Mr. As- 
quith himself indicated, it is hoped the neces- 
sity also will be temporary, and conservative 
men thank their stars and John Burns that 
no sound economic doctrine has been vio- 
lated. 

Work for One in Fifteen. 


Conservative men also thank their stars 
that the power Asquith intimated would be 
left to the president of the board of public 
works to spend even more than the $15,000,000 
the government grants to the unemployed, if 
desirable, liés in the hands of practical men 
like Burns, instead of those politicians of 
dangerous and sentimental! theories. 

Calculations have been made to show that 
the number of unemployed is likely to amount 
to 645,000. Mr. Asquith’s emergency meas- 
ures will provide work for abbut 45,000, or one 
in fifteen. The other fourteen he proposes to 
leave to the charity of the municipalities and 
to private effort. Something much moré re- 
sembling an attempt to solve the problem of 
poverty had been expected from the govern- 
ment. 

‘For the first time in history,’’ says one 
of Mr Asquith’s admirers, “ statesmen of 
the front rank have recognized the gravity of 
the unemployed probiem and treated it asa 
national question.” 


Vast Sums Spent Chaotically. 


Not many outside the ranks of the thick ! 
and thin supporters of the government agree . 


with this enthusiastic view. The more preva- 
lent idea is that Mr, Asquith has gone an- 
other step further toWard the pauperization 
of the country. It is pointed out that vast 
sums are spent chaotically on all sides of 
popularized distress, but it is doubtful if real 
value is obtained for them. 

The poor relief expenditure has grown to 
the annual amount of $70,000,000. The old 
age pension expenditure which is being in- 
curred will raise it in the near future to $50,- 
000,000 more . Municipal expenditure on the 
unemployed will this year reach considerably 
over $5,000,000, and probably $25,000.000 is 
expended in private charity annually, Alto- 
gether there is a total of about $150,000,000 
which, properly applied, ought to preclude the 
possibility of a hungry man, woman, or child 
being found in the country.

ROW WITH DRAMATIST BOIS. 


Demand That Play Be Produced Taken 
to Higher Authority. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 24.~—The biggest stir ofthe 
week was made in Paris by the premature 
announcement that Jules Claretie had re- 
signed his position as director of the Comédie 
Francaise. After everybody concerned had 
been excited to the highest pitch and the 
newspapers had given the supposedly vacant 
post to Albert Carre, director of the Opera 
Comique, and Carre’s place to some one else, 
and deeided that Claretie was te be dramatic 
critic of Figaro, Claretie himself announced 
he had not resigned, but that he will unless 
matters at the Comédie become easier. 

The trouble started when Jules Bois threat- 
ened a lawsuit unless his poetic drama, *‘ La 
Furie,”” was produced this season. As the 
Comédie has just produced Rivoire’s “ Le 
Bon Roi Dagobert,”’ and has in rehearsal 
Mirbéau’s “ Le Foyer,” there wasea refusal 
to put up the $12,000 necessary to produce 
“La Furie." 

Faced with this on one side and Bois’ decla- 
ration that if the play wasn't produced he 
would go to law on the other, Claretie went 
straight to the minister of public instruction 
and refused to continue in office any longer 
unless the affairs of the theater were made 
easier for him. The courts had already de- 
cided he must produce Mirbeau’s “ Foyer,”’ 
and he had no desire to go through another 


lawsuit. : 
In the meantime both “‘ Le Foyer” and “ La 
Furie ’’ continue in rehearsal at the Comédie, 


and no one knows at present what will be the 
‘outcome. 


Bois Makes a Statement. 


Jules Bois made the following statement: 
“Four years ago I sent the manuscript of 
‘La Furie’ to the Comédie Francaise. This 
manuscript remained for a year in Claretie's 
desk. Each time I met hm I asked him to re- 
turn the piece, and each time he said no. 
However, one morning a letter informed me 
‘La Furie’ was accepted, and after three 
years of postponement it was finally put in 
rehearsal. All that.was necessary was fixing 
the date of production. First it was decided 
‘La Furie’ should be played before ‘ Dago- 
bert,’ but following an accident the order 
was reversed, and now the production is post- 
poned indefinitely. 

“ The reasons given are that Mirbeau holds 
the stage with his ‘ Le Foyer,’ and that there 
is refusal to pay for the elaborate costumes 
and scenery for ‘La Furie.’ The first rea- 
son means nothing. My piece is ready, and 
with.onty a few more rehearsals could be 
given. I should have been happy if my piece 
had been mounted with great care, but it is 
not at all necessary. I think the costumes 
and scenery which already exist in the the- 
ater quite adequate.”’ 


What Claretie Has to Say. 

Jules Claretie’s version of the affair fol- 
lows: “I accepted ‘La Furie’ in 1005, but 
made no promise about when I wou!d pro- 
duce it. In 1907 an official communication of 
the Comédie Francaise announced the pro- 
duction of ‘Le Bon Roi Dagobert.’ After a 
month's reflection Jules Bois wrote me claim- 
ing priority over Rivoire’s play. I arranged 
matters with nim a I thought, satisfactori- 
ly, but afterward I found he was simply 
awaiting his opportunity. 

‘“‘Tlis day came during the trial—of the 
Foyer case and he wrote me at this time 
he wouldn't allow any other piece to be pro- 
duced between ‘ Le Foyer’ and ‘ La Furie.’ 
At the moment when I had lost the ‘ Foyer ’ 
case, he threatened me with another suit. 

“Finally, to be agreeable, I promised to 
mount ‘ La Furie’ during the month of Sep- 
tember and that pfoject was abandoned 
solely at. Bois’ request, who decided Septem- 
ber not a good month for launching his 
drama. In spite of what Bols says about cos- 
tumes and scenery, it is impossible to mount 
his drama wiihout considerable expense. 
The characters must be nearly nude, and it 
requires thought and clever management to 
make this possible at the Comédie Francaise. 
And now there is official refusal to go to any 
more expense before January. I don’t see how 
‘La Furie’ can be staged before spring.”’ 


LOSSES BY COTTON LOCKOUT. 


Labor Troubles in Lancashire Felt by 
the Laborers, Who Lose Heavily 
in Wages. 


LONDON,, Oct. 24.—The loss in wages to 
the operatives during the first week of the 
cotton lockout In Lancashire is now stated 
to have amounted to $750,000. They received 


$30,000 in lockout pay, so that the net de- | 


crease in the income of the operatives af- 
fected ts $450,000. 

The effects of the dispute are already 
spreading. It is estimated that in a day or 
two the weaving industry will find itself ata 
standstill in consequence of the shortage of 
yarn, and 90.000 looms will be stopped, af- 
fecting at least 50,000 work people. 

The Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway 
company, the prosperity of which largely de- 
pends on the cotton trade, has already been 
hard hit.

President Roosevelt's message thanking 
the emperor and the Japanese people for their 
splendid reception given to the officers and 
men of the fleet will be handed to the em- 
peror through the foreign office, to which 
it was presented by Ambassador Thomas J. 
O’Brien. The messagd follows: 

“His Majesty, the Emperor of Japan: 
Through the American ambassador, I 
wish in this personal manner to extend 
to your majesty the thanks of the Amer- 
ican people for the signal generosity, 
courtesy, and hospitality with which the 
American fleet has been received on its 
visit to Japan. 

‘The people of the United States have 
been. deeply touched by this fresh and 
striking proof of friendship and regard. 
The officers of the fleet report that, hearty 
though their reception has been every- 
where else, it has nowhere been more 
hearty, nowhere more hospitable than in 
Japan. :

CONSUL GENERAL M’FARLAND 
KILLS HIMSELF IN GERMANY. 


Returning to Berlin from the United 
States, His Body Is Taken from a 
Railway T 


BERINN, Oct. 24—SNas C. McFarland of 
Iowa, consul genera! at large for the Euro- 
pean district, shot himselfon a railroad train 
today coming from Hamburg to Berlin. He 
died almost immediately. ; 

The body was taken off the train at Lud- 
wigslust. His widow, who is in Berlin, has 
not yet been told of her husband's death. 

McFarland left the continent for Wash- 
ington six weeks ago. He was returning to 
Berlin to rejoin his wife when he committed 
suicide. Consul General Thackera has start- 
ed an investigation, and sent Deputy Consul 
General von Vorsen to Ludwigstust to take 
charge of the body. 


Mr. McFarland was appointed consul gen- 
eral at: large June 10, 1908. His territory 
was Europe, excepting European Russia, the 
Balkan states, and Greece. Prior to this 
appointment he was consul at Nottingham 
and at Reichenberg, and was made consul 
general at St. Gall, Switzerland, in 1907. He 
was born at Mount Pleasant, lowa, June 3, 
1859, “educated at Cornell college, Mount 
Vernon. Ia., and Wesleyan university. He 
was married in 1886 at Des Moines to Marie 
Eiboeck. Before entering the consular servy- 
ice he was editor and publisher of the Mar- 
shalitown (la.) Times. 


PATRIOT STILL IN PRISON. 


Nicholas Tschaikovsky Fails to Be Re- 
leased, as Money for His Bail 
Is Missing. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 24.—Nicholas 
Tschaikovsky, the aged Russian patriot, 
was not released from prison today as had 
been expected. A dispatch from London 
received this morning informed his wife and 
daughter that the money for his bail, $25,000, 
had been raised and would be telegraphed 
here, but up to 4:30 p. m. the bank had re- 
ceived no advices, and as the court closed at 
that hour the release will have to be deferred 
until Monday.

That Is-Sentiment of Officials 
Regarding Teachers’ Request. 


NO HUNGRY PUPILS FOUND. 


‘Four Cows Presented to John Worthy 
Institution by Mrs. A. F. Gartz. 


Officials of the board of education did not 
take kindly yesterday to the suggestion of 
the Teachers’ federation that several of the 
public school builcings be turned over to the 
organization for a series of ‘‘ tax reform ” 


meetings. 

“The. schools are for educational pur- 
poses,” said President Schneidér. ‘‘ Under 
our rules we cannot allow private organiza- 
tions to use them except for purely educa- 
tional purposes, and then it is done infre- 
quently. Reform in the matter of taxation 
may be an excellent thing—indeed, in my 
opinion we need it badly—but the schools are 
for educating our chilcren, not to serve as 
free halls for spelibinders. Anyway, such 
buildings as are open in the evening are 
needed for the night schools.” 

Supt. Cooley said that the request would 
have to be made in the. usual form and 
brought before the school management com- 
mittee. This procedure is lHkely to start 
some of the old time * talkfest ” tactics in 
the board. for Trustees Louis F. Post and 
Wiley W. Mills are warm supporters of the 
federation. It was on Mr. Post’s motion that 
the federationists voted Friday evening to 
appoint a committee of five citizens and five, 
members of the federation to arrange the 
meetings “‘if the school board will consent.”’ 


Cows for Worthy School. 

Mrs. Adoiph F. Gartz, wife of the cheirman 
é6f the school buildings and grounds commit- 
tee, ‘‘ made good ” in the morning her prom- 
ise to present four cows to the John Worthy 
school. President Schneider received a $250 
check from Mr. Gartz, with a note saying 
that the cows have been ordered and will be 
delivered within a day or two. 

Mrs. Gartz proposed to give the cows sev- 
eral months ago, when she visited the school 
with her husband and Mr. and Mrs. Schnei- 
der. Arrangements for giving the boys in- 
struetion in farming had just been made and 
live stock seemed to be the thing most needed. 
At the last meeting of the buildings and 
grounds committee a request for $000 for a 
chicken coop and some hens for the school 
was presented. Th.s was denied, Mr. Gartz 
suggesting that the boys get to work on the 
coop and that some trustee be found whose 
wife would donate a stock of poultry. A 
subcommittee was appointed to look after 
the matter. 


No Hungry Pupils Found. 

The second weekly report of the school 
nurse corps, made to the health depariment 
in the morning, shows no {ll fed children in 
the schools during the five days of inspection 
work. Accoréing to the report 236 public and 
four private seheols were visited during the 
week and #80 children examined. 

The nurses called at 1,464 residences and 
fourd 1,012 children suffering from various 


ailments, most of them’ of a minor nature. 


Elementary medical instruction was given to 
O88, medical treatment to 626, and 182 were 


medical inspectors for further exemination.

BALKS AT BLAUVELT DECREB 


Judge Hesitates to Sign Order as 
Drawn Up by Lawyers. 


WIFE GETS $6,000 ALIMONY. 


Divorce Case Begun Under Misspelled 
Name Practically Ended. 


The Blauvelt divorce suit, which from the 
beginning has been marked by misspelled 
name, blunders, and denials, practically 
came to an end yesterday, although Judge 


‘Barnes did not sign the decree. The form 


in which the attorneys drew it up did not 
sult him. Secrecy surrounded the filing of 
the bill and methods seldom used were adopt- 
ed by Attorney Antoinette Funk to have the 
suit heard. 

The decree Will allow Mrs. Blauvelt $6,000 
alimony and permit her to resume her maiden 
name of Ethel Brown. 

‘Mrs. Blauvelt testified that she was married 
to Albert Blauvelt on June 22. 1907, at the 
Hyde Park hotel. They ceased marital reia- 
tions last January, but continued to live 
together until three months ago. Blauvelt 


is manager of the Western Factory Insur-. 


ance association. 

William C. Davis. who is connected with the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railroad 
company,.and L. H. Moss, employed in the 
engineering department of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad company, told of 
seeing Blauvelt in a disreputable resort. 

When the suit was filed the name of the 
principals was spelled ‘‘ Blauvalt "’ instead of 
“ Blauvekt.”” Mrs. Funk was counsel for 
Mrs. Blauvelt, and M. E. Maher, who has an 
office in her suite, was counsel for Blauvelt. 
The bill and answer were filed simultaneously 
and marked to be suppressed for service. 

Soon afterwards the Blauvelts were to- 
gether at the Hotel Burdick at.Kalamazoo, 
Mich., and apparently were on good terms. 

Then Attorney Funk asked Judge Ball to 
hear the case at once, as Mrs. Bilauvelt 
wished to leave for New York, but he refused 
to become a party to quick divorces. The 
case then was taken to Judge Barnes.

Ernest P. Bicknell, Head of 
Red Cross Work, Passes 
Through Chicago. 


GOING BACK TO GIVE AID. 


Devastation and Want Left Be- 
hind by the Consuming 
Klement. i 


Ernest P. Bicknell, president and national 
cirector of the American Red Cross and for- 
mer superintendent of the Chicago bureau 
of charities, was in Chicago yesterday on his 
re‘urn to the regions recently devastated by 
forest fires. Mr. Bicknell, who already has 
traveled extensively through the burned re- 
pions of Minnesota and Michigan, looking 
into the work of relief, talked with a repre- 
bentative of Tax TRIBUNE respecting his ob- 
servations. 

“It is a bad situation,”’ said Mr. Bicknell. 
“ The fires covered a wide area in Minnesota 
and Michigan. While ihe property loss in 


| timber was heavy and, like the oiher icsses, 


}

impossible to estimate accurately at the 
present time, the features of the situation 
that directly appeal to people are comprised 
in the logs of ives and houses. 

“I visited the town of Chisholm, Minn., 
which was destroyed by fire, which came into 
it suddenly by a shift of wind and wiped out 
all but sixty-five of the 500 or 600 bulidings 
there. The town was said to have had 6,000 
persons in it at the time. Fortunately ali of 
them escaped. 


Escape by Wading Into Lake. 

“ Most of them got away by wading into 
the lake there and by boats. The water- 
works at the edge of the town was the first 
building to burn. 4 

“* As - an illustration of the pluck of the 
people up there, let me say that on the occa- 
sion of my visit fifty new buildings were go- 
ing up and the city council had passed an. 
ordinance raising the grade of the main street 
four feet. The people had decided to take 
advantage of the clean sweep made by the 
fire and institute a much needed improve- 
ment. One of the new ordinances provides 
that every building on that new main street 
shall be built of concrete or brick #0 as to be 
fireproof. 

“The relief committee of the staté has 
contributed $150 000 and is putting up about 
100 small cottages. 

“The most sensational firés were in the 
upper peninsula of Michigan. The northern 
tip of the lower peninsula, from Cheboygan 
to Alpena, a distance of 100 miles. was left a 
burned grip varying from twenty-five miles 
to forty miles in width. 


Loss of Life at Metz. 

“The village of Metz, which had 200 peo- 
ple, was where the most lives were lost, The 
wind was blowing fifty milee an hour at the 
place, and the women and children were 
piled into a steel gondola car and hauled 
away by a switch engine. The dispatches 
told how seventeen of the women and ¢hil- 
dren in that car were burned to death when 
the train was wrecked by the warping of 
the rails from heat. 

“The fire overtook many fleeing people 
near Metz. When I was there forty-five 
bodies had been fcund along the country 
roads and In the woods, and more were being 
found every day. It wae impossible to iden- 
tify many of them. Children, in some in- 
stances, were identified only by their size. 
Oniy seventeen out of the eighty-four houses 
of Metz township were left standing. 

** Relief has been rushed into that part of 
the country. The seventeen houses now held 
the people who formerly Nved in the eighty- 
four heuses. In one farmhouse of about 
six rooms forty-two persons are living. The 
relief cominittee plans to put up 200 shacks 
for the winter. ‘A big force of carpenters 
is at work and twenty of the shacks were 
done when I left there. They were going up 
at the rate of eight or'ten a day. 

“ The thing that impresses one moet ts the 
way in which fire will jump across open 
spaces. It jumped half a mile in some in- 
stances. I was'‘told that the air was liter 
ally choked with sparks and flaming brands. 
While men were putting out the fire in one 
place it would break out in a dozen others. 
Houses, barns, outbulidings, live stock, and. 
in fact, everything the people possessed, were 
swept away inatwinkling. It wilt be neces- 
sary to provide even wheat and oats for 
seed in the spring. 


Even the Soil .Burned. 

“Even the soll was consumed in the clear- 
ings. It°is a vegetable mold up there, and 
trees may be seen standing on their roots. the 
soil having been burned out from ufider them 
to a depth of two feet. Everything ts black 
and covered with ashes. The sight is the 
most desolate imaginable. The fire went 
with such velocity that most of the larger 
green trees were left standing after the 
smaller branches had been burned off and the 
bark burst. Had it not been for the old 
‘slashings’ which were dry in the woods 
the fire would not have been of such magni- 


tude.

EMPLOYE AT PALMER HOUSE. 


Pathetic Cirenmstances of Death Re- 
lated ut Inquest in June, 


Though the medtcal authorities of the Uni- 


verelty of Chicago still disclaim knowledge 
of the identity of the body whose dissection 
was interfered with by relatives, it is be- 
Neved to be that of Samuel W. Johnson, 65 
years old,'a former employé of Mrs. Potter 
Palmer. 

Friends of Johnson make the aseertion, 
and their claim. appears to be borne out by 
the official records of the coroner's office ane 
the county morgue. Johnson died last June 
and the wife, who ig expected here from 
California to claim the body. and, inciden- 
tally the life insurance, is said to have left 
him last Christmas. 

The hospital authorities claim to have re- 
ceived the body last June from the Demon- 
strators’ asscciation. They say it came as an 
“unknown” and was listed in the college 
collection as “ No. 11."" It was not an “ un- 
known ” but an unclaimed body. The offi- 
clal records show that W. J. North, the 
official carrier of the Demonstrators’ asso- 
ciation, got it from the morgue on June IT 
on the official order of Dr. J. M. Dodson, 
dean of the university’s medical depart- 
ment, and secretary of the Demonstrators’ 
association. The body was carted direct from 
the morgue to the university. Practically 
everything except the age of the man stated 
by Prof. R. R. Bensley, head of the anatomy 
department, agrees with the county records, 
50 there is little chance of doubt. 


Death of Johnson’ Pathetic. 


The death of Johnson was surrounded by 
pathetic incidents. Charlies Kroeger, a 
friend of long standing, knew Johnson to be 
ill and deserted and called at his residence, 
887 Melrose avemue, on the night of June 5. 
The visitor found Johneon on a couch and 
asked him what: was the matter. Johnson 
replied that he had severe pains in the chest. 
Kroeger Genarted and went back later and 
Johnson reperted that he was feeling bet- 
ter. Kroeger went home and returned the 
next morning and .finding conditione the 
same, he reported the matter to the police. 

Policeman Fred W. Vocke appeared at the 
Johnson residence the next morning... John- 
son was alone and in response to Vocke's 
knock on the door shouted “ There’s nobody 
at home.”” However, the policeman entered 
and questioned Johnson, who replied that 
he had “ taken some stuff " that Mrs. Palmer 
had given him two years previously. John- 
son said it had been taken by mistake. John- 
son was then removed to Alexian Brothers’ 
hospital and there Dr. Edward Niles found 
the patient to be suffering from arsenical 
poisoning and there were razor wounds in 
hie arms and left hand. He died seon aft- 
erward. 


Yardman at Palmer Residence. 

“Johnson was 65 years old, was born in 
Sweden, and for a long time was employed 
as yardman at the Palmer estate on the Lake 
Shore drive,’ testified Kroeger. “ He had 
been fl! for three weeks, and for some time 
had been drinking heavily. His wife left him 
last Christmas, and one son deserted him in 
April. He has another son at Fort Thomas, 
Ky. He wouldn't tell me what he had taken, 
but pleaded for s¢veral drinks of water. He 
was despondent, told a hard luck story, and 
was much disappointed over his insurance. 
He had tried to borrow money from the in- 
surance company, but was refused, and the 
best he could get was an offer of a paid up 
policy for $52. He said that wouldn't do 
him any good, because it was payable only 
after his death. He was much distressed 
because he had paid his last dollar into the 
insurance company.” 

Dr. O. W. Lewke found poison during his 
post-mortem examination, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict of ‘“‘death from arsenical 
polsoning, self-administered.” 

Johnson was 6 feet tall and weighed 160 
pounds, the exact description of the cada- 
ver. 

‘* Dr. Dodson is out of the city, and the 
records showing the cadaver’s name are not 
obtainable,”’ said Prof. Bensley. “I don’t 
know the man's name, but assure you that 
the body has been positively identified by 
relatives who are coming to claim it. There 
is no doubt about the identification, because 
the hospital records, the coroner's, and our 
own all agree on the man. It was the Demon- 
strator’s association who notified us to stop 
dissecting the body, and it's to that organi- 
zation that the claim for the body has been 
made. Nobody has yet appeared here.”’

While the plans of the Furniture Exhibi- 
tion company for the construction of a great 
ceep water harbor off the lake front north 
ef the mouth’ of the Chicago river are not, 
strictly speaking, market developments, they 
will. nevertheless, if carried through, have 
ruch a far reaching effect on property in that 
trmediate vicinity, as well as to a certain 
extent along the entire river frontage, as to 
make them of really great importance to real 
extate interests. The territory thereabouts, 
known as the St. Clair street district, has 
curs the last year and a half shown a 
marked increase in land values owing to the 
rapid development going on there, but this 
increase will seem but a mere bagatelle as 
compared with what will follow if the plans 


of the company are carried out in their en- p 


tirety. It will mean its building up as a 
warehouse and manufacturing center at a 
rapid rate and a mounting upwards of land 
yalués which will make present prices seem 
eheap indeed. 


First Definite Proposal. 


Rut of course the principal interest which 
etiaches to this project is due to the fact 
ihat is the first definite proposal looking 
to the creation of an outer harbor, andto the 
effect which it promises to have, if carried 
through, on the question of the waning water 
ecommerce of the city. The necessity of 
bringing about a revival of the latter has 
been the theme of frequent discussion in the 
real estate board and other organizations of 
the city during the last few years, but these 
discussions have centered about the Chicago 
river. Of course, the suggestion of an outer 
harbor is net new, and the mayor’s commis- 


/sion Is understood to be nearly ready to sub-

matter, Whether the harbor commission to 
which it is to be referred wil! give it fav- 
orable consideration remains to be seen, 
but the consensus of opinion among members 
of the real estate board who have looked 
sinaroltigy Sag into the river commerce matter 

s to be that the proposition has much 
merit and is likely to receive favorable con- 
siceration at the hands of the commission. 


Solution of Water Commerce Problem. 


Manhy members of the board regard it as 
completely solving the vexed problem of the 
<ity’s water commerce, which, owing to the 
insufficient facilities of the river, has been 
g£eing backward for several years, as com- 
pared with others of the qnore important 
lake ports, it is deciared that by means of 
the proposed outer harbor the largest of the 


- Jake carriers will have the easiest access to 


this port, and it is even declared they will be 
nblie to make three or four more trips a 
year than would be @he case if'compeliled to 
dock in the river. 

When to these more accessible harbor fa-. 
ellities there is to be added the great ad- 
Yantaes resulting from the extensive light- 
erage system that is to be employed, as well 
ne railroad and street car facilities, there 
eeems to be littl doubt that a real benefit is 
promised Chicago water’ commerce, such as. 
in the estimation of many who have &tudied 
the situation carefully, will go a long way 
ioeward restoring its lest prestige. In the 
tinal analysis it°means better facilities for 
(Chicago merchants to do business, and hence 
12ere rapid growth of the city’s business. 

It is fitting in this connection to call. at- 


- tention to the remarkable growth of the com- 


pany which is promoting this great enter- 
prise, which in only three or four years has 
ceveloped from practically nothing to a4 
eolossal concern.

The rulemakers tried to conjure up al! pos- 
sible yagaries of the dishonest mind and to 
ide a world’s series which woulc be like 
Cesar's wife. But there are too many peo- 
ple in the world who cannot understand that 
every professional baseball player will not 
éo what they themselves would do if the 
price were right. Because the White Sox 
beat the Cubs in 1906 there were those who 
said the geries was ‘‘ fixed ”’ and others who 
asserted the Sox could have won it in four 
games insteac of six. Because the Cubs and 
Tigers played a tie game in 1907 there were 
those who said it was done to give the play- 
ers a share in the receipts of five games in- 
stead of four. Because the Cubs did not 
beat the Tigers four straight games this 
there were those who said the Cubs lost 
e to swell the receipts in Detroit on 
the folowing day. Because the paid at- 
tendance at world’s series games, as an- 
by the national commission, {s not 
gs great as some of the wildcat estimates 
mate on big crowds during the championship 
geason, the players claim to think they are 
not getting a square deal. Some of them 
think the national commission has its nerve 
to take 10 per cent of the receipts and that 
the club owners should not “‘ cut in” at all, 
but that the gross receipts, and then some, 
ghould be given to the players. There is one 
way to combat these suspicions and com- 
plaints, anc that is to make the players’ pool 
g fixed and permanent sum of money. The 
. players’ share of the 1905 series was over 
$27,000. In 1906 it was over $33,000. Last 
year, when five games were counted into 
the players’ pool, it amounted to over $54,000, 
and this year the sum diviced was ove? 
-$46.000. From those figures it ought to be 
possible for the two leagues and the national 
commission to agree upon a certain sum 
* which will be fair and ample in future years. 
Make this the fixed purse to reward players 
of a team which has won its league pennant, 
and let the greater share of the purse, just 
as at present, go to the winner of the world’s 
series, This purse could be set aside from 
the receipte of the world’s series and all 
residue or surplus could be -divided betweer 
the club owners and the national commis- 
sion to suit themselves—if there was any 
residue. If not the club owners could make 
up the deficit from their own pockets, just 
as they handed out bonuses before the com- 
‘mission ordered that stopped. A lump sam 
of fixed size would do awey with all sus- 
picion that the players: were trying to in- 
crease their emoluments, since it would be 
impossible for them to do s0, and they 
naturally would get the series over in four 
straight games if possible. The players 
would not care whether the crowds num- 
bered 5,000 or 50,000, or who hand@led the re- 
celpts, and the element of luck and weather 
would be of interest only to the club owners, 
just as is the case in the regular season. 
In other words, let the world’s series prize 
be as fixed and certain as-is the players’ 
salary, and let the club owner take his 
chance of making or losing money in a 
World's séries, Just 4s he does in a pennant 
yace cath year. Yet, when all is said and 
done, the only sure way to forestall absolute- 
ly all suspicion. in connection with a world’ 
series Is to. abolish all world’s series. :

BELOIT’'S HOPES. 
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Northwestern Wins Its First 
Game in Three Years by a” 
Score of 44 to 4. 


WEAK ON FORWARD PASS. 


Evanston Men Play Good Foot- 
ball in General; Opponent’s 
Ends Are Poor.

Northwestern signalized ita return to inter- 
collegiate football after an enforced abeence 
ef three years by overwhelming the Beloit 
eleven yeeterday at Evanston, 44 to4. The 
Purple team played good football most of the 
time, but so far outclassed its opponents that 
this contest cannot be taken as a criterion of 
the local team’s strength. 

It was not so much Northwestern's football 
as it was Beloit’s weakness that made the 
score so large and the game uninteresting. 
The visitors were lamentably weak in all de- 
partments of the game and were little versed 
in rudimentary tactics. Their tackling was 
the worst seen on a local gridiron in years. 
Their offensive play was slow and the forma- 
tions easily broken up. 

Northwestern showed promise, but there 
were several glaring faults which must be 
rectified before the games with Illinois and 
Purdue. But under the conditions the locals 
played a worthy game, and with coaching 
and new plays, with more of the forward pass 
and onside kicks Involved, should be whipped 
into a team which will come close to winning 
the remaining games on its schedule. 


Old Yell Heard Again. 


The weather was threatening and kept the 
attendance down to a small figure, but the old 
familiar U-rah-rah-Northwestern was heard 
for the first time since the abolition of foot- 
ball at the Methodist institution. Every- 
where was heard nothing but praises for 
the team, and a restoration of athletic rela- 
tions similar to those which existed in 1905 
was predicted by those in touch with affairs 
at the Evanston university. 

The coaches have done wonders with the 
green material which turned out for the 
team on Sept. 21. The players got into the 
game from the first whistle and scored a 
touchdewn after five minutes of play. Their 
attacks wtre concentrated and there always 
were two or three players pushing or pulling 
the man with the ball. It is hardly likely 
that many of the Purple’s plays will work 
against a team of the caliber of Purdue and 
Illinois. 

The wide swinging end runs easily would 
be stopped by a good smashing half or end. 
The Beloit smashers would try to break the 
interference standing up, and were easily 
bowled.over and put out of the play with- 
out smashing the interference at all. Time 
and time again they let the man running’with 
the ball get out around them instead of hit- 
ting the interference on the outside and turn- 
ing the runner in so that some other player 
could nail him. 


Purple Weak on Passes. 


Northwestern's smashers had the same 
fault, but they did not let it happen as often 
Another fault which the ends showed was 
their inability to drive the men who caught 
punts between them, But let them get out 
around them for good returns. 

The locals were poor in intercepting for- 
ward passes. They would let the man catch 
the ball and then tackle him instead of block- 
ing and letting the ball strike the ground 
S50 as to receive the benefit of the penalty. 
Bebott’'s forward passes were the crudest 
imaginable, and had the Purple taken ad- 
vantage of blocking they undoubtedly would 
have run up a larger score and their oppo- 
nents would not have scored their field goal 

Old etyle football was used mostly by 
Northwestern. The swinging end run, the 
tackle around and bucks into the line were 
the plays which netted the best gains. Kit- 
theman was good on the old fake full back 
play. August would buck straight into the 
line, and the quarter would fake as to give 
him the ball, but would hold it and run out 
around the end. Thies play worked every 
time, the ends being drawn in on the fake 


buck. 
Place Kicking Is Good. ~ 


Kittleman showed ability as a place kicker. 
He made his attempts coolly and the line 
held in grand style. He kicked six goals after 
the touchdowns, some of them from bad an- 
gles. Ward's punting was good, but he must 
keep his drives lower in punting against the 
wind. When kicking against the gale he 
kicked high, with the result that the ball was 
invariably blown back near the point where 
it was kicked. 

Manley and August played star games for 
the Purple. The former is a dashing player 
and a hard man.tostop. He reeled off many 
long runs and was a tower of strength onthe 
defense. August, while hitting the line hard, 
has a bad habit of standing too straight and 
against a strong team he will be unable to 
gain in this position, The line played a strong 
game, stopping all attacks sent against it. 

The visitors were a poorly coached and 
traihed team. There was no life to their 
work and toward the end of the game they 
hardly made attempts to tackle the men with 
the ball. Capt. Meade and Collett played 
pretty well, but were given no assistance 
from their teammates. Generally their plays 
were stopped before they were under way, £o 
slow were the players fn. starting. 


Details of the Slaughter. 


Capt.. August won the toss and chore to 
defend the south goal, taking advantage 
of a strong south wind. Collett kicked off to 
Marsh, who returned the bail ten yaras. 
Ward then punted forty yards'to Collett, who 
was dowmed after a ten yard return. K ittle- 
man intercepted a forward passand Manley, 
August, and Ross took the oval to Beloit’s 
Gfteen yard by drives through the line and 
off the tackles. On a tackle around play 
Jacobson went over for a touchdown after 
five minutes of play. Kittlheman kicked goal. 

Beloit, having the advantage of the wind, 
kicked off to Kittleman, who returned ten 
ards. After two futile attempts at the 
line Ward punted thirty yards to Collett, who 
was downed in his tracks. Northwestern 
took the ball away on downs, but lost it right 
away onafumble. By a series of short for- 
ward passes Beloit took the ball to the five 
vard line. but the Purple defense held and 
Collett kicked a field goal from the fifteen 
yard line. Score: Northwestern, 6; Be- 
joit, 4. 

Beloit kicked off to Ross, who returned 
the ball twenty yards. August, Manley, and 
Ross took the ball to the visitors’ twenty- 
five yard line, where a forward pass. Kit;

Beloit 
fumbled and Springer dropped on the bal! 
Northwestern could not gain and Kittieman 
lifted the oval over the posts from the thirtv- 
two yard line, making the score Northwest- 
ern 10, Beloit 4.

Great Crowd Sees Bitter Gridiron 
Battle End 6 to 6. 


CAPT. HOLLENBACK INJURED 


Quaker Leader Practically a Physical 
Wreck; Delirious After Game. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Be-' 


fore a record crowd of 30,000 the Carlisle 
Indian school eleven played Pennsylvania 
to’a standatill on Frankiin field in one of the 
bitterest battles ever waged on the football 
field. The score was 6 to 6, and when the 
final whistle blew the ball was in the posses- 
sion of the Indians on Penn's fifty yard line. 


The terrifi cbattering of the Indta nteam put. 


Bill Hollenbeck; the big Pennsylvania cap- 
tain and full back, on the hospital list. 

Hollen®eck entered the game a cripple, 
hardly in fit condition to play, and emerged 
a wreck. He was carried from the field after 
the game, as he collapsed when the whistle 
blew. In the dressing room he became de- 
lirious and for more than an hour lay 
stretched out on a marble slab in a semi- 
conscious state. 

Almost a Complete Wreck. 

Mike Murphy, the trainer, and several doc- 
tors from the university hospital worked 
over Hollenbeck, and after a thorough ex- 
amination reported him injured so badly that 
he will be out for some time. His right el- 
bow and wrist were badly sprained, his 
nose knocked crooked, ‘his ribs were bruised, 
and his left ankle and knee were wrenched., 
Hollenbeck and several of the members of 
the team were sent to the seashore tonight 
to rest up. 

Penn scored early in the first half by flerce 
playing that gave every indication of an early 
victory. The Indians were swept aside and 
their favorite plays failed to work for any 
large gains. This score acted like a galvanic 
battery on the redskins and they played like 
bears. 

For the remainder of the game Penn was 
rushed off its feet, and only a couple of un- 
fortunate fumbles and three missed field 
goals, after the tireless Indians had made 
brilliant gains for almost the length of the 
field, prevented them from winning. 

Indians Fiercely Aggressive. 

The second half started with the Indians 
aggressive, and within twelve minutes they 
had scored the touchdown and goal that tied 
up the game. In the last ten minutes the In- 

ians rushed up within striking distance of 
the goal, losing the ball once on a fumble and 
again on a poor try for field goal. 

Thorpe, the wonderful Indian kicker, failed 
dismally im his tries for field goals, but he 
amply repaid by his remarkable work in 
every other department. His running in the 
open field was the greatest seen on Franklin 
field in years. He had the speed of asprinter 
and the agility @f a cat. He had numerous 
runs of twenty and thirty yards and his bril- 
liant dash of forty yards through the entire 
Penn team in the second half scored the only 
touchdown. He also kicked the goal froma 
difficult angle. 

The Indians as usual sprang the most sen- 
sational plays ever conceived. At least a 
half dozen had never before been used. Sev- 
eral involved three and four passes, but they 
worked faultlessly. Their most successful 
was ia triple criss-cross, and it never falled 
to gain ground. 

Balenti in the Limelight. 

The little quarter back, Balenti, aleo was 
a star for the Indians’ play In running back 
kicks. His judgment, too, was good. He 
received perfect support from Capt. Wauseka, 
Payne, Gardner, and Libby, while the giant 
Afraid of a Bear had the Penn team torn 
from end to end 

Penn played better than it has at any time 
this season, but the team tired and Capt. 
Hollenback, its star, though kicking bril- 
liantly, was so badly battered that he was 
useless Penn sadly missed its star quarter 
back Keinath and its forward passes never 
worked. 

Penn kicked off at the start to Payne and 
he qyickly passed to Libby, who ran tothe 
twenty-five yard line. The Indians on quick 
cashes by Thorpe, Gardmer, and Payne 
rushed the ball tothe forty yard line. Thorne 
then punted to Hollenback on Penn's thirty 
yard line. He was downed without gain. 
Draper dashed around the Indians’ end on 
a fake kick to midfield. Hollenback then 
kicked to Carlisle’s,twenty-five yard line. 
Thorpe’s return punt was poor and went out 
of bounds on his own thirty-five yard line. 
The ball then changed hands rapidly until 
Wauseka on a forward pass rushed the ball 
thirty-five yarde to Penn’s forty yard line. 
Penn gained the ball on a fumble. Quick as 
a flash Hollenback made an on side kick, 
Braddock fell. on the ball for Penn on the 
Indian's five yard line. In three terrific 
smashes Manier made a toucnaown through 
tackle. The ball was held by Hollenback 
and Scarlett kicked the goal. Score: Penn, 
6; Carlisle, 0. 

Thorpe Fails at Goal Try. 

Regan fumbled iff the Indian’s kickoff, and 
Litle O14 Man fell on the hall. Three plays 
carried it to the Indians’ sixteen yard line, 
but there Thorpe failed at a goal from place- 


ment. The Pennsylvania kickout was 
brought back to midfield, and Libby and 
Thorpe made fifteen yards each. Here an

vania« then obtained the ball on a fumble, 
and Hollenback at once kicked to midfield.

Thorpe kicked out from behind the goal, and 
Hollenback fumbled, Liby being on the spot 
and getting the ball.

New York, Oct. 244.—[ Special. ]—P-s-s-54 
tzing! It’s all over. 

Meaning, of course, the great automobile 
race for the Vanderbilt cup, the blue ribbou 
event for motor cars on this side of the At- 
lantic. It’s all over and for the first time the 
cup has been won by a car designed and built 
in America, by an American, and of Amer- 
ican materials. Moreover, the driver is an 
American. The winning car is a big 120 
horse power Locomobile and the driver 
George Robertson. 

Robertson drove hiscar over the 258.6 miles 
race course at an average of 64.4 miles an 
hour, a higher average of speed than ever 
before attained for the entire distance of the 
Vanderbilt cup race. His time was 4 hours 
48% seconds. 

Just behind Robertson and the Locomobile 
came Herbert Lytle in the Isotta, the car 
that won three of the biggest American road 
races this year. It was one of the closest 
finishes on record, the Isotta finishing only 


car. 
Vanderbilt Entry Third. 


W. K. Vanderbilt Jr.’s Mercedes was un- 
officially third, but its time was not taken, 
for as soon as the first two cars roared over 


hanging upon the deeds of the racers for 
hours broke all bounds and simply poured 
out over the course, making things look so 
perilous the committee at once determined 
to call the race ended. 

The speed at which the American car trav- 
eled may: be imagined better by comparing 
it with the record made by other Vanderbilt 
cup winners. It was Hemery who won with 
the Darracq in 1906 and made an average 
speed of 61.49 miles an hour. In the same race 
Lancia the Italian, who Grove the Fiat car, 
made an average just a skade under seventy 
miles an hour for eight laps and had the race 
in his pocket when he got smashed up col- 
liding with Walter Christie's racer. In 1006 
another Darracq. driven by Wagner, took 


an hour. 

In all probability a speed of better tha 
seventy miles an hour would have been nr 
by the winner had # not been that the track 
was sticky from thé rain that fell during the 
early hours of themorning. It gave a hold- 
ing quality that gipped the big rubber tires 
and kept the speed? down a trifle. 


Keene in Hard Luck. 


From one poirt of view it was a tame race. 
Not an accident of consequence happened to 
any of the @ivers or mechanicians who 
traveled in the flying cars. The most serious 
casualty, ¢o @r as they were concerned, was 
the singeing of the mustache of Foxhall 
Keene. Ths unfortunate mishap occurred 
soon after dhe start, when the Mercedes car 
driven by Keene fook fire. Keene leaped 
from the car and busied himself in ez- 
tinguishitg the flames. 

The fire was speedily under control, with 
no damsege save to the mustache, which, un- 
fortunately, carried. no insurance. Keene got 
his cat going again, but on the fifth 
burne? out a cylinder near Jericho and ha 
to q@it. Out- of the seventeen cars that 
leapd! from the starting line 
the morning only seven were running when 
the race was called off. None of them was 
sryashed up, the withdrawals being caused 
f@ the most part by cracked cylinders or 
@ieine troubles. 

The race was robbed of a part of its interest 
almost before it was well under way by the 
fmisfortune that attended young Louis 
Strang. When his Renault car was pushed 
up to the starting line immediately after 
George Robertson had vanished up the 
course Strang’s mechanic found it impossi- 
ble to start the motor. The thing simply 
would not work. Strange tore his hairin his 
despair. The car was backed off to one side, 
and for nearly a half four the driver andhis 
helpers toiled and sweated over the engine 
before they could get it goings When at. 
last it consented to run Strang had lost more 
than twenty-elght minutes by the delay. He 
started, but after going three laps he burned 
out his clutch and. had to give up the task 
that was well nigh hopeless when he began it.

The rulemakers' tried to conjure up all pos- 
gitte vagaries of the dishonest mind and to 
provide a world’s series which woulcd be like 
Cesar's wife. But there are too many peo- 
le in the world Who cannot understand that 
every professional baseball player will not 
éo what they themselves would do if the 
rice were right. Because the White Sox 
beat the Cubs in 1906 there were those who 
seid the series was ‘‘ fixed’ and others who 
_psserted the Sox could have won it in four 
es insteac of six. Because the Cube and 
Tigers played a tie game in 1907 there were 
hose who said it was done to give the play- 
ers a share in the receipts of five games in- 
stead of four. Because the Cubs did not 
peat the Tigers four straight games this 
year there were those who said the Cubs lost 
a game to swell the receipts in Detroit on 
the following day. Because the paid at- 
tendance at world’s series games, as an- 
gounced by the national commission, is not 
as great as some of the wildcat estimates 
mace on big crowds during the championship 
geason, the players claim to think they are 
not getting a square deal. Some of them 
think the national commission has its nerve 
to take 10 per cent of the receipts and that 
the club owners should not “ cut in”’ at all, 
put fhat the gross receipts, and then some, 
ghould be given to the players. There is one 
way to combat these suspicions and com- 
plaints, anc that is to make the players’ pool 
a fixed and permanent sum of money. The 
players’ share of the 1905 series was over 
$27,000. In 1906 it was over $33,000. Last 
year, when five games were counted into 
the players’ pool, it amounted to over $54,000, 
and this vear the sum diviced was ove? 
$46.000. From those figures it ought to be 
possible for the two leagues and the national 
eommission to agree upon a certain sum 
* which will be fair and ample in future years. 
Make this the fixed purse to reward players 
of a team which has won its league pennant, 
and jet the greater share of the purse, just 
as at present, go to the winner of the world's 
series. his purse could be set aside from 
the receipts of the world’s series and all 
yesidue or surplus could be divided between 
the club owners and the national commis- 
sion to suit themselves—if there was any 
residue. If not the club owners could make 
up the deficit from their own pockets, just 
as they handed out bonuses before the com- 
mission ordered that stopped. A lump sum 
of fixed size would do away with all sus- 
picion that the players. were trying to in- 
crease their emoluments, since it would be 
impossible for them to do s0, and they 
naturally would get the series over in four 
straight games if possible. The players 
would net care whether the crowds num- 
bered 5,000 or 50,000, or who handled the re- 
ceipts, and the element of luck and weather 
would be of interest only to the club owners, 
just as is the case in the regular season. 
In other words, let the world’s series prize 
be as fixed and certain as~is the players’ 
salary, and let the club owner take his 
chance of making or losing money in a 
World's series, fust-as he does in a pennant 
yece each year, Yet, when all is said and 
done, the only sure way to forestall absolute- 
ly all suspicion in connection with a world’s 
series Is to abolish all world’s series.

The visitors were lamentably weak in all de- 
partments of the game and were little versed 
in rudimentary tactics. Their tackling was 
the worst seen on a local gridiron in years. 
Their offensive play was slow and the forma- 
tions easily broken up. 

Northwesterm showed promise, but there 
were several glaring faults which must be 
rectified before the games with Illinois and 
Purdue. But under the conditions the locals 
played a worthy game, and with coaching 
and new plays, with more of the forward pass 
and onside kicks involved, should be whipped 
into a team which will come close to winning 
the remaining games on its schedule. 


Old Yell Heard Again. 


The weather was tMreatening and kept the 
attendance down to a small figure, but the old 
familiar U-rah-rah-Northwestern was heard 
for the first time since the abolition of foot- 
ball at the Methodist institution. Every- 
where was heard nothing but praises for 
the team, and a restoration of athletic rela- 
tions similar to those which €xisted in 1905 
was predicted by those in touch with affairs 
at the Evanston university. 

The coaches have done wonders with the 
green material which turned out for the 
team On Sept. 21. The players got into the 
game from the first whistle and scored a 
touchdewn after five minutes of play. Their 
attacks wtre concentrated and there always 
were two or three players pushing or pulling 
the man with the ball. It is hardly likely 


that many of the Purple’s plays will work. 


against a team of the caliber of Purdue and 
Illinois. 

The wide swinging end runs easily would 
be stopped by a good smaShing half or end. 
The Beloit smashers would try to break the 
interference standing up, and were easily 
bowled over and put out of the play with- 
out smashing the interference at all. Time 
and time again they let the man running’with 
the ball get out around them instead of hit- 
ting the interference on the outside and turn- 
ing the runner in so that some other player 
could nail him. 


Purple Weak on Passes. 


Northwestern’s smashers had the same 
fault, but they did not let it happen as often 
Another fault which the ends showed was 
their inability to drive the men who caught 
punts between them, ®ut let them get out 
around them for good returns. 

The locals were poor in intercepting for- 
ward passes. They would let the man catch 
the ball and then tackle him instead of block- 
ing and letting the ball strike the ground 
So as to receive the benefit of the penalty. 
Beboit’s forward passes were the crudest 
Amaginable, and had the Purple taken ad- 
vantage of blocking they undoubtedly would 
have run up a larger score and their oppo- 
nents would not have scored their field goal 

Old etyle football was used mostly by 
Northwestern, The swinging end run, the 
tackle around and bucks into the line were 
the plays which netted the best gains. Kit- 
theeman was good on the old fake full back 
phay. August would buck straight into the 
line, and the quarter would fake as to give 
him the ball, but would hold it and run out 
around the end. Thie play worked every 
time, the ends being drawn in on the fake 


buck. 
Place Kicking Is Good. 


Kittleman showed ability as a place kicker. 
He made his attempts coolly and the line 
held in grand style. He kicked six goals after 
the touchdowns, some of them from bad an- 
gles. Ward's punting was good, but he must 
keep his drives lower in punting against the 
wind. When kicking against the gale he 
kicked high, with the result that the ball was 
invariably blown back near the point where 
it was kicked. 

Manley and August played star games for 
the Purple. The fommer is a dashing player 
and a hard man.tostop. He reeled off many 
long runs and was a tower of strength onthe 
defense. August, while hitting the line hard, 
has a bad habit of standing too straight and 
against a strong team he will be unable to 
gaininthis position. The line played a strong 
game, stopping all attacks sent against it. 

The visitors were a poorly coached and 
traihed team. There was no life to their 
work and toward the end of the game they 
hardly made attempts to tackle the men with 
the ball. Capt. Meade and Collett played 
pretty well, but were given no assistance 
from their teammates. Generally their plays 
were stopped before they were under way, so 
slow were the players in starting. 


Details of the Slaughter. 


Capt. August won the toss and chore to 
defend the south goal, taking advantage 
of a strong south wind. Collett kicked off to 
Marsh, who returned the ball ten yards. 
Ward then punted forty yards to Collett, who 
was dowmed after a ten yardreturn.

Great Crowd Sees Bitter Gridiron 
Battle End 6 to 6. 


CAPT. HOLLENBACK INJURED 


Quaker Leader Practically a Physical 
Wreck; Delirious After Game. 


Philadeipiiia, Pa., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Be-' 


fore a récord crowd of 30,000 the Carlisle 
Indian school eleven played Pennsylvania 
toa standstill on Frankiin field in one of the 
bitterest battles ever waged on the football 
field. The score was 6 to 6, and when the 


final whistle blew’ the ball was in the posses-_ 
sion of the Indians on Penn's fifty yard line. | 


The terrifi chattering of the India nteam put 
Bill Hollenbeck, the big Pennsylvania cap- 
tein and full back, on the hosp*ta!l list, 

Hollen®eck entered the game ai cripple, 
hardly in fit condition to play, and emerged 
a wreck. He was carried from the fleld after 
the game, as he collapsed when the whistle 
blew. In the dressing room he became de- 
lirious and-for more than an hour lay 
stretched out on a marble slab in a semi- 
conscious state. 

Almost a Complete Wreck. 

Mike Murphy, the trainer, and several doc- 
tors from the university hospital worked 
over Hollenbeck, and after a thorough ex- 
amination reported him injured so badly that 
he will be out for some time. His right el- 
bow and wrist were badly sprained, his 
nose kmocked crooked, his ribs were bruised, 
and his left ankle and knee were wrenched. 
Hollenbeck and several of the members of 
the team were sent to the seashore tonight 
to rest up. 

Penn scored early in the first half by flerce 
playing that gave every indication of an early 
victory. The Indians were swept aside and 
their favorite plays failed to work for any 
large gains. This score acted like a galvanic 
battery on the redskins and they played like 
bears. 

For the remainder of the game Penn was 
rushed off its feet, and only a couple of un- 
fortunate fumbles and three missed field 
goals, after the tireless Indians had made 
brilliant gains for almost the length of the 
fleld, prevented them from winning. 

Indians Fiercely Aggressive. 

The second half started with the Indians 
aggressive, and within twelve minutes they 
had scored the touchdown and goal that tied 
up the game. In the last ten minutes the In- 
dians rushed up within striking distance of 
the goal, losing the ball once on a fumble and 
again on a poor try for field goal. 

Thorpe, the wonderful Indian kicker, failed 
dismally im his tries for fleld goals, but he 
amply repaid by his remarkable work in 
every other department. His running in the 
open field was the greatest seen on Franklin 
field im years. He had the speed of asprinter 
and the agility of a cat. He had numerous 
runs of twenty and thirty yards and his bril- 
liant dash of forty yards through the entire 
Penn team in the second half scored the only 
touchdown. He also kicked the goal froma 
dificult angle. ; 

The Indians as usual sprang the most sen- 
sational plays ever conceived. At least a 
half dozen had never before been used. Sev- 
eral involved three and four passes, but they 
worked faultlessly. Their most successful 
was a triple criss-cross, and it never failed 
to gain ground. 

Balenti in the Limelight. 

The little quarter back, Balenti, aleo was 
a star for the Indians’ play In running back 
kicks. His judgment, too, was good. He 
received perfect support from Capt. Wauseka, 
Payne, Gardner, and Libby, while the giant 
Afraid of a Bear had the Penn team torn 
from end to end. 

Penn played better than it has at any time 
this season, but the team tired and Capt. 
Hollenback, its star, though kicking bril- 
liantly, was so badly battered that he was 
-useless Penn sadly missed its star quarter 
back Keinath and its forward passes never 
worked. 

Penn kicked off at the start to Payne and 
he qyickly passed to Libby, who ran tothe 
twenty-five yard line. The Indians on quick 
dashes by Thorpe, Gardner, and Payne 
rushed the ball tothe forty yard line. Thorne 
then punted to Hollenback on Penn's thirty 
yard line. He was downed without gain. 
Draper dashed around the Indians’ end on 
a fake kick to midfield. Hollenback then 
kicked to Carlisle's twenty-five yard line. 
Thorpe’s return punt was poor and went out 
of bounds on his own thirty-five yard Hine. 
The ball then changed hands rapidly until 
Wauseka on a forward pass rushed the bal? 
thirty-five yards to Penn's forty yard line. 
Penn gained the ball on a fumble. Quick as 
a flash Hollenback made an on side kick, 
Braddock fell on the ball for Penn on the 
Indian's five yard line. In three terrific 
smashes Manier made a toucnaown through 
tackle. The ball was held by Hollenback 
and Scarlett kicked the goal. Score: Penn, 
6; Carlisle, 0. 

Thorpe Fails at Goal Try. 

Regan fursbled iff the Indian’s kickoff, and 
Litle O14 Man fell on the hall. Three plays 
carried it to the Indians’ sixteen yard line, 
but there Thorpe failed at a goal from place- 
ment. The Pennsylvania kickout was 
brought back to midfield, and Libby and 
Thorpe made fifteen yards each. Here an 
Indian fake play lost twenty-five yards, but 
a forward pass brought i back to the Penn- 
syivamia twenty-seven yard line. Pennsyl- 
vania® then obtained the ball on a fumble, 
and Hollenback at once kicked to midfield. 
Three’ exchanges of kicks resulted in no 
advantage. but on the fourth Hollenback sent 
a long low kick that bounded over the In- 
dians’ goal-line, a distance of seventy yards. 
Thorpe kicked out from behind the goal, and 
Hollenback fumbled, Likby being on the spot 
and getting the ball. 

Thorpe kicked off im the second helf and 
Penn resorted to punting and a duel ensued 
Balenti spoiled it for Penn by, a pretty run 
of fifteen rards to midfield. Gardner, Payne, 
and Libby made twenty, Thorpe eighteen, 
and Payne seven yards. The ball was on 
Penws twenty yard lime when the Indians 
were ‘penalized fifteen yards for holding. 
Thorpe came back with fifteen yards and 
Thorpe tried a field goal, barely missing it.

Wolverines Beat Ohio State at 
Columbus, 10 to 6. 


ALLERDICE A BIG FACTOR. 


Fall Back Kicks Goal from Field and 
Scores a Touchdown. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Michi- 
gan today was victor in the closest and most 
severe contest in the history of its games 
with Ohio State teams by a score of 10 to 6. 
The game was marked by ragged playing on 
the part of the visitors, though both teams 
were penalized often, Michigan suffering 
most. Allerdice was again the lad who came 
through with the necessary scores for Mich- 
igan by a fleid goal and then a touchdown. 

The first half ended with a score of 6to4 
in favor of Ohio State. Time and again 
Michigan succeeded in getting within kick- 
ing distance of the State goal, only to be pen- 
alized and shoved back. The Michigan score 
was on a field goa! by Allerdice, after thirteen 
minutes of play. The score looked easy 
from the time when Allerdice’s kick was 
caught by Barrington, who was downed in 
his tracks. : 

Ohio Fails to Gain. 

Then Ohie failed to gain, and an on side 
kick to Wasmund gave Michigan the ball 
on its own twenty-five yard line. A series 
of short gains brought the ball to the forty- 
five yard line. Douglas made ten yards on 
a fake and then broke through for twenty 
yards, and with a line buck of five More gave 
Allerdice his chance. The goal was made 
from the thirty yard line, the ball clearing 
but a few inches. 

Ohio’s score was made by Gibson on @ 
fake kick from the forty-five yard line after 
twenty-six minutes of play. The manner 
in which the full back succeeded in eluding 
the grasps of the Wolverines and gefting 
away tor a touchdown through a ragged 
field was similar to last week's sensational 
run by a Netre Dame player when tackled 
by Douglas.

Punting in Second Half. 

The second half resojwed itself into a punt- 
ing contest between Allerdice and Gibson, 
and it was due to the superiority of the Mich- 
igan half rather than the strength ofthe line 
that it was able to make the only score of the 
half. 

The visitors’ goal was often in danger and 
after the opening the ball was for the most 
part in their territory. The half opened by 
a kickoff to Douglas, who brought it back 
to the 35 yard line. An exchange of punts 
left the ball at the center of the fleld.

yards. Another punting contest by Allerdice 
and Gibson followed.

New York, Oct. 24.—[Special.]—P-s-e-s 
tzing! It’s all over. 

Meaning, of course, the great automobile 
race for the Vanderbilt cup, the blue ribbon 
event for motor cars on this side of the At- 
lantic. It's all over and for the first time the 
cup has been won by a car designed and built 
in America, by an American, and of Amer- 
ican materials. Moreover, the driver is an 
American. The winning car is a big 120 
horse power Locomobile and the driver 
George Robertson. 

Robertson drove hiscar over the 258.6 miles 
race course at an average of 64.4 miles an 
hour, a higher average of speed than ever 
before attained for the entire distance of the 
Vanderbilt cup race. His time was 4 hours 
48%, seconds. 

Just behind Robertson and the Locamobile 
came Herbert Lytle In the Isotta, the car 
that won three of the biggest American road 
races this year. It was one of the closest 
finishes on record, the Isotta finishing only 
1 minute 48% seconds behind the American 


car, 
Vanderbilt, Entry Third. 


W. K. Vanderbilt Jr.’s Mercedes was un- 
officiaNy third, but its time was not taken, 
for as soof as the first two cars roared over 
the line the crowded thousands that had been 
hanging upon the deeds of the racers for 
hours broke all bounds and simply poured 
out over the course, making things look so 
perilous the committee at once determined 
to call the race ended. 

The speed at which the American car trav- 
eled may: be imagined better by comparing 
it with the record made by other Vanderbilt 
cup winners. It was Hemery who won with 
the Darracq in 1906 and made an average 
speed of 61.49 miles an hour, In the same race 
Lancia the Italian, who drove the Fiat car, 
made an average just a shade under seventy 
miles an hour for eight laps and had the race 
in his pocket when he got smashed up col- 
liding with Walter Christie’s racer. In 1908 
another Darracq. driven by Wagner, took 
the cup with an average speed of 61.43 miles | 
an hour, i , 

In all probability a speed of better thag 
seventy miles an hour would have been made 
by the winner had it not been that the track 
was sticky from the rain that fell during the 
early. hours of the morning. It gave a hold- 
ing quality that grippedthe big rubber tires 
and kept the speed down a trifle. 


Keene in Hard Luck. 


From one point of view it Was a tame race, 
Not an accident of consequenee happened to 
any of the drivers or mechanicians who 
traveled in the fying cars. The most serious 
casualty, so far as they wete concerned, was 
the singeing of the mustache of Foxhall 
Keene.’ This unfortunate mishap occurred 
soon after the start, when the Mercedes car 
driven by Keene took fire. Keene leaped 
from the ear and busied himself in ez- 
tinguishing the flames. ; 

The fire was speedily under control, with 
no damage save to the mustache, which, un- 
fortunately, carried, no insurance. Keene got 
his car going again, but on the fifth 
burned out a cylinder near Jericho and ha 
to quit. Out of the seventeen cars that 
leaped from the starting line in the gray of 
the morning oaly seven were runming when 
the race was called off. None of them was 
smashed up, the withdrawals being caused 
for the most part by cracked cylinders or 
engine troubles. 

The race was robbed of a part of ts interest 
almost before it was well under way by the 
misfortune that attended young Louis 
Strang. When his Renault car was pushed 
up to the starting line immediately efter 
Jeorge Robertson had vanished up the 
course Strang’s mechanic, found it impoasi- 
ble to start the motor. The thing simply 
would not work. Strange tore his hairin his 
despair. The car was backed off to one side. 
and for nearly a half hour the driver and his 
helpers tolled and sweated over the engine 
before they could get it going. When at. 
last It consented to run Strang had lost more 
than twenty-elght minutes by the delay. He 
started. but after going three laps fhe burned 
out his clutch and, had to give up the task 
that was well nigh hopeless when he began it, 


Broken Leg for.Spectator. 

The only serious accident for which the 
race was responsible occurred after the 
crowd swarmed out upon the track. Florida 
‘was bowling along at high speed in his loco- 
mobile when a young man who subsequently 
said he was David Schuh of Jericho ran in, 
front of him and was knocked down. He 
got a broken leg and some bad bruises, but 
probably will recover, 

It is almost inypossible to give any accurate 
estimate of the number of persons who @aw 
the race. Some guesses run aé high ag 2¥),- 
000, but the real total probably was at feast 
10.000 below that figure. The rain titat fell 
in the early morning hours doubtles® Kept a 
good many people away. For all that it was 
a big crowd and a most enthusiasti¢- one. 

The people come by train, they came by 
automobiles, thousands of them, they came 
in rubber neck wagons. in teams, and on 
foot. Thousands arrived early the previous 
evening and spent the night wrapped up in 
sweaters and cloaks, and cud@dled away in 
corners of tonneaux, looking pretty miser- 
able, thank you, and not feeligg much better 
than they looked. 

Fully an hour before the etarting time the 
firet racers began to crawl down the couree 
from their various garagzge@ They needed no 
searchlights. They announced their coming 
with roars. Moreover,.they spouted sheets 
and streaks of biue red “ame from their ex- 
hausts while they shivéred, shook, and trem- 
bied as if it oniy wa@ by superhuman self- 
control that they regtrained themselves from 
leaping through (fi@ gathering throng like 
the space Gestroyimg monsters they were. 


Starting Time Delayed. 

it originally wags proposed to start the race 
aty6 o clock, but this plan was abanioned 
on the complaints of several drivers who 
said that et that hour the eastern light, 
coming directly in their faces, would be ex- 
bad The starting, therefore; was 
postponed until 6:20. Meantime the rain had 
ceased. the breeze had frewhened,.and was 
rapidiy drying out the roads. 

Ten mites before the starting hour Flor- 
ida and bi< bis locomobile crept siowly up to 
the Mne@ with a horrible bellow. The car 
crossed th: ne then backed up to it again, 
and the driver and his helper jumped out to 
do the last little tinkering with their howl- 
ing pet.

Cheers for Favorites. 

One and another the monsters slid up to the 
line. roared, shivered, shook, belched flame, 
and flashed away like angry comets into the 
dawn. There was only one exception. The 
Renault, with Strang at the wheel, refused 
to flash. Robertson with his Locomob!.e 
and Lytle with his lsotta eech got a big hur- 
rah as he departed on the wings of the wind, 
but perhaps Foxhall Keene and his Mercedes 
wot a bigger sendoff than either of therm.

Tt wasnt until the seventh lap that the 
Chadwick’s magneto went te the bad and 
eliminated that car from the contest. It was 
a pity, because on the fourth lap tre Chad- 
wick managed to creep into the Jead by a 
margin of nearly three minutes. 

With the Chadwick out of business, though 
still going, and Stricker’s Mercedes elim- 
inated by engine trouble, the race sifted down 
to Roberison and Lytie. When the tenth lap 
began Robertson had a lead of over four min- 
wies and stil was going Mke the wind. It be- 
came apparent that nothing but an accident 
could beat him. When the word came to the 
stand that he was off the track at Piainview 
a murmur of sympathy swept over the crowd. 
But he was going again ir less than two min- 
ules and swept across the line amid the hur- 
ricane cheers, winner by no doubtful margin. 
As the Locomobite bowled over the fine the 
mechanician stood up tn his seat and danced 
in his glee. Robertson himeelf waved one 
hand. but clung to the wheel with the other. 

The Locomobile. driven. by Robertson, and 
the Isotta were the only cars that had fin- 
ished the full distance of the contest wher 
Referee W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. officially cahed 
the race off. Announcer Prunty told the 
spectators at 10:45 o'clock the race had offi- 
claliy ended. Willie Haupt completed his 
ninth round in the Chadwick after the race 
was stopped and James Florida, in Locomo- 
bile No. 1, and W.C. Luttgen, in Mr. Vander- 
biit's Mercedes, also completed the race dis- 
tance by finishing their elerenth rounds after

, Unofficial Time of “Also Rans.’’ 

Though none of these three cars was offi- 
cially timed when they crossed the tape, their 
time was taken unofficially by Herman F. 
Cuntz, whe said that Luttgen’s time was 
4:30:35, and Florida's 4:31:10, which, if the 
timing was Official, would have put Luttgen 
im third place and Florida fourth in the sum- 
mary of the race.

BIG BASEBALL PROBLEMS UP. 


National Minors’ Board Must Make Two 
Important Decision at Chicago 
Meeting on Nov. 10. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
There will be several important matters for 
the national board of the National agso- 
clation to pass upon at the annual meet- 
ing to be neld in Chicago Nov. 10. In addi- 
tion to the question of members of the Min- 
neapolis and Milwaukee clubs playing against 
alleged outlaw teame in Chicago it will be 
up to the board again to discuss the quest*.n 
of playing the American association and 
Eastern league in a class By themselves, or 
class A, as Was requested a year ago, and 
turned down. 

The tto big minor leagues, it is under- 
stood, do not intend to let the matter drop, 
but will again insist on what they consider 
their rights, the claim being made that the 
small minor leagues ate not entitied to the 
same representation as the two big ones. 

The owner of the Milwaukee club has 
come: out flatfooted and detlares that no 
fines that the natioral commission may im- 
pose on the players who violated the warning 
sent out by the league wiil be paid by the 
club, and that if the players refuse to pay the 
same then they will have toremain suspend- 
ed. This is considered .only right, as the 
players cannot expect.to break rules and 
then look to the cluo owners to pey the 
fines. It is up to the players now to fight 
the case with the national commission and 
protect themselves. 

The Milwauxee players, and also a couple 
of the Washington men, who are here, state 
that they do not consider that they have 
violated any agreement and will therefore 
refuse to pay any fine the commission may 
impose. The Milwaukee and Minneapolis 
club owners are in the dark as to what play- 
ers they can count on next season and may 
be obliged to protect themselyes and secure 
other men. 


PAYS $5,000 FOR TWO'CITIES. 


Western League Enlarges Its Circuit by 
Buying Topeka and Wichita 
from Association. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 24.—[Special.]}—The 
Western association sold the basebal! fran- 
chises of the Topeka and Wichita clubs to the 
Western league for the sum of $5.000at their 
annual meeting held at the Hotel Baltimore 
today.

CHANCES EVEN, SAYS STAGG. 


Maroons Given Long Practice for the 
Big Game. 


One of the largest crowds that ever saw a 
football game in the west will assemble on 
Marshall field next Saturday to witness the 
crucial contest between Minnesota and Chi- 
cago. Director Stagg anticipates a miulti- 
tude of rooters rivaling the famous crowd 
that saw the Chicago-Michigan game of 1905, 
when the Maroons won the western cham- 
pionship. 

For three days the business office of Stagg 
has been swamped with applications for 
large reservations from various points in the 
middie west. Gopher and Maroon alumni 
associations will attend in a body, while the 
Minnesota students themselves will come 
down several thousand strong. The Gopher 
authorities asked for 3,500 tickets for the 
students alone. 

Excursions will be run from Minneapolis 
on all the railroads. A rate of $6 for the 
round trip is offered, and inasmuch as this 
game is considered the biggest on the Min- 
nesota schedule and of no jess importance 
from the Chicago point of view, a mighty 
battle will be fought in the bleachers as well 
as on the football field. 

“I am preparing for at least 20,000 spec- 
tators at this game,’ said Stagg yesterday. 
“TI believe it will be the biggest crowd for 
us to handle since the Michigan-Chicago 
game in 1905, when there were more than 
45,000 persons inside the inclosure and sev- 
eral thousand more outside watching the 
game from various points of vantage.

pacing stallion by Silent Brook, whose wet 
for years have shown extreme speed in colt- 
hood, but have not always trained on as de- 
sired. “The ease with which the young pacer 
stepped some miles that ordinarily would be 
fast for one of his age first attracted the at- 
tention of the Chicago trainer, and when 
these were succeeded by a heat in 2:11\% the 
colt was bought and shipped north. He is 
engaged in the pacing divisions of’several 2 
year old stakes and on his speed credentials, 
Manners, and way of going should figure 
prominently in them. 


Top Price for Yearling. 

But the star youngster shown at Lexington, 
and that also brought the star price, was the 
yearling. pacing filly Alan Dale Queen, by 
the trotter Barom Dillon, 2:12. dam Katie 
Hutcheraft by Nutbreaker, 2:24% as a 8 year 
old back in 1886, when pneumatic tire sulkies 
and present day tracks were unknown. 

Alan Dale Queen is a speed wonder, and 
coming as she does from the Baron Wilkes 
family in the male line and that of Nutwood 
on the female side, her blood Hines are of the 
most approved sort. She paced a public quar- 
ter in :304%, the last eighth in :14%, and in less 
than a minute after she had passed the wire 
George H. Estabrook of Denver, owner of 
Spanish Queen and other grand circuit per- 
formers, had bought her for $2,000. The 
ep.-~d shown by the filly and her sale before 
her driver could dismount from the sulky at- 
tracted a lot of attention, and a crowd of 
horsemen gathered about the filly as soon as 
ene jogged back to the wite. 


Estabrook Buys Colin. 

But Mr. Estabrook, who is getting together 
for 1909 what looks like the best stable of 
harness horses ever owned by one man and 
who had a few days previous bought two 
yearling trotters by Peter the Great, had one 
more youngster in view and the following day 
it was putin his car. This was the yearling 
trotter Colin, by The Bondsman, dam by Jay 
McGregor, and during the meeting it had 
astonished the race crowds by wonderfy! 
Nights of speed through the homestretch. I 
id not see Colin step a distance, but Andrew

shown. 

In appearance the colt is ideal, having fine 
size, spiendid conformation and a wonder- 
fully attractive way of going with plenty of 
action at both ends. I saw Thistle Doune, by 
Jay McGregor, trot a quarter as a yearling 
im :32%, and naturaily admired his epeed 
but The Bondsman colt from a Jay McGregor 
mare is his superior in conformation. having 
all the size and strength that characterizeg 
Thistie Doune. but built on lines of more 
shapeliness. 


Estabrook String Formidable. 

Yearling trotters often dre a sore disap- 
pointment as 2 and 3 year okis—the records 
tell that tale—but while the son of The 
Bondsman has had plenty of brush work, he 
has not been stretched out at speed for any 
long trips—which wil! be to his advantage

Triple Futurity Winner. 

Briefly stated, Peter the Great has fur- 
nished the champion 2 year old trotting race 
fily in Czarevyna, 2:12%, and she also is a 
triple futurity winner, and has won all her 
engagements without the loss of a heat, al- 
though perceptibly lame from the start to 
the finish of her campaign. Another great 2 
year old of the family is Robert C., which 
won at Lexington in 2:13%, 2:14%, the pair 
being the fastest 2 year olds of 1908. Then 
there is the champion yearling trotter of the 
season, Lady Green Goods, 2:30, the trio 
making a showing as colt trotters never ap- 
proached by the get of any other stallion in 
one year. To the 2:10 trotting list of the year 
Peter the Great contributes Nahma, 2:07\. 
and his total of standard performers is 
equaled only by that of Bingen, each having 
seventeen. % 

But the comparison as made by the statis- 
tical tables is unfair to Peter the Great, as 
of the seventeen new standard performers 
by Bingen four are pacers, while the entire 
list of Peter the Greet consists of trotters. 


Lists Are Compared. 

Taking thirteen taptters from Peter's list 
and comparing them as to records with the 
Bingen list, it is found that the average 
of the Peters is 2:19%, while the Bingens 
figure up 2:21%. But this -« not all. In the 
thirteen by Peter the Great are two 2 year 
olds. five 3 years olds, and two 4 year olds, 
while the Bingen list contains no 2 year olds, 


ority of Peter the Great, but there are others. 
As Bingen has no 2 year olds in his list, let us 
take his two 3 year olds—Senator Hale, 2:20, 
and Sir Bingen, 2:21%—and compare them 
with the fastest two of the five in Peter's list 
—Peter Wood, 2:19%, and Peter W., 2:20%. 

The average speed of the Bingen pairisa 
shade over 2:20%, while the Peters figure 
just 2:20. If a pair of 1008 2 year olds by 
Peter’ are compared with the best Bingen 
3 year olds the result ifgto still further em- 
phasize the superiority of Peter, as the rec- 
ords of Czarevna, 2:12%, and. Robert C., 
2:13%, average 2:13, as opposéd to the 2:20% 
of the Bingen 3 year olds. 


Peter the Great Excels. 

And to top it all is the fact that Peter the 
Great has one yearling, four 2 year olds, 
seven 3 vear olds, and two 4 year olds in his 
seventeen new 2:0 or better trotters, while 
Bingen, with a like number of new perform- 
ers, four of which are pacers, has no yearling. 
no 2 year olds, two 3 year olds. and one 4 
year old. 

Bingen had a champion 3 year old trotting 
mare (not a new performer) out this year in 
The Leading Lady, 2:07, but her recordisa 
‘tin cup” one, having been made against 
the watch. In races with other horses she 
won early in the season in 2:12% but was 
beaten at Columbus and Lexington, where 
the best of her age competed. She is ga 
phenomenally fast trotter, but does not seem 
to have all her speed ontapin races. Another 
world’s champion for Bingen this season was 
the 4 year old gelding Uhlan, 2:07%. Bingen 
is great, but Peter the Great outshines him 
a little, especially in getting colt speed of 
the: highest class. 


Bingen Blood Bréeds On. 

On the other hand, Bingen clearly leads in 
the matter of his blood breeding on, having 
to chis credit a remarkable sire in his dead 
son Todd, while Peter is minus such honors. 
Most students of the problems of heredity 
as applied to horsefiesh belleve that the 
Bingen blood will “carry” better than that 
of Peter the Great, and up to the present 
time all the facts are in their favor. 

Another prominent sire of the year is 
Zombro, son of McKinney, the last named 
unquestionably the greatest progenitor of 
trotting speed now alive. Zombro, himself 
colt trotter with a mark of 2:11, has, despite 
a considerable lack of opportunity as com- 
pared with Bingen and Peter the Great, 
shown himself the best son of McKinney; the 
potency of whose blood comes from a compi- 
nation of the Alcyone branch of the Wilkes 
family and that of Gov. Sprague, ae great 
colt tretter of thirty years ago. 


Sixteen for Zombro. 

Zombro has sixteen new performers for 
1908, and three of them are new 2:10 trotters 
of the highest class—Zomalto, 2:08%: The 
Zoo, 2:00; and San Francisco, 2:07%. Each 
of these horses has shown class as well as 
speed, and in the matter of size and con- 
formation they are above the average, The 
Zoo especially being one of the shapeliest 
Stallions the turf ever has seen. The three 
leading sires of the year trace direct in the 
maie line to three of the best sons of Rys- 
ayk’s Hambletonian, Peter the Great run- 
ning to Happy Medium, Bingen to Elec- 
tioneer, and Zombro to George Wilkes, so 
that in the matter of male line blood the 
honors are even. ;

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NEW TROUBLE FOR LATONIA 


Independence, Ky., Judge Orders 
Grand Jury to Investigate. 


FRAMING FOR COURT FIGHT. 


Lawyer for Racing Commission Files 
Answer to Track Petition. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 24.—[Specia!l.]—Trouble 
for the Latonia racetrack people sprung up 
in another quarter this afternoon. Judge W. 
McD. Shaw, holding court-at Independence, 
Ky, instructed the grand jury to investigate 
the racetrack muddle. 

The grand jury submitted its final report 
on routine business and asked to be dis- 
charged. The judge declined to do so, and 
in an address to the jury instructed the 
jurors to take up the question of betting 
at Latonia, telling them that there were 
reports of illegal betting at the track. 

‘In view of the conflict now on between 
the State racing commission and the La- 
tonia club,’ he said, “‘ the matter should be 
taken up and settied.”’ 

In closing his remarks to the jury he de- 
clared that gambling in the county should 
be suppressed. 

The racing tangle at Latonia wilt be sub- 
mitted to the Circuit court the latter part 
of next week, and an early decision on the 
knotty questions involved is expected soon 
after the case is argued. 

Today Judge McQuown, legal representa- 
tive of the state racing commission, prepared 
to answer the injunction plea of the race- 
track people. It is a general denial of the 
allegations of the petitioners. 
be .filed on Monday and the case set for 
argument later in the week. It will be 
heard by Judge Harbeson of the Circuit court 
of Kenton county, in which Latonia is lo- 
cated,

The big competitions of the 
year are over with the exception of the 
road races at Savannah at Thanksgiv- 
ing time, and the show does not come 
until February, sv -...wse looking for ex- 
citement will have to content themselves 
with reviewing the successes of 1908 and 
discounting the future. It may be there 
will be a contest for electric automobiles in 
the course of the next month or so, but that 
affair is im embryo as yet. 

Members of the Chicago Automobile club 
have their annual election Nov.'12 to con- 
sider and it may be there will be a members’ 
ticket in the fleld, although this is thought 
hardly probable, the Cobe régime having 
given universal satisfaction and most of the 
members desiring that it continue. It was 
not without considerable reluctance that Ira 
M, Cobe consented to the use of his name 
for the presidency. He has been at the helm 
so long now that he has been most anxious 
to retire; in fact, when he went out of town 
last week he told the nominating committee, 
J. T. Connery, C. E. Gregory, and W. G. 
Tennant, that he positively would not run. 
It took two telegrams and a letter to wring 
from him the permission to use his name 
and then it only came with the proviso “ Pro- 
viding it is absolutely necessary.”’ 

Present Regime to Rule. 

Evidently the nominating committee 
thought it was ‘“‘ absolutely necessary,”’ for 
no other name was considered, and when 
the ticket was announced on Friday it was 
discovered that nearly every one of the 
present régime was retained. The only ones 
left off were A. J. Banta, J. T. Leimert, and 
John Farson, while the new blood consists 
of F. W. Blocki, Harry Vissering, and Allan 
S. Ray, who are named for the directory. 
Burley B. Ayers trades places with Sidney 
S. Gorham, a Cirectorship for the job of 
secretary. J. F. Gunther and Claude Sey- 
mour keep their places as directors, while 
the head of the ticket starts off with Ira 
M. Cobe for president, T. J. Koehler as first 
vice president, T. J. Hyman as second vice, 
B. B. Ayers, secretary, and Charles E. Greg- 
ory, treasurer. | 

Before the regular ticket was announced 
Allan Jones was busy trying to stir up some 
excitement by placing a members’ ticket in 
the field. At first he had R. O. Evans slated 
for the presidency and then N. H. Van 
Sicklen, but since Friday nothing more has 
been heard from him. He has until Novy. 5, 
however, to make up his ticket in case he so 
desires. 

May Arrange Electric Event. 

Some action may be taken this week by 
David Beecroft. F. E. Edwards, and Berne 
Nadall, the technical committee of the Chi- 
cago Motor club, on the request of Frank 
Perley, sales manager of the Babcock com- 
pany, that the local organization promote a 
contest for electrics inside the next month. 
Mr. Perley has written the technical board 
asking it to frame up some sort of rules for 
the affair which can be submitted to the con- 
test committee for action. The technical 
board favors the ided@, but as yet has not given 
the mattér much thought. 

Such a contest would not attract a big field, 
its scope being necessarily limited because 
of the comparatively few manufacturers of 
this type of automobile. However, such an 
event is much desired by the trade, for as 
yet no promoting organization has attempted 
to run such an affair, the gasoline cars havy- 
ing had the right of way so far. It is prob- 
able, however, that five or six different makes 
would be attracted-the Babcock, Woods, 
Detroit, Columbus, Rausch & Lang, and 
Studebaker. Three of them—the Babcock, 
Columbus, and Detroit—already are pledged. 


Contest for Stock Cars. 


In the rough the idea of the committee is to 
put on a contest in which only stock cars 
can compete. It would extend over eight or 
ten days and the cars would be required to 
demonstrate not only their speed but mile- 
age possibilities as well. The mileage angle 
is the one in which the motoring public is 
most interested, for as yet no official report 
has been made on any of these rigs. With 
a Chicago Motor ciub hallmark on it the win- 
ner of such a contest would gain. considerable 
prestige, so the makers are pulling wires iv 
get the local organization to try the plan. 

An echo of the recent interclub team match 
between the Chicago Automobile club and the 
Chicago Athletic association bobbed up last 
week when the judges met and wiped out 
some of the penalties against the cherry cir- 
cle, which wonthecontest. Witt Cochrane of 
the C. A. A. wae given a perfect score for his 
Stoddard-Dayton roadster, it being shown 
that.the motor stop for whieh he was penal-:

“ Assuming that the queen does not fall, 
dummy should continue the hearts, and then 
throw the lead with a small diamond uniess 
B plays the knave or ten to the second dia- 
mond trick, as there is then hope that A held 
but four originally, in which event hemay be 
forced to lead up to the dealer’s king of 
clubs. Should it be evident that A held five 
diamonds, a club should be led and the king 
played, as the game cannot be won should A 
make three diamond tricks. 

“The whole play of this hand, however, 
rests upon the correct play of the heart suit 
as the best chance to provide a reéntry card 
in the dealer’s hand for the spade suit.’’ 

The deal is interesting, parficularly the 
manner in which the jack of hearts ismadea 
reéntry in the dealer’s hand. 

Undoubtedly, however, the play of leader 
at trick five was extremely bad. From the 
play of the ten of spades by pone at trick 
three leader could count dealer for four good 
spades remaining and it required no great 
discernment. to deduce the fact that dealer 
had succeeded in establishing a reéntry for 
himself in the heart suit. Leader, therefore, 
made it practically certain that dealer would 
secure eleven tricks when he led the queen 
of diamonds. 

Question of Good Bridge. 

The ace of clubs should have been led at 
trick five and the eight of clubs should have 
followed. As the cards lay this would not 
have affected the result a particle, but it 
would have been much better bridge. Asthe 
deal was played by leader, dealer would have 


secured eleven tricks even had pone held 3.

Deal Not Well Played. 

The deal, of course, was not well played by 
leader and pone, and although the latter 
made a frightful discard at trick pwelve, I 
am inclined to place the chief blame for the 
result upon his partner. 

In the first place, leader did not need to 
hurry with his king of spades, as dealer was 
marked with such an enormous spade hold- 
ing that it was practically certain he would 
continue the suit until the king was forced 
out, thus giving pone two discards. 

Had dealer, as is prebable, discarded a 
heart, pone would have discarded a diamond, 
asking for a heart lead. Having taken the 
second trick, however, and started the dia- 
mond suit, leader's discards were particularly 
bad. His first three discards should have 
been diamonds, in order that his partner 
would have no difficulty in knowing exactly 
how many dealer had in that suit. 

Pone, who fancied that he must certainty 
take two or three tricks at the close of the 
deal, was unabie to count the number of 
cards which had been played in the red suits 
at the end, simply because he did not begin 
to do so early enough inthedeal. Had leader, 
however, discarded three diamonds as soon 
as possible after one round of that suit had 
been taken it would have been much harder 
for pone to make the slip which he did.

It has been observable that the number of 
banks in a savings area, together with their 
availability for the convenience of depos- 
itors, has much to do with attracting de- 
positors. 

For example, in the southern states, with 
fifty-four savings banks, the average of 1,212 
depositors is the lowest in the United States, 
just as the $271.18 for each depositor is the 
lowest average for the country. In these 
states, however, there is no-such congestion 
of population as in the eastern states, where 
with only 206 savings banks the ‘average 
number of depositérs is 18,258 to each 
bank. With all these depositors, how- 
ever, the deposit average for this group ot 
states is $462.34, an average exceeded only 
by the Pacific coast states.

Crowded Populations Induce Saving. 

As showing how crowded populations in 
great cities not only invite the banking facil- 
ities for the small saver but how they are in- 
ducements for saving in the real sense, the 
showing for New York state may be cited. 
In that done state in 1907 were 186 savings 
banks, with 2,637,235 depositors and an aver- 
age of $508.72 to each account. 

By far the greater amount of these depos- 
its are in banks in New York county, where 
banks are easy of access to the population 
and kept open to meet the needs of the 
classes. More than this, however, is the 
fact that seventy-six of these savings banks 
in New York state pay 4 per cent intereston 
savings Geposita As showing how this aoc- 
écessibility of the banks and the 4 per cent 
rate affect the population, that state In 1907 
added $82,000,000 to its savings, an aggregate 
of $1,335.000,000—the record for all the states 
in the union. 

But to the economist who studies the fleld 
of the savings bank in the United States, it 
ts not so much how many people are savings 
bank depositors at such large averages. It 
is the question, Why does not a larger pro- 
portion of the population become converted 
to the savings bank habit? 

It is conceded that the American leads the 
world in the amount of his savings depos- 
its. Only the Canadian approaches him with 
an average deposit of $293.07. Hungary is 
next with an average of $239.84. Compared 
to these the $429.64 of the eae 
depositor is —

Where the United States fails, however, fs 
in the low percentage of all the population 
carrying savings accounts. With 8,588,811 
savings bank depositors in thiscountry. only 
about 10 per cent of the population is repre- 
sented in the savings institutions. In the

have savings accounts In postal and private 
banks, while Denmark leads Europe with 530 
per cent of its people as depositors. 

It is thie large percentage of the popula- 
tion investing in savings bank books which 
brings the per capita savings of all the peo- 
ple of the United States to a comparatively 
low figure. It is this which causes Denmark 
to lead the world with its $82.26 per capita.

Brings Bank to Door. 

In many of these foreign countries, where 
the per capita deposits are larger thanin the 
United States, the postal savings bank has 

nm the great educator of the people. In 
some of these countries the postman is the 
medium, if desired, bringing the bank to the 
depositor without the necessity of the de- 
positor’s walking toit. And in the observe- 
tion of the savings banker this convenience 
of the bank near at hand always is a potent 
factor in saving. 

There is a singular dearth of literature upon 
the savings bank question in the United 
States. Some of it is especiaily light and 
frivolous; some of it is more psychological and 
economic than enlightening to the average 
reader. But from whatever angle it hag been 
touched upon, the purpose of the writers has 
been to bring the savings bank to the atten- 
tion of more people. 

From some of the detailed matter reported 
by the controller of the currency the aver- 
age reader may draw some deductions for 
himself that are reasonable and significant. 

Looking for the type which saves through 
bank deposits at interest, one finde that the 
manufacturing states are most prolifie of 
him. In the District of Columbia, where at 
a glance one might expect the civil service 
employé to be well represented, the twelve 
banks of ‘the district show average deposits 

of only $170.08, the lowest in all the country, 
not even excepting North Carolina, 
* * 
Chicago Hasn't Saving Habit. . 

On the other band, Connecticut, as a man- 
ufacturing state and having only eighty- 
eight savings inetitutions, shows an average 
individual deposit of $476.06. The District of 
Columbia shows only 2,750 depositors to the 
pank, while Connecticut shows an average 
of 6000 each. The inference is that the de- 

partment clerk in Washington, resting secure 
under civil service and certain of his‘salary, 
is far less disposed to go to @ savings bank 
with his salary than is the wage earner in the 
Yankee factory. : 

It has been remarked by Chicago bankers 
that this city {s far less disposed to the sav- 


ings bank habit than is New York. Chicago 

has about 60 per cent of the population of 

New York and disburses more than half as 

much money in wages. But her savings de- 

posits are only one-eighth that of the eastern 
metropolis. Chicago has $150,000,000 depos- 
ited in savings institutions, when at the New 

York rate she should have §$1,200,000,000 in 

these banks. One banker, in asking what 6 

the matter with Chicago, anewers his own 

question by saying that Chicago has not 
been “ educated to the saving habit.” 

It will be recalled that eight or ten years 
ago Chicago followed the original example 
of France and introduced the penny savings 
bank to the public schools. The idea waa, 
that the child having a copper coin which he 
might otherwise spend idly could be induced 
to buy a stamp at that value, paste it upon a 
cumulative card, and finally it the value 
of the card in — 

a 
School Savings at Low Ebb. 

A few months ago the deposits from pupils 
in the echools passed the $1,000,000 mark. 
But in doing so it has come to the attention 
of the heads of the saving society that some- 
thing must be done to encourage the pupils 
of the schools if the whole scheme is not to 
fall to the ground. For several years chil- 
dren have been losing interest and the total 
savings at the present time are at a lew ebb. 

One deduction from this fact, applicable to 
all savings bank depositors, is that whatever 
the incentive to the depositor te open his 
bank account, that incentive must be kept 
before this average depositor. To the aver- 
age mind this setting aside of a portion of 
one’s income implies inevitably that he shall 
exercise self-comtrol. The untrained child, 
given a small coin, not only is ready to spend 
it for that which he wants but he is likely 
to study out something for which he may 
spend it, regardless of his desire for the thing 
itself. 

In a larger way the banker sizes up the in- 
clination of the average man with an income. 
He is ready to spend the money in hand far 
some real or fancied need of the immediate 
present, regardiess of what his actual needs 
in the ngar future may be. 

“ Often I have men come in here to the 
window, open their bank books, and ask, 
‘How much morey have I got?” said a 
teller of twenty years’ experience. “These 
men are average men, able to read and write, 
yet with the whole record of their banking 
trensactions before them they don’t know 
how much money is eae to their credit. 

. 
Rey To the Bank Book, 

Bi This is a disheartening condition te that 
extent. Let the savings bank depositor learn 
how to read his savings book. In one column 
he will find ‘ Deposits.’ in another column 
‘ Withdrawals,’ and in a third column his 
‘Balance’ will be entered in plain figures. 
Let him understand that this word ‘ balance’ 


indicates just how much money he has left 


after the ‘withdrawals’ have been sub- 
tracted from the sum of his ‘ deposits.’ To 


hoM a bank book and not know how much 

money it represents is for such a man to miss 

one of the keen incentives for saving.” 

In the opinion of the banker, too, the sig- 
nificance of these ‘ withdrawals’ is not un- 
derstood by the depositor as it should be. 
Money put in the savings bank should be 
money that the depositor will let alone. Let 
it He in bank if it is to earn interest on the 
principal. 

There is a clause in the bylaws of the 
savings institution which calls attention to 
the fact that money withdrawn from the 
savings account is “ subtracted from first 
deposits.” This is brought about by the man- 
ner of figuring interest, which calls for the 
accountant’s beginning at the bottom of the 
deposit entries in the passbook. The sig- 
nificance of the withdrawal, however, will 
be understood when it is stated that under 
this regulation the man who may have $1,000 
on deposit from the first of the year and who 
in Mayedeposits another $100, drawing that 
$100 out a week later, does not draw out 
the $100 which has been in bank a week, but 
draws out $100 from the $1,000 which has 
been on deposit for almost five months, 

& 
People Ignorant of Use. 

“Most people do not know how to use the 
savings bank, even when familiar with com- 
mercial banking, * gaid a veteran vice presi- 
dent of one of the large Chicago banks. “st 
may surprise you, but I have been a savings 
bank depositor for years. It is in this way: 
I know for a certainty that on some par- 
ticular date beyond the interest period of 
Jan. 1 or July 1 I shall have to meet a pay- 
ment of a fixed amount. I shall need to have 
this money on that date and I have to pre- 
pare for it. 

“To this end I go to’ a savings bank and 
either in one deposit or several deposits I 
put in this amount of money 48 S00n as con- 
yenient. It may be five months before I need 
it for the particular payment. But in every 
case I make it a point to let this money He 
in bank just as jong as possible before the 
interest period in order to avail myself of the 
interest on it.’ 

In many savings banks, however, the dis- 
position of the depositor is to withdraw 
money with the utmost disregard of interest 
accumulations. Some banks are afflicted 
especially with the “ Thank you” account, 
whereby the bank is made custodian of the 
monthly salary at the first of the month in 
order that the depositor may draw it ail out 
again before the month is gore.

If on the morning 
after the fire the assuring companies settle 
in full for the visible losses, how much has 
the company been damaged? 

Of first consideration. perhaps. is the 
enormous payroll of the concern. If most of 
the mechanical work of the plant has been 
gone by piece workers, still the necessary 
force of cGirecting employés on salary is a 
problem. The determination of the owners 
is to sta*t up anew. Tried and proved em- 
ployés must be retained while the work of 
rehabilitation goes on, They must be paid. 
even if they are to do no more than wait. 
Settiement of some kind must be made with 
contractors who have been supplying raw 
materials from the hands of other thou- 
sands of workers. No matter what the 
clauses in contracts providing immunity in 
case of fires, strikes. arc acts of providence, 
every line of business affecting the welfare 
of the manufactory has been affected.

Not only coes the 
burned out firm liese all chance of profits 
from this work, but they are running a long 
chance of losing some cf their oldest and 
best customers of years’ standing. Some 
other plant may kave won these customers 
over before the ruined estabiishment is run- 
ning again. 

At the timé of the fire the manufacturing 
concern may have been carrying a blanket 
policy on the normal amount of materia, 
subject to fire lors. At the moment of the 
fire the unusual pressure of business may 
have brought this stock up to double the 
uttal value.. Thus the loss on materia: 
equals the amount of the policy itself.

# Stamp Thefts Are Checked, 


By linea EF. Haggerty. 


HE United States has followed at last 
the lead of the European nations and 
authorized the perforation of postage 
stamps with a view to the stopping of 
the theft of these articles from em- 
ployers by junior clerks and office boys. 


Few persons realize to what an extent ‘hese - 


thefts are committed or that big commer- 
clal houses suffer losses of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars morfthly through the thiev- 
ing of stamps. 

There are in Chicago alone over 400 men 
who make it their businees to purchaze 
stamps from clerks and others, and they 
have plied their trade witn such impunity 
that there is no record of a single one hav- 
ing been brought to jusiice. In fact, many 
of them boldly advertise that they will pur- 
chase uncanceled stamps, and although the 
authorities are well aware of the sources of 
the goods they buy they are unable to take 
any steps. 

The reason Iles in the fact that stamps are 
a form of property which is absolutely in- 
capable of identification, Aithough a bey 
may be seen to enter the- premises of a 

‘fence’ and sell stamps, and although the 
piace may be raided and thousands of col- 
lars fourd there, up to the present it has been 
impossible to identify the: goods as stolen 
and the receiver has snapped his fingers in 
the face of justice. 

Y t 
Perforation Protects the Owners. 

With the stamps verforated the whole sit- 
vation is changed. Each firm using a per- 
forating machine has his own device through 
which the stamps may be traced, and the 
man who buys them illegally can be arrested 
as a receiver of stolen property. 

What these thefts mean may be gathered 
from the fact that one big Chicago firm re- 
ported a loss through this leak of $0 in 
six months while another estimated that 
thefts of this kind cost it between $50 and 
$100 a month. That it is an extremely difmf.- 
cult matter to put any check upon the thieves 
is shown by the experience of one firm. 

This concern inaugurated an elaborate 
scheme of checking by which all stamps 
were igsued through the cashier's office, 
where there was first lodged a requisition 
stating the amount of mail being sent out 
and its character. In epite of all these pre- 


cautions a dishonest clerk secured hundre 
of dollars through the simple means of h

ing out all letters which were not of an ur- a 


gent nature.

there was discovered a box full of letters 
which never had been posted. 


Complaints from clients of the oe

Which he had suppressed, so he had merely 


filled several empty envelope boxes with 
them which had been presumed by the other 
employés to be occupied with Bnused en- 
velopes.

Practically every European country with 
the exception of Russia, France, and Nor- 
Way and Sweden have long since authorized 
the perforating of their stamps, which has 
been declared to be the only practical methed 
of checking the evil. It was not, however, 
until last May that the United States postal 
authorities consented to permit this device. 
This reluctant consent incidentally throws 
a curious light on the methods of the poat- 
office authorities. 

Sixteen years ago a Chicago firm which 
is «employed in the manufacture of per- 
foratirg machines applied to-the postmaster 
general for permission to perforate stamps. 
No ahswer was received to this letter, and 
the firm concluded that the request had been 
ignored or refused. Last April members of 
the firm were much astonishéd,to receive a 
reply to their sixteen year old letter. Néth- 
ing was sald about the long delay, but they 
were informed with all the solemnity of offf-. 
cial phraseolcgy that their request was about 
to be granted. The requisite order was issued 
May 4. 

The financial loss suffered by individuals 
and firms by the theft of stamps is, however, 
of minor importance compared to the moral 
damage inflicted on young boys just starting 
out in life and with their characteré sttil 
unformed The facility with which ‘the 
thefts could be carried on ard the small risk 
ef detection made it a terrible temptation to 
youths-who were only earning a few dollars 
a week and who were at an age at which 
moral inhibitions were not strong.

The train dispatcher can thus be informed 
and change his orders to prevent further 
catastrophes, while the division superintend- 
ent, because of the detailed information given 
him by some one right on the scene of the 
trouble, can issue clear and explicit orders 
for correcting the difficulty without having 
to wait until he has made a long run with the 
wrecking crew and sized up the situation, 

The wrecking trains also are provided with 
portable telephones, enabling the crew to 
keep in touch with the chief wrecker. The 
edvantages of such a system over the old 
practice of sending a train man back over 


-many miles of track to some telegraph sta- 


tion are easily apparent. A few minutes 
gained at such a crisis as a wreck may often 
mean life to the unfortunate victims of such 
a catastrophe. 

a a 


Same Methods as with Telegraph. 

‘In handling train orders by telephone the 
same general methods apply as with the 
telegraph, any nantes or figures occurring in 
the order being spelled out letter for letter. 
For instance: Engine 1389—one—three—eight 
—nine—and on single tracks the names of 
the stationg are spelled out. This is cone not 
only when the original order is given, but in 
all repetitions, thus avoiding even the slight- 
est chance of an error. The disp” ‘cher, in- 
stead of sending ‘the order and then writing 
it in his book on the first repetition, now 
copies the order in his book as he “ talks it 

off.” He thus gauges his speed to his abil- 
ity to write it down, so the recetving operator 
is not likely to be “ rushed ” beyond his abil- 
ity to make a legible copy. 

In repeating back the message the opera- 
tor follows the same rulés of spelling out 
the figures and names, and the ¢ispatcher 
underscores each word as he receives the re- 
peated order. In cases where the dispatcher 
gives the same order to four stations, his 
order book will show each word underscored 
four times. This system of checking orders, 
together with thé fact that much more de- 
tailed information can be given by using the 
telephone than by the telegraph, accounts 
for the popularity of the system. 

It takes about eight seconds to call each 
station by means of this system, which Is 
known as the selector system, this tnterval 
permitting the dispatcher while instructing 
one operator to prepare to take an order to 
call the second station, and while instructing 
the second operator, to call the third, the 
whole traneaction taking an average of 
twenty-four seconds. 

e 


are quite different. 

The equipment in the ¢ tcher’e office 
consists of a telephone set, ing a breast 
type of transmitter and the h type of re- 
ceiver. These appliances are furhished so 
that the dispatcher will be free to use both 
hands for writing orders or doing other work 
while he. is using or ready to use the tele 
phone. 

Each station is equipped with the regular 
telephone, but it is mounted on a special, 
swinging bracket, and is provided with a head 
receiver. 


The selective signaling device, by which 


any one station or any number of stations 
can be called up by the dispatcher without 
calling any of the others, consiets_of a case 
containing a row of thirty keys, one for each 
station, and a dial with a contact finger op- 


erated by clockwork. By pressing a button } 


the dispatcher can send an electrical impulse 
over the Mne, which will start al) these clock- 
works In motion and move the contact fingers 
over each dia) at the same time. 

Each dial has thirty pegs in each half of 
its circumference ,there being a peg for each 
station. As the contact fingers pass over the 


pegs, a circuit in the corresponding station | 


is closed through a relay. Whena station Is 
to be signaled an electrical impulse is sent 
over the line at the instant the contact finger 
passes the peg representing the proper sta- 
tion. This impulse operates the relay which 
closes a ringing circ The signa) bell con- 
tinues to ring until the operator answers his 
call and shuts it off. ; 
” ca 


Press Button for Signal. : 

This impulse is started at the proper in- 
stant by a similar dial in the dispatcher’s 
office by making contact with an electric cir- 
cuit at the game time that the contact finger 
passes that peg. 

When a station is to be called the dis- 
patcher presses the button indicating the 
station desired, and then presses the sfart- 
ing button, which yeleases all the clock- 
works. As the contact fingers move around 
on each dial the circuits are closed at the 
successive stations, but the relays are not 
operated, because there is no. electrica} 
pressure connected to the line at that time. 

However, when the contact finger pags 
the proper peg the impulse is sent over the 
line by the dial on the master clock and the 
relay is operated. 

Some of the advantages of train dispatching 
by telephone are: 

“The ease and rapidity of handling trains. 

Seléctive signaling of any or all stations. 

More detatied information of train move- 
ment possible. 

Shert intetval of time to signal stations. 


~’ Direct connection with trainmen when 


necessary. 

In case of accident to operator, any one 
can answer a telephone. 

Train .dispatcher can issue general orders 
to all stations at the same time when neces- 
sary. 

Increase in the safety of train operation. 

It is possible to arrange apparatus in su- 
perintendent’s office so that he can listen to 
actual work of the dispatcher and operators 
and check up any tendency to slackness.

Real Estate Like “Stocks”; Risks in Mortgaged Houses.

OES it pay to buy cheap, incumbered 
property for invesiment? 
Does it pay to buy a house on the 
installment plan—from $200 to $500 
down, and from $25 to $40 a montb 
for an almost endless number of months? 

One man who has tried it says it doesn’t 
pay. Another man says it does pay, if you 
know the tricks of the trade. Perhaps the 
two estimates are not so far apart, when the 
gaving exceptions are considered. 

“Tt ig as necessary to know what you are 
doing when you invest in real estate as when 
you play the stock market,” declares the 
man who says it doesn’t pay. “‘ Beware’ is 
writlen on nearly every house in many of 
the outlying districts opened up by the pro- 
moters. The proportions and general ar- 
rangements of the new houses are good, and 
the attention is thus drawn from the ma- 
terials used, and from the poor construction. 

“The inexperienced man is fleeced to a 


- finish, and there is no law to protect him,” 


continues the man bitterly. ‘“‘ Scrap lumber 


ts used, and ‘ seconds’ and ‘thirds’ in glass, 
plumbing, and fixtures in many cases. This 
means that.roofs, porches, and entrance to 
cellars are a constant expense. When the 
heat is turned on the woodwork goes on 
strike, and the open plumbing is so ‘ open * 
that it is on the floor in six months’ time.

Fleecing of the Inexperienced. 

“These houses are all incumbered, and 
the strong point is this, ‘that not much 
ready money is needed; that the income 
takes care of the mortgage and other ex- 
penses.’ 

“The man who buye cheap, incumbered 
property as an investment is taking more 
risks than the man who speculates in stocks 
and bonds on margin. Taxes, insurance, re-

“There is an endless expense under the 
heading of ‘ordinary wear and tear.”

** Real estate is a profession, and it is an 
expensive mistake to fall a victim to the 
fairy tales of men who merely build cheap 
houses to unload them on the Inexperienced- 
buyer. Too often shrewd men, with good 
judgment in their own business affairs, will 
yield to the persuasive allurements of the 
real estate broker who figures—on paper 
that hia pet investment will yield from 10 to 
15 per cent profit. The investor is victimized 
just as certainly as the man who sinks money 
in a doubtful mining project.

All things seem to have worked together 
this season for the perfect appearance of the 
young girl. The fail and winter styles have 
never been more perfectly fitted to Her 
charms. Fashions of other seasons have 
combined happily with the extreme styles 
of this year and have been modified for the 
girl in her predébutantehood into costumes 
engaging indeed.

Jumper Dress National Institution. 

The Jumper drese is said to have come to 
stay, and it seems to have become as defi- 
nitely established ag our natiomal institu- 
tions. Instead of appearing in all manner 
of costumes, however, as it did a season or 
two ago, it now is restricted more to the out- 
ing end the school costumes. It is seen, to 
be sure, in the tailor made dresses for young 
giris, but has little influence on the more 
formal dresses of the day. That other old 
friend, the kimono style, now is traceable 
principally in the sleeves of capes, jumper 
Gresses occasionally, and once in a while of 
coats, 

But to mention what is rather than what is 
not commanding attention. The one piece 
costume is worn to the exclusion of almost 
all other models by young girls. In nine 
cases out of ten it is made with an empir 
back, a long. waisted effect in front, girdled 
in according to the conventional manner of 
the ordinary bodice, and it has long sleeves.

Then there is another attractive dress for 
school and morning wear of black panama 
cloth and braided in black.

Yet 
another one for the same occasions which 
combines practicality with a certain youth- 
ful charm is made of challie, black in its 
foundations and heavily dotted in white. It 
comes with plaited and with gored skirts 
both. More practical costumes can scarcely 
be imagined for practical purposes than 


' these. Another attractive one for the same 


occasions is military in effect, still, however, 
keeping to the jumper style. It comes in all 
colors and is made with a gored skirt. The 
ornamentation consists in gold buttons and 
narrow soutache braid. All of these cos- 
tumes are suitable for young girls between 
the ages of 15 and 18 years. 

The school costume represénted in the cut 
is one of the celebrated ‘‘ sofority ”’ style. 
It is made of black, with a high rolled col- 
lar and a sailor tie.

Coats for School hes, Long. 


The coats to be worn with the schoo) and 
euting costumes are sensible to a degree. 
They are long and they fitthe figure. Ueu- 
ally they have high collars of satin, some of 
them black and others of colors different 
from any appearing elsewhere on the gar- 
ment, An attractive coat fora young woman 
is of the new and fashionable taupe shape, or 
rather a sort of modified taupe or taupe mix- 
ture, trimmed in black. It has a high satin 
collar of the turnover style trimmed in green 
and gold pipings. It is made with large 
revers. 

Then, on the other hand, right beside this 
coat is another one made entirely without 
this last most distinguishing mark. No 
revers whatever are visible on it. It is blue 
and is made in semi-fitted style, with large 
flapped pockets. It also is piped in green. 

Following the general models of the dresses 
made fom school and the rough wear of 
stormy mornings, a number of afternoon 
gowns have been modeled for young giris. 
Like ai} the other costumes of the day, they 
keep to the one piece style and the empire 
back, but are more elaborate than those for 
school. One of these is of gray broadcloth, 
made with a “V” effect starting at the 
throat and narrowing tothe waist line, witha 
“filling * in this space of something which 
looks like flowered cretonne, following the 
recent rage for cretonne outfits.

Another of these dresses for afternoon wear 
is of green Panama cloth, also made with a 
“VY " effect in the waist, the filling of which 
is of lace and insertion. The sleeves in this 
Hkewise are long and shirred, 

Them another Httle costume suitable for 
afternoon wear is shown im the accompany- 
ing cut. It consists of canary colored bread- 
cloth, with the “ V”’ front decorated with 
net and inserting and piped with black satin. 
It hae the short sleeve, with the same piping 
and an undersieeve, close fitting, of the same 
material as that in the * V.” Buttons are a 
conspicuous part of the ornamentation of 
this frock, and they appear in groups of two 
on the waist as well.as down the length of 
the skirt—directoire fashion. 

The above costumes, all of which, dy .the 
way, come in the gored and the plaited skirts, 
are suitable’for girls frém 15 to 18, inclusive.

Keep Food for Wi baie 


There are many things at tHis time of the 
year that can be stored away for winter use, 
and with a little knewledge a number of 

fresh fruits and vegetables can be kept dur- 
ing the winter months and will be hailed with 
delight by the entire family. 

Procure perfect bunches of grapes, put each 
into a paper sack, tie tightly at stem, and 
hang in a dry, cool place in cellar. and you 
Will have delicious grapes many months after 
they are off the market. 

Select firm green tomatoes, cutting them 
from vine about one’inch from tomato, wipe 
ary, and wrap each tomato separately in 
browh paper. Pack in wooden box and Pace 
in a dark, cool corner of vegetable cellar. 
These will ripen beautifully. 

In packing celery that will keep until spring 
select good, crisp stalks amd bury in black 
earth in a cool corner of the cellar. Be sure 
to cover celery entirely with earth, and 
after taking out what you need each day 
cover remainder well, You will be surprised 
at the white, crisp celery you will have all 
winter when it is impoggible to buy it. 

Apples are much cheaper now than the 
winter fruit. Sulphured apples are like fresh 
ones and will ke€p all year. In a wooden tub 
lay three gallons of pared and quartered 
apples. On a saucer in the center of tub 
place a redhot coal the size of an egg and 
sprinkle a teaspoonful of sulphwr over coal. 
Cover tub quickly with heavy blankets and 
l@t stand one-half hour. Pack apples in 
stone jar and tie paper on top.

When perfectly clean rinse 
through a solution of half water and half

In drying 
squeeze water out of hair with hands, then 
have two people shake it.. Now put sheet 
over two Mnes and pin rug to sheet, leaving 
hair hang Gown; dry in-open air, comb lightly 
only on extreme edge.

with perhaps the addition of an embroidered 
initial or small monogram, a tucked or lace 
edged ruffle for the drawers, and something 
not too elaborate for night dresses. The hand 
embroidered scallops also make a pretty 
finish for lingerie, in which case no lace need 
be used. Thereis a refinement and daintinegs 
about underwear of this class—when the ma- 
\erlals and work are fine—that the more elab- 
orzte and poorly made clothes entirely lack. 

Ore other important point the woman who 
does ail these things for herself will never 
overlotk is the proper care of her clothes. 
Nothing'‘® ever put away that is not in order, 
ready to te put on at a moment's notice. Keven 
if she hag leave it on her table for several! 
days before getting time to attend to it, it 
will receive nore prompt attention than if it 
were put awaytrusting to luck to find time. 
Waists and suits are always well brushed and 
aired before puttiig away, and about once a 
month the suit which has pretty constant 
wear Is sent to @ tailors to be sponged and 
pressed.

How many women make good buttonholes’? 
In the present day, when beautiful hand work 
is becoming more and more appreciated, no 
one part of it needs more attention than mak- 
ing fine buttonholes, bothgplain and tailored; 
making eyelets, bund loops, ind the sewing 
on of buttons, hooks, and eyes. 

A buttonmhole must always be cut exactly 
on the warp for length threads) or woof 
(or cross threads) of the material. The dis- 
tance in from the edge depends on the gar- 


ment. In a shirt waist they should be mede 
up and down and ail around, and are cuf 
exactly in the middie of the plait,~dn any 
ordinary waist where the backs are hemmed 
and the hem usually measures from three- 
quarters to am inch in width, small buttons 
are used, ang the buttonholes are cut across 
the width, leaving an even margin either side. 
These buttonholes are usualiy barred across 
the back end and are three-quarters or one 
inch apart. In coats the front edge of Ahe 
buttonhole is usually about one-half inch 
from the edge. For a flat button the button- 
hole should be ‘cut the size of the width of 
the button. For round or bell shaped buttons 
they should be cut one and one-half the 
width of the button. 

The buttonhole must never be held on the 
end of the finger, as it stretches !t badly, but 
it should be held between the thumb and fore- 
finger, so that the hole comes just below the 
top of the side of the forefinger. The first 
thing to do after cutting is to overcast from 
the wrong side amy im as fine atitches as pos- 
sible. When ready to work hold the front 
edge of the buttonhole toward you, run the 
needle into the material near the edge of the 
hole and teward you for several stitches, 90 
eas to secure the thread; then, working from 
right to left, put the needle into the cloth 4 
fraction of am inch below the cut edge and 
close to the back end, bring the needle half 
way through, take the two threads at the 
eye of the needle, and bring them toward you 
at the right of the needle and under the 
point from you, drawing the needle through 
and making a knot or pur! at the exact edge 
ef the buttonhole. Continue in this way, 


Jeaving one thread of the material between 


each stitch and making each stitch lle flat 
ana even. When the front end of the button- 


hole ie reached the stitches mast radiate 


around the end perfectly.. They are not taken 
fartper apart, but the purls lie closer togeth- 
er. although they must not overlap. 

When the buttonhole is worked around both 
ends and is finished stick the needie through 
tothe Wrong side and run two or three small 
stitches under the place where the buttonhele 
is worked. Then os = thread off,

Being assured that the 
garment is clean, the clothes are rinsed 
through two clear waters, anda third to which 
some bluing has been added. Care must be 
taken to prevent the use of too much bluing, 
Since it will then color, not merely whiten the 
clothes. One home laundress thus tempo- 
rarily dyed a pair of white silk gloves. The 
color, a delicate blue, lasted through two 
more washings. Where but few garments are 
Gone at a time the hands should be strong 
enough to wring them reasonably dry. The 
better they are wrung the quicker they will 
dry.

Methods in Ironing. 


Thin muslin lingerie waists may be starched 
and ironed at once without drying otherwise 
than with the iron. The starch is made by 
simply dissolving a little in lukewarm wa- 
ter and dipping the garment into it, wring- 
ing it out at once, and rolling it up in a dry 
,owel or cloth. In ten minutes it is ready to 
iron. A bit of paraffin wax, which comes 
ready for this purpose, should be rubbed over 
the hot iron to prevent the starch sticking to 
its surface, but the irons must be clean be- 
fore heating. When heated direetly over the 
flame of the gas they are apt to be smoked, 
hence several thicknesses of newspaper may 
be on the table or floor to clean off this 
soot, and the iron run over a clean paper 
after waxing. 

The cuffs and sleeves of a shirtwaist are 
ironed first, then the collar, and lastly, the 
body.

If the board 
selected is fairly large it can be used for 
almgst any other garment, but a sheet folded 
to a quarter of the full size will pad a table 
for larger articles, thus expediting the work. 

A person who is naturally neat and deft will 
be able to accomplish most of her own laun- 
dry work at a great saving. She can also 
freshen mussed garments by pressing them 
as needed, which keeps them clean longer. 
Such an outfit is found useful for many pur- 
poses. Cloth garments are readily mended 
by using a rubber tissue which requires a 
warm iron to melt, thus forming a cement to 
fix an invisible patch underneath without 
sewing. In fact, any mended article is raw 
and unfinished. without pressing.

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S beautiful as a young Greek,” is the high- 
est praise the world has found for beauty. 

But the Greek ideal of beauty is not 
the modern ideal. Every epoch has evolved 
its own type of loveliness, and in the 
twentieth century is the culmination of 
the tendency, born with Christianity, to 
admire and glorify the soul rather than 


the body. 
* So, at least, believes Prof. Harry Thurston Peck of 
Columbia university, who has written in divers times 
and places on the perennially new and charming subject 
of beauty. 

The Greek art expresses not so much the perfect 
face, the winsome face, the fascinating face, as the per- 
fect whole, a head well poised, a supple, exquisitely pro- 
‘pertioned body, clean cut limbs, and an impression of 

irile, vigorous life. The beauty is the beauty of pro- 
portion, 

The Romans ascribed more especially their beauty 
to women as a distinctive attribute. For them the 
masculine ideal was rugged strength rather, than grace 
and symmetry. They looked to women for the beauty 
which the Greeks sought @Gyually in both sexes. 

= 


Cleopaira Out of Contest. 

Prof. Peck finds little in the faces of the women of 
old Rome, as they appear in the sculptures, to show 
that any particular type of face was held to be more 
beautiful than another. Even Cleopatra would not have 
passed muster among a group of modern beavities. 

The later traditions represent the famous queen as 
@ miracle of loveliness. But Mr. Goringe has made an 
interesting composite of the likenesses of her on con- 
temporary coins, and these reveal little if any element 
of beauty-in the sensual, searching face which exerted 
an unaccountable fascination over Julius Cesar, the 
critical connoisseur, and Mark Antony, the fickle liber- 
tine. 

Perhaps the only Roman wo0man’s face that seems to 
show the modern cast of beauty is the face of Agrip- 
pina, wife of the ill fated Germanicus, the mother of 


Nero, shown in her celebrated statue as “seated in a 


chair, her feet stretched out on a tabouret, her head 
bent ‘slightly forward, imperiously beautiful, plotting 
crimes.” 

With the rise of Christian influence came a new 
civilization, undoubtedly rude, but at least a civiliza- 
tion that recognized the gentler virtues of charity and 
mercy, and a love in which the carnal was tempered 
and purified by the spiritual. 

A new conception of womanhood arose. Chivairy 
and knightly feeling for courtesy and generosity, rever- 
ence, deference, protection, were shown toward woman 
‘with the spread of the new cult. Partly thrqugh the 
institution of convents a sacred honor. for purity and 
chastity was instilled into the brutish minds of the 
dark ages.

Spiritual Qualities. Are Instilled. 

Faultiess regularity and well nigh masculine se- 
verity cease to appeal. Wistful, mystical, gentle, “ elo- 
quent of the higher plane to which woman has been 
raised,” are the faces of Christian art. 

In Botticelli, in Leonardo da Vinci are perfect and 
wonderful expressions of ideal loveliness, “made ra- 
diant by the soul, which is suffused throughout it in @ 
Slory that is half divine.” 

The modern tendency is to subordinate the purely 
physical to the intellectual,and emotional. At least, it 
is almost wholly in the face that the highest ideal of 
pure loveliness is supposed to lie. _ 

With the beauty of form is recognized the beauty of 
charm, wntil] it no longer is said that a face is beauti- 
ful because of its proportions, because of the regu- 
larity of its features, because of the coloring of its 
eyes or the disposition of its hair. The fleshly face is 


> @ sort of mask. We look behind it and find radiating 


*- 


through its transparént veils the psychic qualities that 
appeal to our individual temperaments. 

One face appeals in the beauty of piquancy, full of 
archnhess and unspoken raillery; another appeals with 
pensive wistfulness touched with melancholy; and still 
another appeals with the imscrutable quality of her 
expression which always contains a mystery. In other 
words, “now that the ideal of beauty has been rele- 
@ated to a surt of esthetic individualism, there cannot 
properly be said to exist a standard of any sort to which 
@ last appeal can be made with confidence.

Tests Are Too Subile. 

“The tests are now too subtle. For men's tastes are 
now so utterly conditionea and determined by their 
psychological qualities as to give us, instead of one, a 
thousand standards from the study of which no con- 
sistent and definite conclusions can be drawn. _ 

“These standards often contradict eachother and 
they are further confused by the fact than many persons 
whe fn other respects are quite “discriminating seem 


.wWneble to differentiate between the evanescent attraction 


of what is only prettiness and the long lived charm of 
real beauty.” 

Cora Livingston, a renowned petie Sr the nineteenth 
eentury, well exemplifies this theory. She was born in 
New Orleans, the “Little Paris of America,” in 1806 
and had a national reputation as a brilliant belle. Yet 
her mother described her as not a beauty, not a genius, 


‘but a good and affectionate child. And Josiah Quincy, 


the ubiquitous beau, declared that she was not hand- 
some, while he admitted that undoubtedly she was the 
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greatest belle in the United States. “She has a fine 
figure, a pretty face, dances well, and drésses' to ad- 
miration. ‘Surely never lighted on this orb, which 
she hardly seemed to touch, a more delightful vision.*” 
Of another American belle, the late Mrs. Jessie Ben- 
ton Fremont, her future husband, when meeting her for 
the first time, related that she produced in his mind 
“the effect of a rose of rare color. Her beauty was 
made up largely of mind expressed in the face.” 
Nevertheless America and modern life are not at all 
wanting in beauties of classical regularity of feature. 
Mary Victoria Leiter, who became vicereine of In- 
dia. Baroness Curzon of Kedleston, and Jennie Jerome, 
who became Lady Randolph Churchill, are only two 
of the most illustrious handsome women who are beau- 
+ in feature and psychic charm.

Venus and Helen of classic conception shows that the 
crown of beauty must be given to the moderns. 

The beauty of Mrs. Hazel Martyn Trudeau and Lady 
Curson shows something of a spiritual and intellectual 
richness which the ancients lacked. 

Types of beauty change from century to. century, 
and the change is to the credit of the woman of today. 
Countess Patoka, the duchess of Devonshire, and Mme. 
Recamier were famous beauties of a previous age, but 
they do not show that pensive tenderness and grace 
geen in the faces of the modern beauty. 

As the race progresses in good living and high think- 
ing, it is reasonable to suppose soul and body will grow 
ever lovelier, expressing a more magnificent. beauty 
than any hitherto. known. 
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T WAS Lombroso, was it not, who said 
that a genius is one who has brain 
storms? 

The two great brain storm Centers of 
the world have been located. One is down 
in the wilds of Surrey, in #ngland. The 
“ather, of course, is Lafayette, Ind.—but 
not in the wilds. In these two spots 

genius Hourishes in a remarkable and inexplicable man- 
ner, 

No one“thows the how and the why of Genius... One 
might be able to tell why they have beans in Bos- 
ton and linen collars in Troy, or even why they make 
beer ih Milbwauvkee—but one cannot even guess why 
Conan Doyle should find the greatest inspiration for his 
Sherlock Holmes stories in Surrey. Thé same air that 
blows over the hills of Surrey is wafted across the 
felds of Kent and the .woods of Sussex. A chemical 
analysis doesn't show any difference in the drinking 
water. 

Yet Anthony Hope, Arthur Wing Pinero, Conan 

Doyle, Henry Arthur Jones, the Williamsons, and other 
famous literary men of England cluster in that one 
little corner in Surrey as if there was no other place in 
all Britain where plots could be worked out in melo- 
dious words. 
* |) Likewise Lafayette. Why should that be the fa- 
vored spot in all the favored state of Indiana? Why 
should Lafayette any more than Kokomo give the world 
the MeCutcheons and furnish inspiration to a George 
Ade, @ Booth ante csesseu * or - Evaleen Stein? 


‘ What Is  ens's Subile Spirit? | 
"Paul Wiistach, biographer of Richard Mansfield and 
himself a Lafayette literary- light, says there is some 
subtle spirit that hevers over the Purdue university 
town that makes people want to write books. Even the 
ciiiidfén there lisp im verses at their play, and the 
average essayist er the minor poet who would be a 
eplebrity if he lived in Janesville, Wis., or St. Jo., Mo., 
ig no more regarded than a-dry goods clerk in Lafay- 
ette: You have to be a top notcher to attract attention 
in that tewn, and if it regards your work as full of 
merit the less critical world is sure to hail you as a 
genius. 

Wilstach declares that even those fantous Indianians 
who wWefe not born and raised in Lafayette got their 
inspiration there. It is doubtful if Gen. Lew Wallace, 
whose home was in Crawfordsville, ever would have 
written “Ben-Hur” had he not at one time, many years 
ago, had a law office at Lafayette and breathed that 
inspited air long enough to get literary ambition in its 
mest effective form. It is not knowp definitely but 
there is reason to believe that all the ‘members of the 
famous literary school of Indiana either spent some 
time in Lafayette or got in the way of the wind freshly 
blown from that town. 

Perhaps there is some psychic kinship between La- 
fayette and Surrey. One sees no reason why the two 
places should not even be affinities and have their vi- 
britions keyed in harmony, even though half a world 
ies bet ween. 


Surrey Ahead Oe Point in Age. 

Surrey is older than Lafayette and consequently has 
been famous for a longer time. George Eliot once lived 
in the same parish that now contains Anthony Hope. 
The Tennygon home, where the poet spent the most 
gloriou# and productive part of his life, is now inhab- 
ited by. fis son, Lord Tennyson. Prof. Tyndall lived in 
the: same neighborhood and died there in 1893. Grant 
Allen also was one of the famous group of Surreyites. 
George Bernard Shaw spends some of his time every 
year in’ Surrey, and there is good reason to think his 
geriius is of Surrey origin rather than from London or 
Ireland. 

“They are not all geniuses—that is, not all are great 
getiiuses—in Surrey any more than in Lafayette. There 
are 4 few country squires and merry villagers in the 
brain storm center of England, just to add variety to 
thé faniecape. A recent visitor to that part of England 
detiares, however, that you cannot walk down a coun- 
trv or stroll along a woodland path without bump- 
ing } a mah who has written a book or made a play. 

ven the actors have gathered there. William 
Faversham and his wife, Julie Opp, @well in the old 
manor house near Witley, and live a simple and whole- 
some country. life between seasons in company with 
their distinguished neighbors.

Historic House of the Favershams. 
This house of the Favershams is one of historic and 
especialiy of literary interest. The poet Le Gallienne 


formerly lived here, and the golden book “An Old * 


Country House” was written here. It was of his own 
garden that he wrote: 

“Perhaps fo word of six ietters concentrates so 
much of human satisfaction as -the word garden. Not 
accidentally, indeed, did the inspired writer make para- 
dise a garden, And still today when a man has found 


all the rest of the world vanity he retires to his gar-~“ 


den.” 

The house is of early Elizabethan architecture, with 
Georgian wings added, and is known as “the old manor 
house.” It is three miles from the railroad station, 
Witte}, and here in the same garden of which Le Gal- 
liewhe wrote when they are at home the Favershams 
foregather with the Anthony Hopes, the Ainleys, the 
Robertsons, the Williamsons, and their other distin- 
guished neighbors to drink tea, to gossip, perhaps to 
play ecroquet,.far from the haunts of society-and the 
noises of the town. 

“It ie in the garden, under the rose anxbors, on a Sat- 
urday afternoon in summer tHat our friends assemble,” 
save Julie Opp. “Ethel Barrymore is there in a laven- 
der crepe gown, with a face as. beautiful under her 
violet hat as any stage picture ever has given her. 
Badminton is with Anthony Hope, while the, haunting 
‘Dick Header’—fForbes Robertson-—of Kipling’s ‘ Light 
That Failed’ talks foreign politics with Spencer BHaddy, 
one of the American attachés, Gertrude Elliott, Mr. and 

Mrs. Harry Ainley, and Harrison Rhodes. 


VER since the first woman in the world 
took the tail feathers out of the bird 
Which her husband killed for dinner and 
stuck them in her hair and heard his ex- 
clamation of “ How lovely that makes you 
look, my dear.” the daughters of earth 
have been adorning their heads with 
phimes. 

And mo matter how tender hearted the women are, 
nor how much they exclaim, “O,. the poor thing,” at 
the sight of the dead birds, they are ready to follow 
the fashion. They are sorry for the slaughtered birds, 
but they must have plumes for their hats. 


Laws haye been passed by parliaments and legisla- 
tures, Audpbon societies have framed resolutions, but 
still the birds are being killed. Queey Alexandra of 
England is the latest great personage to protest against 
the slaughter of birds. The milliners and society 
women of Hngland are excited over the position she 
has taken, buf it isn’t at all Sikely that they will fol- 
low her suggestion. S 

Every sort and size of+ feathered creature, from 
the ostrich to the hummingbird, has fallen a victim 
to woman's love of adornméent—to her vanity, ag some 
say—while others call it a commendable desire to 
enhance her beauty. 

These stately and interesting birds, the herdns. have 
heen among the worst sufferers, because their plumage 
is beauitful and easily made into commercial hat trim- 
ming. 

The aigrette is made from the feathers taken from 
the back of the white egret, which is one of the heron 
family. These feathers, common to both sexes, grow 
Only at the time of year when the egrets are nesting 
and breeding. To obtain them, therefore, the birds 
‘must be killed when they are breeding. The egret is 
shot, the few coveted feathers are taken from its back, 
and the youngsters are left without parental care. 
Since there are no orphan asylums in birdland, ‘the little 
egrets inevitably perish of starvation. 

‘hus for each aigrette, many egrets are massacred, 
“or left to perish miserably. One bird produces only one- 
sixth of an ounce of plume feathers. 

Mr. Job, an American ornithologist, describes a visit 
to the egret heronries of Florida, which is one of the 
few spots where the birds have survived. He finds 
that the traffic in millinery has almost exterminated 
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“Sometimes these and sometimes others,” she con- 
tinues, “play and talk in. this walled garden, centuries 
old, with trees a thousand years old. There, too, is my 
latest venture in gardening, a large bed of. exquisite 
standard roses, with a carpet of: white pansies, while 


Close to the back of the house are flaming beds of nas- 


turtium. The weather beaten sun dial, redolent of the 
lords and ladies of yesteryear, broods over its present 
day setting like a white ghost.”’ 

Mr. Faversham cares more for the fields than for 
the garden. He takes to English country life like an 
old squire, and looks after the trops and the stock with 
as much care as if farming were a business with him 


_inetead of a relaxation. 


He is not above working himself, if the occasion 
calls for it, and he looks quite natural pitching hay in 
the picture shown herewith.

In short, it will mean a greater revolution in 
our habits and modes of thought than was wrought by 
the invention of gunpowder or printing.

lis Wonderful. Possibilities. 

It is difficult to exaggerate the enormous changes 
which will be wrought by such an invention as that of 
M. Armengaud. In the first. place, it will add so tre- 
mendously “to our knowledge of our neighbors and 
their ives that a final blow will be dealt the reign of 
misrepresentation and misunderstanding that for so 
many centuries has been the cause of innumerable wars 
and national misunderstandings, which were as absurd 
as they were pernicious. The Frencnman cannot pos- 
sibly believe that the Englishman eats babies and selis 
his wives in public markets when he can go into the 
theater and watch the daily lives of his neighbors and 
hear him carry on his. dally affairs identically . the 
same as if he were sitting in a window in London. 
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The .Englishman, on the. other hand, *will have an 
equally thorough. understanding of his ancient enemy 
and will no longer think of him.as a sort of hysterical 
fréak who spends his time grubbing for snakes and 
frogs and finds his amusement in cursing la perfide 
Albion. 

Some of the possibilities of this invention are 
terrible to contemplate. For instance, if M. Armen- 
gaud had had-his machine perfected at the time of 
the San Francisco disaster and one of these machines 
had been installed on the top of Nob hill the people 
of Chicago might have followed that awful cataclysm 
in all its accumulated horrors as if they themselves 
were on the heights looking down at the doomed 
city.

A possibility even more fraught with horror is 
the thought that if a great wal should occur those 
who were left behind would be able to watch the 
battles as they took place, and in comfort and secur- 
ity, physically at least, they would see the defenders 
of their homes and country swept out of existence. 
They would hear their cries and see their sufferings 
without. being able to: raise a hand to succor or 
breathe a word to console. The invention assumes 
a diabolical aspect from: this point of view. Mothers, 
wives, and sweethearts, sitting in a cushioned theater 
chair, would watch their loved ones die, or, even 
worse, would see them lying despérately wounded on 
some bloody battlefield, with the knowledge that no 
aid could reach them. It seems highly possible that 
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a few such sights brought home to the noncombatants 
would quickly arouse such a storm of feeling that war 
would be abolished by the overwhelming vote of the 
civilized world. . 

So satisfied is the inventor of the correctness of 
his hypotheses that~he has even gone so far as to 
predict a startling advance in his invention, which 
will make its claims even more incredible than they 
already are. He declares that it is only one step 
further to attach an X-ray device which will give the 
machine the power to transmit sights and scenes 
through any opaque mass.

Secrecy Would Be Impossible. 

Imagination falters at what this means. In the 
first place it implies the absolute destruction of all 
privacy. It will mean that men will have to live 
their lives in the full glare of publicity, and that a 
house will simply be of use as a protection from the 
weather. Such a condition seems intolerable, but it 
would at least have its beneficial . results. : 

Secrecy is of course a primary necessity in the 
ease of thieves, murderers, anarchists, and all other 
malefactors. An anarchist conspiracy, where every 
word and act of the conspirators was known to the 
police as soon as ever it was uttered or acted, would 
be an absurdity... The authorities would be in posses- 
sion of an all-seeing eye, which would pierce walls, 
traverse houses, and follow its object wherever he 
might try to hide himself throughout the world. At 
the same time an all-hearing ear would listen to every 
conversation and infalliby register’.every word that 
was uttered. Such testimony would be unimpeach- 
able and as incontrovertible as the laws of nature. 
Incidentally, trust magnates and others of that ilk 
would hesitate before’ indulging in any little confer- 
ences with legislators, when everything said on either 
side would be instantly In possession of the public. 
Possibly incorruptible legislatures would be one of the 
pleasant outcomes.

Among the transformations which M. Armengaud 
promises to bring about newspapers and theaters 
will be/affected most. The newspaper office of the 
future, as he sees it, will be really a theater where 
on an enormous screen the principal events of the 
world will be reprediticed, with phonographs giving 
the words of the actors. Who would care to read 
a description of the installation of a president or of a 
battle in Morocco when he could go and see the 
whole event portrayed in actuality before his eyes? 

In the same way, it is hardly probable that tm- 
aginary incidents reptesened by professional actors 
would be of absorbing interest when the audience 
could go across the street and watch the gentine 
tragedies and comedies of life in their momentary 
process of enfolding. The nickel moving picture show 
may be the nucleus of an institution which will 
beggar the gladiatorial shows of the Roman em- 
perors and tring our ancestors back from their graves 
in astonishment. 

M. Armengaud may be claiming too much. FEiven 
the -blasé ears of the modern world may well incline 
themselves dubiously at the relation of the wonders 
which he promises, but it is not well to be too incred- 
ulous. To a generation which has seen the perfecting 
of wireless telegraphy and the inception of the airship 
it is scarcely possible that there could be anything 
too marvelous to be belleved. 
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RE the people of Chicago as wide awake 
as they are credited with being? Having 
eyes, do they see? Do you know what 
your Office bullding looks like, or what 
color the roof is on your neighbor's cot- 
tage, or what kind of structure stands on 
| the northeast corner of the intersection of 
Randolph and Clark? Do you get any sort 
of a definite mental impression from the things you see 
every day in the year? The answer is in the negative 
nine times in ten. 

All over the world Chicagoans are famed for their 
wide awake view of life. They are supposed to see the 
Smallest chance to make money and to see through 
falsehood and pretense. But do they see the simple 
everyday things that lie under their eyes? 

Perhaps the fact that the hustling workers of Chi- 
cago are keeping their eyes open so steadily looking 
for the main chance may account for the fact that they 
know so little of their surroundings. They are ob- 
serving in one way, but they see Httle tn another. ff 


one doubts that the average Chicago man looks without 


seeing one need only ask him to describe the bullding 
he works in, or the flat he lives in, or the house of his 
next door neighbor. 7 ; 

Lack of interest may cause this unseeing sight. One 
deesn’t care what the office building looks like where 
@ne works, providing one knows what the cashier's 
window looks like. The appearance of one’s flat build- 
ing is of no Interest unless one has to £0 home in the 
dark and is afraid that he may make a grievous mis- 
take. As for the house of one’s next Goor neighbor, 
probably one doesn’t even know what the neighbor htm- 
self looks like. 


Get No Idea of Details. 
In a general way, perhaps, the average citizen of 
Chicago could describe buildings that -he is familiar 
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with, but the detalls would puggie him. He would not 
recognize many of the minor details of the building if 
they were pictured before him. 

Most péople go to work over the same route day 
after day, but it is the exceptional man who can de- 
scribe even a few of the bulidings he passes, not to 
speak of the details. If he thinks of the buildings he 
hurries by on his way to work a small number will 
stand out fromm the rest of the crowd. Mrs. O'Leary 
may have had her washing out on the line this morn- 
ing, and perhaps a red fall flannel skirt caught his at- 
tention. Then he may remember what Mrs. O’Lé@ary's 
roof looks like. ; 

On his way to work this morning Johnny, who 
travels on the Northwestern Elevated. noticed that 
there is a cemetery on the right hand side of the track 
just after leaving Wilson avenue.

Children See More than Their Elders. 


Generally a child will remember better than an older 
person when asked to describe something he knows.

such buildings in the néighborhood. 

His small boy, however, who had been downtown

“O, it has a front porch, and it is brown. and it has 
red blinds, and—and—why, you know what it looks 
like,” and he couldn't supply any more 4Getails of a 
house he passes by twice a day. 

The crowds of people who each day hang by their 
finger nails from thé car straps, step on each other's 
toes, and sit in each other's laps on their way in to 
work in the loop district know not that they spend 
thei? day surrounded by animals such as never roamed 
the fields of any country, unless it. were the lost con- 
tinent of Atlantis. 

These animais, although they are well behaved, roar 
not, neither do they rage, but look down upon us with 
sardonic grins or stern scowls. None of them ever has 
Ween known to bite or scratch. They believe in acting 
as good children. should, in being seen but not heard; 
but on account of the careless people who pass near 
them they are seldom seen. There are mighty dragons, 
and. centaurs, and gargoyles, and Strange, nameless 
creatures. They dwell in high circles, sometimes a few 
Stories above the street, but the hurrying crowd fails 
to note their peculiar beauty. 

In front of one of the buildings in the loop is a 
fierce looking dragon, who extends for a full three 
stories fram the tip of his tail t6 his fierce. open jaws. 
For twenty years or more, however, he has looked down 
On the pessing crowd without even growling at it once. 
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in front of a Chinese restaurant there is another 
tame beastie of a dragon. He is more of the oriental 
type and not the common or St. George variety. 

Many of these strange, nameless beasts rival in looks 
the procession of pink elephants with ostrich feathers 
that the candidate for Dunning knows so well. There 
are mixed birds that look as if their grandfather on 
their mother’s side were a German eagle, while their 
paternal parent belonged to a species of dinosaur. 

These details of the downtown buildings are many 
of them in plain sight and are looked at daily by the 
thousands of passersby who throng the streets, but few 
would recognize these decorations if a picture of them 
were called to their attention. 

The men who have decorated the buildings in the 
loop district were working for the benefit of the public. 
Whether these stone carvings and meta! workings are 
beautiful or ugly—or, as the irrepressible ‘layman 
would put it, whether they are beautiful or artistic—at 
least they were placed on the buildings for the sake of 
attracting the public gaze. They don’t bring inthe 
owner any more rent, and they neither heat the build- 
ing nor do janitor service, but the unseeing citizens 
never know they are there.

HE glory which is woman’s hair is par- 
taking of the glory which was Greece. For 
in the happiest and handsomest evolutions 
of the twentieth century coiffure, the old 
and lovely ideals of the ancient artistic 
Greek are rising to the crest of the fash- 
ion wave. You can see it on the stage, and 
you can see it gt the hair dresser’s and 

you can see it in illustrations for magazines and novels. 


‘And you can see it in the drawing room and especially 


can you find it, all purity and perfection, among the 
pages of the new fashion reviews which refiect so much 
of the esthetic elegance and.charm of ancient Athens 
and her lovely sister cities. ; 

There is a good deal said howadays about the simple 
life. And the new Grecian ideal in hair dressing simply 
is the way that the simple life expresses itself in a 
woman's fascinating tresses. However, it is an elaborate 
simplicity as formulated today. In the heroic days of 
the extremely ancient Greeks, there was little that we 
really would term hairdressing,“ although there was 
much poetry and beauty in their free flowing locks, fall- 
ing carelessly, unbound, in heavy masses over back and 
shoulders in picturesque disorder. 

The Greeks thought a low narrow forehead a mark 
of beauty, so‘in dressing the hair they had a tendency 
to push the hair forward over the brow in order to 
make the brow look smaller. Generally the front hair 
was either parted or else laid flat in semi-circles around 
the brow and temples. The single strand ran in even, 
wavy lines, parallel to the hair band; or sometimes little 
tufts of hair were drawn forward and each tuft twisted 
into a snail-like or button shaped curl, which curls then 
surmounted the forehead in several rows, one above the 
other like a wreath.

‘Fashion in Ancient Statuary 

This fashion was popular also with the men. By a 
combination of these two methods of arranging the 
front hair, an already rather com licated coMffure was 
created: Immediately tn front of the diadem a part of 
the hair, about two fingers’ breadth, lay in horizontal 
waves, and below these two rows of snall-shaped curls; 
or else the curls welled out immediately beneath the 
diadem, and were finished off with a border of smooth 
hair. This is a fashion that is seen often in the antique 
works of art. But the appearance is deceptive. For 
the original coloring of the statues is gone and it is easy 
to mistake the hair dressing for the gold plate orna- 
ment that was worn over the forehead, and which imi- 
tated the natural lines of the hair. Nevertheless this 
was an accepted fashion for wearing the hair as well as 
the ornament. 

Sometimes, instead of rolling up the locks of hair 
in front of the diadem into button like spiral curls, the 
separated strands were brought rathér far forward, and 
allowed to hang low down over the forehead where they 
ended in little curls, twisted into a spiral form. This 
style has something artificial and affected about it, es- 
pecially when combined with a careful treatment of the 
tresses falling over the breast, as, for example, in the 
well known statue in the Acropolis museum at Athens 
in which the tresses are twisted into the form of a 
. Pope. 

In the classical age the long front hair is parted in 
the middle and combed back on either side while the 
back hair is turned up at the nape of the neck and 
colled into a roll or twist. This style already is to be 
found in the sculptures of Olympia as well as in those 
of the Parthenon. A somewhat different form was that 
in which not only the back hair but also the front hair 
was drawn together into a roll, or the front hair was 
rolied over a band while the back hair flowed down un- 
bound. Sometimes hair nets were worn which enveloped 
the entire mass of hair. 


* * 
_ When Hair Was First Braided. 

Tn the fifth century they began to braid the hair. 
Two plaits, from the mase of hair growing thick around 
the temples, ran from the ears backward, crossed each 
other at the back of the neck and were then laid around 
the head like a little filet and knotted together above 
the middle of the forehead. These plaits served more 
as a fastening than a real disposition of the hair, as 
they were laid over the hair, combed back from the 
parting, pressing it firmly to the head. Particularly in 
Attica the two plaits began at the back of the neck, 
where they then separated on either side and bound up 
the colffure exactly like a hair ribbon. In the arrange- 
ment of the front hair there was a great deal of origi- 
mality and fancy corkscrew curis, small symmetrical 
enail-shaped curis sometimes combined with plaits down 
over the ears, or the front hair curled low over the 


forehead. The maidens of the Erechtheum wore a mass 
of curled hair which covered the temples and was then 
combed back and kept firm by braids. At the nape of 
the neck was another mass of: flowing hair tied at the 
shoulders with a ribbon, and, besides, two thick braids 
beginning behind the ears were drawn forward over the 
breast in the same manner as the stiff locks of the cen- 
tury before. 

The “melon” coiffure was loved of the great Greek 


Sculptors. The entire mass of hair was sepdrated into 


several portions running from the forehead straight 
back over the head, each portion being separately twisted 
and then arranged in locks running parallel. The Hel- 
lenic queens and Roman emperors and empresses af- 
fected this style, as well as many young gins. But the 
younger girls and youths never really left the free and 
easy mode of streaming hair, that at most was bound at 
the nape of the neck with ribbands. So long as Greece 
and Greeks lasted this beautiful fashion endured as 
distinctly popular. 


* 
How Bow Coiffure Evolved. 

One of the most picturesque of coiffures parted the 
hair above the center of the forehead, regard being had 
to the natural parting, and combed it back on either 
side. The front hair still fell partly over the temples 
and cheeks so that the ears were half concealed, and 
then united at the nape of the neck with the hair com- 
ing directly from the top of the head to form a knot. 
The whole coiffure was held together by two rather 
broad bands which crossed above the ears. The bands 
were pressed close to the head down into the hair letting 
it well out between them and lending a singularly loose 
@nd graceful effect to the whole. 

There was a distinctly interesting evolution of the 
“bow” colffure from simple beginnings to richly ex- 
Dansive culminations. The hair was parted in front and 
combed eimply back, save a heavy lock on either side 
which had escaped from the general procession to the 
knot at the nape of the neck. They go their own way 
running farther upwards. In the more advanced stage 
this separated hair crosses over the ribbon and runs 
almost parallel to the parting in waving long tresses. 

This charming style evolved into many delightful 
variations. The Three Graces in the Louvre are a bril- 
liant example of the rich possibilities which the hand- 
some women of the time found in it. Gradwally and 
surely, especially from the time of Alexander the Great, 
all hairdressing partook of more and more elaboration 
and artificiality. The women of the luxurious cities 
adorned themselves with the most costly raiment and 
bestowed much pains on the form and design of their 
coiffure. Poets and painters immortalized the beautiful 
ringlets of Queen Bernice. Lucian emphasises with 
charming eloquence the gracefully coiled locks of ele- 
gant girls and women. The later Greek epigrammatists 
revel in complimentary phrases inspired by the “ beauty 
which draws us with a single hair.” | 

Are the twentieth century girls going to wear their 
lovely locks with marvelous enough beauty to inspire 
our poets to immortalize hair fashions in verse?

In Viola Allen's beautiful home in New York

given over to her collection of books, which 
ie the result of years of collecting in this

Ibsen are my favor- 
ites.. His library walls are covered with pic- 
tures of scenes from many plays.

Much is written and spoken from time to 
time of the eccentricities and odd methodsof 
the writer, the playwright. 

None has excited more curiosity and interest 
in the work of creating and constructing 
than George M. Cohan, whose versatility 
marches side by side with his remarkable 
genius, and who not only writes the play 
but designs the costumes, composes the 
music, sets the lyrics, originates the scenic 
equipment, studies out the “ business,’” se- 
lects and trains the players, provides everv 
-@etail, ordinarily the work of at least half 
a dozen men. a 

How does he work? He doesn't know, and 
his intimate friends are willing to lay a good 
wager no one else knows.

He inquired and satisfied himself that they 
had not been really ready for the new mate- 
rial, only uneasy, but the time had arrived. 
The next morning the last act, fully written 
and annotated for “ business,” * cues,” etc., 
was placed in the hands of the stage man- 
ager and Mr. Cohan was on hand to direct 
everything. And it was no garbled and hur- 
ried manuscript and work, but as finished 
and carefully arranged as thouf$h he had 
slaved over it fora month. -

cept those which it is known beyond 4 
doubt Mr. Bryan will carry. It has not 
taken straw votes or the estimates of 


‘campaign committees, but has gone for 


information to the men who know. 

In the contingency of a sudden Bryan 
landslide this forecast would be vitiated. 
There are no symptoms of such a land- 
slide, and as Tue Trisune sees it now 
Mr. Taft, who needs only 242 electoral] 
votes, will get 295 to 188 for Mr. Bryan. 
It is possible that Mr. Taft may get 
more, for a slight allowance has been 
made where overenthusiasm was  sus- 
pected. Even if sufficient allowance 
should not have been made, it remains 
trne that Mr. Bryan cannot be elected 
without New York, while Mr. Taft can 
be, and that the possibility of his losing 
that state is a negligible quantity. 

Tue Trisune forecast of the election 
of house members is that the republicans 
wil elect 214 and the democrats 177, 
The majority would not be so large as in 
the present house, but it would be suffi- 
cient. An extremely large majority has 
its drawbacks. 

Possibly the republicans will fail to 
elect the governor of one and another im- 
The situation is so com- 
plex and uncertain that positive state- 
ments would be unwise. But if the na- 
tional election were to be held today Mr. 
Taft would be chosen president with a 
republican congress to work with him. 


GUARANTEEING DEPOSITS. 
~In today’s Trisune’ Representative 
Burton of Ohio states concisely some of 
the fatal objections to the bank deposit 
guaranty plan. He says: 

It imposes a_ regulation on bankers which would 
be absolutely fatal to success in any end every 
ajher Jine of business. It would ignore and ob- 
literate the difference between those who are 
worthy to be successful, those who are to be 
trusted, and those who are not ‘entirely to be 
trusted and not fully worthy to succeed. In addi- 
tion to this it would violate that cardinal prin- 
ciple of ail ~ business operations that tases 
must accompany responsibility.

the inevitable result of making all banks of bank- 
ers responsible for the losses of: others over whom 
they have no control would be an increase in the 
rate of interest which the banker must charge on 
loans and a diminished rate of interest to oeaey de- 
positor. 

It would harm legitimate business be- 
eause— 
money would go from localities where it ought to 
stay, would be taken away from legitimate enter- 
prises that are sound and sane, and sent to specu~ 
Jative: centers to be inv ested=and in’ many in- 
‘gtances to be lost. 


It would denioralize the banking busi- 
ness because ift the banker 


feels that the deposits of his bank will be repaid 
to bis depositors whether he manages the bank 
well or ill he wil] not renounce speculation, and 
he will be constantly opem to the temptations of 
recklessness and perhaps of dishonesty. 


Here are four cogent reasons which 
should .convince every bank depositor 
that the guaranty plan would harm him, 
his community, and the banks. Why 
should he vote to put in the White house 
a man who if he could’ would fasten 
that plan on} ithe country?

Sir Rennell Rodd’s presence in this country 
with Lady Rodd—they are staying at Wash- 
ington as guests of the postmaster general 
and Mrs, Meyer—must be my excuse for re- 
minding my readers of the fact described 
not many months ago in these columns, that 
he is one of the most brilliant members of the 
British diplomatic service and a poet and 
author of altogether exceptional talent. 

He has published at least half a dozen vol- 
umes of verse, as well as a monograph on Sir 
Walter Raleigh apd a remarkable work on 
the princes of Achaia, the meterial for which. 
he gathered while attached to the legation 
at Athens, . 

The.princes of Achaia were those Norman, 
Provencal, and English knights and nobles 
taking part in the various crusades who set- 
tled down in Greece, especially in the Morea, 
instead of returning home, building stately 
castles, according to the fashion then pre- 


‘vailing in the west of Europe, and thus trans- 


planting to the east the existence of the 
feudal barons of the occident. 

For two centuries they flourished and 
played an active réle in the affairs of that 
corner of the world, influencing local art and 
literature, but eventually they all died out. 

-°- 


None of their descencants are to be found 
in either Greece or Turkey, and while the 
picturesque ruins of their castles and strong- 
holds remain, their existence had been for- 
gotten alike by the people of the country, by 
students, and by novelists until Sir Rennell 
Rodd took the trouble to peer into this so 
long forgotten aftermath of the crusades and 
to bring to Hght one of the most fascinating 
romances of history. 

The book betrays an immense amount of 
resear as well as skill in choosing from 
the weanith of material at his disposal, in 


what may be described as an altogether 


virgin field. 

Sir Rennell has recently been appointed to 
the post of British ambassador at Rome, 
which carries with it a salary of some $40,000 
@ year, besides the possession of a palace 
in the Via Ventri Settembre, superbly fur- 
nished and equipped with everything neces- 
sary, imcluding a $30,000 service of silver 
plate, the embassy having moreover a large 
and beautiful garden. 

Sir Renneil, who headed a memorable mis- 
sion to the court of Abyssinia, and who was 
under fire during the insurrection at Zan- 
gibar, which culminated in his driving out 
the usurper and the establishment of the 
present sultan on the throne there, greatly 
distinguished himself at Oxford, where he 
carried off all sorts of things, including the 
Newdegate poem ire 


Lore Rosebery ssenues one of his warmest 
friends, and induced him to joim the diplo- 
matic service. He inaugurated his career in 
that profession as a member of the embassy 
of the late Lord Ampthill at Berlin, where he 
won the good will of Emperor and Empress 
Frederick to such an extent that after Unser 


Fritz’s death he was requested by the be-- 


reaved widow to write a biography of her 
husband. 
together sympathetic portrait of that un-~ 
happy monarch which has ever appeared, and 
was printed in four languages, the proceeds 
being devoted by Sir Re nnell to charities des- 
ignated by the empress. : 

This naturally served to attract the atten- 
tion not only of the English royal family but 
also of the other reigning houses of Europe, 
and indeed this book, as well-as his other 
writings, may be said to have ‘contributed 
quite as much as his clever diplomatic work, 
to his rapid advancement in the service. 

Particularly well favored himself, he is 
married toa pretty woman with a large for- 
tune, a Miss Guthrie of Craigie, in Forfar- 
shire, and it is intimated has been appointed 
to Rome at the request of the royal family, 
who learned to know and like both him an 
his wife when he was stationed there as 
councilor of the embassy.

The Hon. Cecil Napier, why ose suicide is re- 
ported from Wenchow, in Ch'na, is one of the 
younger sons of the extraordinarily numer- 
ous family-of the late field marshal, Lord 
Napier of Magdala, who was elevated to the 
peerage for his services as commander in 
chief of the British invasion of Abysvinia in 
1867, which ended in the storming of the 
Abyssinian stronghold of Magdala, and the 
self-inflicted death of Emperor Theodore.

VENTS are moving so repidly in the 
southeast of Europe, each day bring- 
ing its quota of new developments, 
that itis difficult to present ; bird’s- 
eye view of the actual sit yn. The

conflagration, the extent of which it ig im- 
possible to foretell Indeed, the present 
crisis in connection with the Balkans may 
be lwkened to the’state of affairs which ex-. 


ists when the air in the nefghborhood of 


some great powder magazine ie filled with 
myriads of sparks, any one of which is suf- 
ficient to precipitate an explosion. 

Under the circumstances, the best that can 
be done towards facilitating the understand- 
ing of the imbroglio, is to give here a brief 
sketch of some of the statesmen who as for- 
eign ministers of the great powers of the 


old world are just at present the most tmpor- 


version of the familiar old drama known. to 
our grandfathers 1d the name of the eastern 
question. 


Treating as a mere ° curtain raiser comedi- 
etta the assumption by Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia at Tirnovo of the kingly crown, which 
he ordered fifteen years ago froma jeweler 
at Munich, who exhibited it in his shop win- 
dow there, pending the settlement of his 
suit for acceptance of delivery and payment 
for the bauble, there is no doubt that the 
.princtpal réle in the play itself belongs to 
Baron Lexa von Aerenthal, who as minister 
of foreign affairs at Vienna is intrusted with 
the management of the international rela- 
tions of the dual empire. For it is he who by 
means of the announcement’*%of his sover- 
eign’s annexation of the provinces of Her- 
zegovina and Bosnia, in flagrant violation 
of the terms of the treaty of Berlin, may be 
said to have started the present Taker Ratan? 
crisis. 

At the time when he was sikeveail to suc- 
ceed Count Golouchowski as mfhbister of for- 


“two years ago, he was filling the post of 
ambassador at St. Petersburg, where nearly 
‘the whole of his diplomatic career has been 
spent. He was regarded as a warm friend 


latter, tending towards the eventual absorp- 
tion of all the Balkan states, and of Turkey’s 
European provinces, by the Muscovite and 
Austrian empires, Tn equal shares, to the ex- 
clusion of all other powers. That an agree- 
ment to this effect and on this basis existed 
from 1901 ontward between Vienna and St. 
Petersburg, is a matter of official record, 
and Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the Aus- 
trian heir presumptive, was known to be com- 
mitted to the project. 

Whether this understanding stil! exists isa 
matter for speculation, which can only be 
solved by time. Perhaps it has been aban- 
doned by Austria in consequence of Russia's 
treaties of last year with England, which 
look towards equal rights of all the great 
‘powers in the eastern question as exemplified 
in the scheme for the internaticnal adminds- 
tration of the Turkish province of Mace- 
donia. If this is the case we may expect to 
see Russia throw down the gauntlet to Aus- 
tria if the latter responds to the intense pro- 
vocations which she is receiving from Servia 
and Montenegro by inv ading and se‘zing the 
territories of these denon e states. 


if, on the other eal Russia and Austria 
are stil in perfect agreement, as they were 
at the time when Von Aerenthal assumed of- 
fice as minister of foreign affairs at Vienna, 
then the annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 


and Montenegro by Emperor Francis Jo 
\eeph may be. merely the commencement of 
the execution of the project of the two em- ~ 
pires im question for the absorption of the 
Balkans to the exclusion of the other pow- 
ers. That this poesibility is by no means re- 
mote is shown by the cable dispatches of the 
last few days, which indicate that Kirg 
Kerdinand has suddenly made a volte face 
toward Turkey, is moving heaven and earth 
to conciliate her, has made the most com- 
plete concession to the sublime porte fn the 
matter of the Oriental railroad line seizure, 
and has dispatched his most trusted agents to 
Constantinople for the purpode of endeavor- 
ing at all costs to negotiate an offensive and 
defensive alliance with the sultan. 

Why would an alliance of this kind be 
necessary unless Ferdinand felt that Bul- 
garia and Turkey were threatened by a com- 
mon danger. He knows full well that Aue- 
tria has no designs for herself upon Bulgaria, 
But he is aware that Russia has always re- 
gretted that Bulgaria, whose liberation from 
‘Turkish rule she obtained in the war of over 
thirty years ago, should have been consti- 
tuted into an autonomous state instead of 
being converted into a Muscovite province. 

Perhaps an Austrian seizure of Servia and 
Montenegro might be followed by a Rus- 
sian invasion of Bulgaria. This would be 
in accordance with the fulfiliment of the 
suggestion, made many yeare ago by Prince 
Bismarck, who’ advocate@ the settlement of 
the eastern question by an understanding 
of Russia and Austria, with Germany as the 
friend of both, but, to the exclusion of the 
other powers. 

if this is the key to the crisis then Russia 
has been guilty of grave duplicity in her con- 
ventions with England, conventions which 
thus far have served no useful pur save 
to sacrifice British interests in Persia, and 
to alienate, at any rate until the last two 
months, Moslems throughout the world from 
Great Britain. 

Unfortunately the annals of dipbomacy fur- 
nigh many such instances of double dealing, 
especially in the history of Rusela, and it 
may be recalled that not long after the down- 
fail of Bismarck he,. with the, object of em- 
barrassing the kaiser’s government, revealed 
the extragqrdinary fact that within a year 
after Germany’s conclusion of the triple 
aiiance with Italy and Austria, aimed 
against France and Russia, he, the chancel- 
lor, had in behalf of his government, négo- 
tiate® a secret agreement ewith Rusela of 
such @ character as to make it pretty clear 
that Austria would not be able to count upon 
he assistance of her ally at Berlin in the 
event of her becoming involved@in any trouble 
With the Muscovite empire.
